Although many general views of the palace have 
been engraved, yet the various beautiful ſpecimens of gothic archi- 
tecture which there occur, have never been delineated for publica- 
tion with tolerable accuracy : of the great hall there is an engraving in 
| ſome eſteem (now become. ſcarce), by Vardy, but the form of the 


arches is ſo inaccurate as to deftroy in a great degree its reſemblance 
to the original. 


The author 0 experienced the ſame liberality as on former oc- 
caſions, from the keepers. of the public Records, and (excepting in 
a very few inſtances) from gentlemen of landed property, among

aſſuming the credit of other men's writings, that as far as a topo- 
graphical work can have a claim ro originality, by being compiled

part of the Hiſtory of the Environs of London, or of the pre- 
ſent volume, has been written by any other than himſelf. 


The ſame plan has been adopted by the Author in this volume as 
in his former work, nor has he been induced to alter it by any 
arguments which he has ſeen among the Strictures which it has 
occaſioned. He is aware that a narrative more amuſing might 
have been produced by excluding much of what is contained in 
the preſent and in his former volumes; but he had another object 
in view than merely to furniſh an entertaining narrative, and in- 
tended that his work ſhould anſwer the ſame ends of uſeful reference 
as County Hiſtories, for which it is hoped it will not be found 
wholly incompetent. For the purpoſe of tracing deſcents and 
making genealogies, which it is well known have frequently a more 
important ufe than the mere gratification of family pride, the dates 
of births, marriages, and deaths in the vicinity of London, (where 
ſo many of the nobility and gentry have had a temporary reſi- 
ſidence, remote from their family ſeats,) will be found particularly 
ſerviceable for ſupplying chaſms in pedigrees, which frequently 
occaſion much fruitleſs labour and reſearch.

HE name of this place is written Exeforde in the ſurvey of Name. 
Domeſday; in records of the thirteenth and fourteenth 
centuries Echeleford and Echelesford, being ſo called from the ford 


over the little river Exe or Echel. 


Aſhford, as far as relates to its civil juriſdiction, is a ſeparate Situation 
pariſh, lying within the hundred of Spelthorne, and bounded by :: _ Ps 
Bedfont, Feltham, Sunbury, Littleton, Laleham, Staines, and Stan- 
well. The village is ſituated about a mile to the ſouth of the great 
weſtern road, and about 14 miles diſtant from London. 

The pariſh of Aſhford contains about 1370 acres of land; of Quantity of 
which about 720 are arable, about 110 meadow and paſture, and 
about 540 common”.

The ſoil in this pariſh is for the moſt part gravelly, and abounds Soil. 
with fine water. 

The pariſh of Aſhford is aſleſſed the ſum of 941. 198. 2d. to the Land- tax 
land-tax, which is at the rate of about 28. 3d. in the pound. 

The manor. appears from a very early period, till after the diſſolu- 1,,c. 
tion of religious houſes, to have been an appendage to Staines.

Ecclesford, to the abbot and convent of Weſtminſter, Upon the 
ſurrender of that monaſtery, this manor (together with Staines) 
came into the hands of the Crown, and was annexed to the honor 
of Hampton Court. In 1601, Queen Elizabeth granted the manor 
of Aſhford to Guy Godolphin and John Smythe*, Godolphin in 
1603 releaſed his right to Smythe, who immediately ſold the manor 
to Uria Babington, Eſq. In 1630, William Babington, ſon of Uria, 
aliened it to Henry Field, citizen of London. Mr. Field's widow 
enjoyed the manor after his death ; and having married, to her 
ſecond huſband, Edward Forſet, Eſq. died his widow in 168, 
when, purſuant to a deed executed in her firſt widowhood, it went 
to her brother Abraham Nelſon, and was enjoyed after his death by 
his relict Suſanna, daughter of Sir Brocket Spencer. Mrs. Nelſon died 
in 1712, when, purſuant to the deed abovementioned, this manor de- 
ſcended to Richard, grandſon of Abraham Nelſon, who dying inteſ- 
ſtate, it was inherited by his ſiſters and coheirs Frances and Mary, 
who both died unmarried and inteſtate. On the death of the ſurvivor, 
which happened in 1741, this eſtate went to the heir at law, Sir John 
Auſten, Bart. (eldeſt ſon of Thomas Auſten, Eſq. by Arabella, only 
child of Edward Forſet, Eſq. by Mrs. Field abovementioned). Sir 
John Auſten immediately ſold the reverſion, after his own death and 
that of Mrs. Mary Wright, to Peter Storer, Eſq. Sir John died in 
1742, and Mrs. Wright in 1753, when Peter Storer, Eſq. ſon of 
the purchaſer, came into poſſeſſion ; and dying in 1760, deviſed 
this manor to his ſiſter Martha, wife of William Baker, Eſq. Their 
ſon Peter William Baker, Eſq. is the preſent proprietor. 
The manor of Aſhford has a court-leet and court-baron. The 
Cuſtoms of lord's demeſne conſiſts of 235 acres. By the cuſtom of the manor, 
the manor the fine on death or alienation is one year's quit-rent only. The

meſſuages are all ſubje& to a heriot: the tenant's beſt beaſt on 
death, and the ſecond beſt on alienation ; but they are generally 
compounded. Widows are entitled to dower of the copyholds. 
The tenants are reſtricted to keep no more than three ſheep to an 
acre ; and they pay four pence a day in lieu of each harveſt day's 
work annexed to their eſtates. 

When the ſurvey of Domeſday was taken, Robert, Earl of Mor- 
tain in Normandy and of Cornwall in England, held an eſtate in 
Aſhford, conſiſting of one hide of land. This eſtate, in the reign 
of Edward the Confeſſor, was the property of Aluric, a ſervant of 
the Abbot of Chertſey, and was then within the juriſdiction of the 
manor of Staines ; but the Earl of Cornwall made it an appendage 
to his own manor of Kennington. It was valued at 20s. in the 
reign of King Edward, and at 14s. only in the reign of William 
the Conqueror. 

The late chapel at Aſhford, aden to St. Michael, was an an- 
cient ſtructure of brick and ſtone. The ſouth door was of Saxon 
architecture, with zigzag mouldings. This chapel was taken down,

in order to be rebuilt, in the month of June 1796. The new 


building, a plain brick edifice with a ſteeple and a ſmall ſpire, was 
completed before the end of the year. The expence was defrayed 
by the voluntary contributions of the principal inhabitants ; ; the 
chancel was rebuilt by the lord of the manor. 

The following notes were taken a few days before the old chapel 
was pulled down. 

On the north wall of the chancel was the monument of William 
Baker, Eſq.* lord of the manor, who died in 1774. On the ſouth 
wall was the monument of Peter Storer, Eſq. lord of the manor, 
who died in 1759. On the floor were the tombs of Edward Woode

are preſerved in the new chapel. In the chapel-yard are the tombs 
of Captain William Munden, 1727 ; Sarah his wife, 1719; William 
Odell, 1728 ; Elizabeth his wife, (daughter of Captain Munden,) 
1733; Mrs. Frances James, 1771 ; Mrs. Elizabeth Webb, 17873 
Edmund Webb, Eſq. 1793; Rev. John Jebb, D. D.* Dean of 
Caſhell, aged 82, 1787; and Anne his reli&*, aged 80, 1795. 

The chapel of Aſhford is an appendage to the vicarage of Staines, 
and is ſerved by a curate appointed by the vicar. Newcourt ſays, 
that this chapel is endowed with a houſe, 28 acres and a half, and 
two yards of glebe', The return of the jurors to the parliamentary 
inquiry into the ſtate of eccleſiaſtical benefices in 1650, values the 
parſonage or great tithes of Aſhford, then in the tenure of Mrs. Fielder, 
at 60 l. per annum. The benefice in this return is called a 
vicarage, ſaid to be worth, with the glebe and ſmall tithes, 241. per 
annum, Mr. George Bonyeman being then vicar®, The great tithes 
of Aſhford appear to have deſcended with the manor, and are now 
the property of Peter William Baker, Eſq. 

The regiſter of baptiſms and burials at this place is very imperfect. 
That of baptiſms includes only the periods from 1696 to 1710, and 
from 1760 to the preſent time ; that of burials from 1099 to 1707, 
and from 1760 to the preſent time.

H E name of this place in ancient records is written Bedefunde 

and Bedefunt. It is called Eaſt Bedfont to diſtinguiſh it from 
Weſt Bedfont, a hamlet of Stanwell. By a ftrange corruption, 
which 1s become extremely prevalent, this village is generally known 
by the name of Belfound : it lies within the hundred of Spelthorne, 
being fituated on the great weſtern road, at the diſtance of a little 
more than thirteen miles from London. 

The pariſh of Bedfont is bounded by Feltham and Ifleworth on 
the eaſt ; by Cranford and Heſton on the north-eaſt ; by Harlington 
on the north ; by Harmondſworth on the north-weſt ; Stanwell on 
the weſt; and Aſhford on the ſouth. It contains about 1200 acres 
of land, of which about 740 are arable, about 110 paſture and mea- 
dow, and about 350 (being a part of Hounſlow Heath) common. 
The ſoil is for the moſt part a light gravel mixed with loam. 


The pariſh of Bedfont is aſſeſſed the ſum of 1481. 6s. 8d. to the 
land-tax, which is at the rate of about 28. 2d. in the pound. 


In the reign of Edward the Confeſſor the manor of Eaſt Bedfont 
was the property of Azor. When the ſurvey of Domeſday was 
taken, Richard held it under Walter Fitzother. It was then taxed at 
10 hides. © The land,” ſays the ſurvey © is five carucates, of 
« which one is in demeſne and four are held by the freeholders and 
« villans. There are four villans who hold a hide jointly ; four 
© others who have each half a virgate ; and three borders, who hold 
« thirteen acres. A certain knight has two hides. There is meadow 
e equal to two oxgangs, and paſture for the cattle of the manor.

the preſent owner 208. ; in King Edward (the Confeſſor's) time 
it was valued at 61. Azor held eight hides and a half of this 
manor, as within the juriſdiction of Stanwell ; the remaining hide 
and a half was divided between three ſocmen, one of whom was 
a ſervant of the king; another of Lewin and the third of Azor. 
This laſt held a hide to his own ſhare, and might diſpoſe of it as 
he pleaſed. In the reign of King Edward the Confeſſor it did 
not belong to the manor.” In the early part of the fourteenth 
century this manor was given by John de Neville to the priory of 
Hounſlow *, after the diſſolution of which it continued in the crown 
till the year 1599, when it was granted by Queen Elizabeth to Sir 
Michael Stanhope, being then in the tenure of Robert Downes *, Eſq. 
By the intermarriage of George Lord Berkeley with Elizabeth, 
daughter and one of the coheirs of Sir Michael Stanhope, it paſſed 
to the Berkeley family. In 1656 it was ſold by George Berkeley, 
Eſq. (ſon and heir to George Lord Berkeley,) to Algernon, Earl of 
Northumberland*, from whom it has deſcended to Hugh, Duke of 
Northumberland, the preſent proprietor. 

Another manor in Bedfont is thus deſcribed in the ſurvey 
of Domeſday. © Robert, Earl of Mortain * holds two hides in 
„ Bedefunt. The land is one carucate, half of which only is 
« in. culture. A villan holds eight acres in this manor, and 
* a certain knight half a hide. There is meadow equal to one 
„ oxgang, and paſture for the cattle of the manor. This eſtate 
“ is valued at 58. per ann.; in the reign of the Confeſſor at 
« 20s. It was then held by Gouti, a domeſtic ſervant of Earl 
Harold, who could diſpoſe of it at pleaſure. It lies within 
the manor of Feltham.” It is probable that this was the ſame 
eſtate which William de Odiham gave to the priory of Hounſlow

in 1338*, I ſuppoſe this to have been the manor of Pates or 


Paites, which appears to have been formerly parcel of the 


poſſeſſions of the priory of Hounſlow®. In or about 1498 it was 
the property of John Naylor. and Clemence his wife (who, it is 
probable, held it under the priory by a quit-rent), The only 
daughter and heir of John Naylor married Thomas Weſt, whoſe 
only ſon Edmund left two daughters, co-heirs; Elizabeth married 
to John, Bokenham ; and Margaret, by whom a joint ſale was made 
of the manor of Pates, to Rowland Page in 1549. Thomas Page 
in 1589 ſold two parts of this manor to John Draper, whoſe widow 
and executrix, afterwards the wife of Edmund Pigeon, aliened them 
for 5 zol. in 1614 to Edward Hewlet, Eſq. The remaining third 
part was ſold in 1593 by Thomas Page for 2601. to Philip Gerrard, 
who the next year ſold it again for 320l. to Henry Bell. In 1621 
it was purchaſed of Henry Bell, William Bell, and Anne his wife by 
the abovementioned Edward Hewlet, who in 1623 gave the whole 
to Chriſt's Hoſpital. 

The manor of Hatton in this pariſh belonged to the priory of 


Hounſlow before the year 13767, and has ever ſince that period been 


annexed to the manor vf Eaſt Bedfont ; being now the property of 
his Grace the Duke of Northumberland. 
The landed property in Hatton is thus deſcribed in the ſurvey of

The ſouth 
door is of a ſimilar architecture: on the north ſide of the nave and 
chancel are very ſmall lancet windows ; at the weſt end is a tower 

with a low ſpire. | 22 
On the eaſt wall of the chancel is a braſs tablet in memory of the 
Rev. John Goodwin, who died in 1752, and Matthew Goodwin, 
Gent. 1753 (put up by Margaret, daughter of John Goodwin, and 
wife of Francis Sherborn). On the north wall is the following coat 
of arms—Az. a feſſe wavy, between three lions paſſant, Or; and 
memorials for Mr. Richard Lee 1759, and . Mr. John Lee 1764. 
On the ſouth wall is an inſcribed achievement in memory of Thomas

The principal tombs are thoſe of Mary, relict of James Whaley, 
Gent. (grand-daughter of Francis Page,) 1742; John Fyler, 
merchant, 1756; Mrs. M. C. H. Biſhop, (daughter of the Rev. 
John Goodwin,) 1777; and William Rowles, Eſq. 1789. 

The rectory of Bedfont was given by John de Neville, with the 
manor, to the priory of Hounſlow, to which it was appropriated, 
with the King's licence, in 1316. It was then valued at 10 marks 


per annum. When the priory was diſſolved it was on leaſe to Per- 


cival Broadbelt. 

In 1590 Queen Elizabeth gave the rectory of Eaſt Bedfont, with 
the advowſon of the vicarage, to the Biſhop of London, and his ſuc- 
ceſſors in that ſee **. | | | 

Biſhop Abbot, in 1626, demiſed it to Margaret Scott of Camber- 
well, widow. In 1682 it was demiſed to John Clarke of Ewelme, 
in the county of Oxford, for three lives. Similar leaſes were 
granted in 1705 to Mary Watton ; in 1720 to Henry Watton; in 
1730 to the Rev. John Goodwin, (who was then vicar) ; in 1746 
to Matthew Goodwin, his ſon ; in 1754 to John Lee; andin 1764 
to Francis Sherborn (ſon-in-law of John Goodwin). The preſent 
leſſee is Mr. William Sherborn.

Bartho- 
lomew Pecche had a grant of free warren in Cowley as early as the 
year 1253. Hubert Pecche died in 1272, ſeized of a carucate of 
land in Cowley, valued at 1008. per annum, held under the abbot

Garden, buried.” This eminent tragedian was the ſon of John 
Booth, Eſq. ſaid to have been deſcended from an elder branch of 
the Delamere family. He received his. education under Dr. Buſby 
at Weſtminſter ſchool, having been intended for the pulpit ; but his 
inclinations being bent towards the ſtage, he left his ſchool clandeſ- 
tinely at the age of ſeventeen, and going over to Ireland in 1698, 
made his appearance on the Dublin theatre in the character of 
Oroonoko. Having acquired conſiderable credit in his profeſſion, 
he: became reconciled to his friends, and returned to England in 
1701, when he was engaged at the London theatre under Betterton. 
Here he continued to increaſe in reputation till 1712, when his ſuc- 
ceſsful performance of the part of Cato in Addiſon's tragedy, then 
firſt ated, fixed at once his fame and fortune, and eſtabliſhed him 
as the Roſcius of his time. He was now, through Lord Boling- 
broke's intereſt, appointed joint manager of the theatre; a ſituation 
which he held till his death. - Continued illneſs prevented him 
from appearing on the ſtage after the ſpring of 1729. Mr, 
Booth was buried at Cowley, purſuant to directions in his will.

Both theſe manors became veſted in the Crown by the diſſolution 
of religious houſes, and were granted by King Henry VIII. in 1543, 


to Henry Lord Windſor *, They continued in the Windſor family 


till 1594, when Henry, then Lord Windſor, obtained the Queen's 
licence to alien theſe manors with the advowſon of the church ; 
12 meſſuages, 200 acres of arable land, 100 of meadow, 150 of . 
paſture, 50 of wood, 100 of moor, and 200 of heath, in the 
pariſhes of Cranford, Heſton, Harlington, and Eaſt Bedfont, to 
Thomas Crompton, Eſq. Mary his wife, and their heirs*. Before 
1603, the manors of Cranford St. John, and Cranford le Mote, be- 
came veſted in the Crown, and were granted in that year by Queen 
Elizabeth to Gideon Amondiſham or Awnſham, and George Needler, 
who appear to have been truſtees for Robert Knight. The clear 
yearly value of Cranford St. John was 171. per annum; Cranford 
le Mote, 10l.

The manor-houſe of Cranford le Mote, which ſtood within a moted 
ſite, about a quarter of a mile to the north-eaſt of the church, was 
pulled down in the year 1780. This houſe was, in 1603, the reſi- 
dence of Sir William Fleetwood, receiver of the Court of Wards, as 
appears by the pariſh-regiſter. Mr. Noble ſeems to have been miſ- 
taken in placing him at Cranford in Northamptonſhire *. 

The pariſh-church, dedicated to St. Dunſtan, is a ſmall building, 
conſiſting of a nave and chancel. At the weſt-end is a plain ſquare 
tower of flint and ſtone, the upper part of which has been rebuilt 
with brick. The nave, which is of brick, was rebuilt in 1716, prin- 
cipally at the expence of Elizabeth, Counteſs Dowager of Berkeley“. 

On the north wall of the chancel is the monument of Sir Roger 
Aſton, repreſented in the annexed plate. Sir Roger Aſton was

learned divine and hiſtorian was ſon of the Rev. Thomas Fuller of 
Aldwincle, in Northamptonſhire, at which place he was born in 
1608. At twelve years of age he was ſent to Queen's college, Cam- 
bridge, where he took his degree of M. A. in 1628. In 1631, be- 
ing then of Sidney college, he publiſhed his firſt work, a poem on 
David's heinous crime and hearty repentance. Upon his entrance 


into holy orders he became a very popular preacher. His firſt pre- 


ferment was a prebend of Saliſbury, to which he was appointed in 
1631. About 1634 he was preſented to the rectory of Broad Win- 
for, in Dorſetſhire. In 1640 he was lecturer at the Savoy. Having 
diſtinguiſhed himſelf in the early part of the civil war, by the loyalty 
of his diſcourſes, he found it expedient to quit London in 1642, and 
ſeek an aſylum at Oxford, where the King then was. Soon after 


this he became chaplain to Lord Hopton, and was in Baſinghouſe

In 1647, the rectory 
of Waltham Abbey was given him by the Earl of Carliſle; and in 
1658 that of Cranford, by Lord Berkeley, through whole intereſt it is 
ſuppoſed, that had he lived longer he would have obtained much higher 
preferment. His funeral was conducted under the direction, and at the 
expence, of his noble patron, being attended by at leaſt 200 of the 
clergy”. Dr. Fuller's principal works are :—The Worthies of Eng- 
land; his Church Hiſtory; Hiſtory of the Holy War; Piſgah 
Sight of Paleſtine; Abel Redivivus, (or Hiſtory of Reformers, 
Biſhops, Martyrs, &c.); a Hiſtory of the Univerſity of Cambridge; 
and a Hiſtory of Waltham Abbey. His printed ſermons are nume- 


rous; and he publiſhed ſeveral eccleſiaſtical, and ſome controverſial

He afterwards took the degree of M. D. and ſettled in 
London, where he read lectures in Anatomy many years at Sur- 
geons-hall. He was knighted in 1669; and, at the ſame time, ap-

On the ſouth wall of the chancel are monuments of the Berkeley 
family.—1.

The rectory of Cranford, which is in the dioceſe of London, and 
in the Archdeaconry of Middleſex, is rated in the old valors at 8 marks 
per annum“, in the King's books at 161. In the return of the 
jurors to the parliamentary inquiry in 1650, it is valued at 80l. per 
annum, the glebe being deſcribed as 15 acres. Mr. Aſhford was 
then rector. The patronage has always been veſted in the lord 
of the manor of Cranford St. John. 

Dr. Fuller, of whom mention has already been made, was pre- 
ſented to this rectory by George Lord Berkeley, March 3, 1657-8”. 
He died in 1661, and was ſucceeded by the celebrated mathemati- 
cian and philoſopher, John Wilkins, afterwards Biſhop of Cheſter. 
It was the ſingular good fortune of this prelate, that his talents at- 
trated the notice, and ſecured the patronage of perſons of the moſt 
oppoſite principles. He had mafried Cromwell's ſiſter, and had 
been preferred during his uſurpation to the wardenſhip of Wadham 
college, vacant by the ejection of a loyaliſt ; yet immediately after 
the reſtoration he was preſented to this rectory by Lord Berkeley,

“ wards a real character and a philoſophical language; and Diſ- 
courſes on the Gift of Preaching, on the Beauty of Providence, on 
the Gift of Prayer ; and the Principles and Duties of Natural Reli- 
gion. Biſhop Wilkins died in 1672 “. | 

The preſent rector of Cranford is the Rev. John Hoſkins, inſti- 
tuted in 1772, on the reſignation of the Rev. Auguſtus Thomas 
Hupſman.

HIS pariſh, which is ſometimes diſtinguiſhed by the name of 
Weſt-Drayton, lies in the hundred of Elthorne, about two 
miles north of the Bath road, and ſixteen miles from London. It is 
bounded by Hillingdon on the north; by Harlington on the eaſt ; 
by Harmondſworth on the ſouth ; and on the weſt by the river Coln, 
which ſeparates it from Iver, in Buckinghamſhire. I have not been 
able to aſcertain the quantity of land in this pariſh. About three 
parts out of four are arable, The ſoil is for the moſt part a ſtrong 
red loam. | | 
The Grand Junction canal paſſes through a part of this pariſh. 
The pariſh of Drayton is aſſeſſed the ſum of 2231. 108. gd. to the 
land-tax, which is at the rate of nearly three ſhillings in the 
pound. | 
The manor of Drayton, or Weſt-Drayton, was given, or confirmed, 
to the church of St. Paul's, by King Athelſtan in 989. In his char- 
ter this eſtate is called ten manſes at Drægtun . It is thus deſcribed

The right of free-warren in this manor, which was granted to 
the Dean and Chapter of St. Paul's in 1316 **, was confirmed to Sir 
William Paget in 1549 

The fines within this manor are certain ; being two years lord's 
rent for the admittance of copyholders on deſcent, and four years 
rent on ſurrender, as ſettled by an indenture enrolled in Chancery, 
bearing date 1651, 

By an inquiſition, bearing date 1587, it appears that there were 
then only two freeholders, and 54 copyholders. The quit-rents 
amounted to gl. 16s. 7d. including 9s. 4d. (being 2d. from each 
tenant) paid to the lord for the liberty of fiſhing three days in the week; 
namely, Wedneſday, Friday, and Saturday. The copyholders have 
a piece of land containing 38 acres, called Towney Mead, ap- 
propriated according to their reſpective rights, and a piece of Lam- 
mas land, containing about three acres and a half.

The old manſion belonging to the Paget family, being the ſite of 
the manor, adjoined the-church-yard, It was built, as is ſuppoſed, 
by Sir William Paget, and was pulled down by the late Earl of 
Uxbridge, about the year 1750. The preſent Earl, in 1773, ſold 
the ſite of the manſion and gardens, the lofty walls of which are yet 
remaining, to * Timothy Marſhall, who is the preſent pro- 
prietor.

The deed deſcribes it as a manor, or capital 


meſſuage, in Drayton, with all the lands to 


the ſaid manor or meſſuage belonging, lying 
in Drayton, Stanwell, Colham, and Iver. 
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his ſucceſſors **, in whom it is ſtill veſted. This manor is now 
united with that of Colham-Garden in Hillingdon.—Courts are held 
occaſionally ; but its juriſdiction is very limited. It pays a quit-rent 
of 20s. 3d. per annum to the manor of Drayton. The 
demeſne lands -are held under the Biſhop on lives. About 
the latter end of the laſt century the leaſe was veſted in 
Aaron Kinton, Eſq. whoſe only child Catherine married James 
Eckerſall, Eſq. On the death of Mr. Eckerſall in 1753 (his wife 
having died without ifſue in 1712) the leaſe of this eſtate devolved to 
John Orme of Long Acre, coach-maker, nephew and heir at law of 
Aaron Kinton. After the death of Mr. Orme his family fold the 
leaſe to Robert Chitter, Gent. who diſpoſed of the eſtate in lots, by 
auction, in 1785. The late Earl Ferrers purchaſed the manſion, 
(ſometimes called Boroughs, or Burroughs, from its ancient owner Sir 
Thomas Burgh, but in the particulars of ſale deſcribed as the manor- 
houſe of Drayton,) with about 8 acres adjoining, for the ſum of 5031. 
The remainder (with the lands belonging to the manor of Colham- 
Garden in Hillingdon, being in the whole 127 acres) was purchaſed 
by the late William Gill, Eſq. Alderman of London, whoſe 
widow is the preſent leſſee. Burroughs is now the reſidence of Lieu- 
tenant-General Arabin, who has lately purchaſed it of the Ferrers 
family.

There was formerly a capital manſion in this pariſh, with a 
conſiderable eſtate annexed, called Rowtheys, ſtated in an in- 
quiſition of the manor (taken in 1587) to have been formerly 
the property of John Burnell, Eſq. and then of Roger Daye, Eſq. 
The latter ſold it to Richard Perkins, Gent. in whoſe family it con- 
tinued till 1762, when Mr. James Perkins ſold the manſion, with 
ſome adjoining lands, to Brabazon Ellis, Eſq. and the remainder 
of the eſtate (98 acres) to Mr. William Ball, uncle of the preſent

The impropriate rectory of Drayton has always been held with the 
manor. In a ſurvey, made about the year 1245, the church of 
Drayton is ſaid to have had 22 acres of arable land and one of meadow, 
and to have been entitled to a third of the tithes of the demeſnes. 
The church paid a mark per annum to the church of St. Paul. In 
the old valors it is rated at 6 marks: in 1587 it was valued at 
201. per annum. The vicarage is rated -in the King's books at 
131. 6s. 8d. When the manor and reQory were demiſed to Sir 
Chriſtopher Hatton, in 1587, he was to pay 40s. per annum to 
the vicar for the ſmall tithes of the demeſnes, and 40s. more for his 
better maintenance. An inquiſition of the ſame date ſtates the glebe 
belonging to the vicar to be eighteen acres, for which he paid a quit- 
rent of 40s. to the lord of the manor, In 1650 this vicarage was 
| valued at 30 l. per annum”, In 1755 it was conſolidated with 
Harmondſworth. Till that period the advowſon had been annexed 
to the manor. Henry, the late Earl of Uxbridge, ſold the advow- 
ſon of the conſolidated vicarages in the year laſt mentioned to the 
Rev. George Booth, who, in 1756, aliened to Thomas Ives. From 
him, in 1760, it paſſed to George Harveſt, and from Mr. Harveſt, in 
1776, to Culling Smith, Eſq. In 1785 it was purchaſed of Mr. 
Smith by Mr. Buſt; who, in 1786, ſold it to Mr. John Hubbard. 
It was lately the property ** of his ſon, the Rev. John Hubbard, and 
is now veſted in the Rev. Dawſon Warren. 

Before the conſolidation of the two vicarages Drayton was in the 
peculiar juriſdiction of the Dean and Chapter of St. Paul, and Har-

Henry Preſton, Eſq. of Preſton in Yorkſhire. Her huſband, who 
was the founder of his family, and a ſtateſman of great eminence, 
was buried at Drayton in 1563 (before the commencement of any 
regiſter now extant). This nobleman owed his advancement to 


Biſhop Gardiner, in whoſe family he was brought up. After hav-

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ing been employed in various negociations abroad, he was made 
Secretary of State, which office he enjoyed during a great part of 
the reign of Henry VIII. to whoſe will he was executor, and the 
beginning of that of Edward VI. In 1551, he experienced a great 
reverſe of fortune through the intrigues of the Duke of Northumber- 
land, by whoſe influence he was impriſoned, diveſted of the order 
of the Garter, and heavily fined. He was reſtored to all his honors 
by Queen Mary, and made Lord Privy Seal. Upon Queen Eliza- 
beth's acceſſion, he retired from the public ſervice. His ſon, 
Henry, the ſecond Lord Paget, who was buried at Drayton in 1569, 
directed by his will, that a convenient tomb ſhould be erected over 
the grave of his father and mother, and over his own grave in this 
church; but it does not appear that his will in this reſpect was ever 
fulfilled. He bequeathed the furniture at Drayton as an heir-loom 
with the houſe ; and, by a codicil, bearing date 1568, gave all his 
right and term in certain woods, called Great-hedge, in the pariſh 
of Ickenham, and the parſonage of Harmondſworth, (after the de- 
ceaſe of his mother,) to ſuch as at the time of her deceaſe ſhould in- 
herit the manor of Weſt Drayton, for the better maintenance of hoſ- 
pitality in the manſion there.

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The pariſh-church, dedicated to St. Dunſtan, i is a ſmall ſtructure, Pariſh- 


conſiſting of a chancel, nave, and a north aiſle. It is built of flint 
and ſtone, chiefly the lapis compoſitus, commonly called the plumb- 
pudding ſtone. At the weſt end is a wooden tower and ſpire, almoſt 
covered with ivy iſſuing from a ſingle ſtem, eighteen inches in girth. 
On the north wall of the chancel, under an obtuſe gothic arch, is 
an altar tomb to the memory of Stephen Freſshney, vicar, who 
died Sept. 4, 1496. On the ſame wall is the monument of Francis 
Wilkinſon, Eſq. (ſon of Chriſtopher Wilkinſon, Eſq. *, of Barmby 
in Yorkſhire,) who died in 1728. On the ſouth wall are the monu- 
ments of Nathaniel Crewe, Eſq.* (ſon of Sir Thomas Crewe of Steane, 
in Northamptonſhire), aged 81, 1688, and Eluzay, wife of the 
Rev. John Hewit, vicar, 1785. On the floor are the tombs of 
Suſanna, wife of Charles Roſe, vicar, 1713, and the Rev. Walter 
Griffiths, rector of St. John's in the ifland of Barbadoes, and vicar 
of Feltham, 1756. | 

In the nave is a tablet in memory of Mrs. Mary Cummings, 
1766; Mrs. Ann Burgoyne, 1766 ; William Bamford, Eſq. 1780; 
Sarah his wife, 1786; John Burgoyne, Eſq. 1787; and Thomas 
Burgoyne, Eſq. 1791. 

In the north aiſle (formed by the projection of the roof on that 
ſide) is a monument in memory of Nicholas Webb, Eſq.

The rectory of Feltham was granted with the manor to the hoſ- 
pital of, St. Giles (which was a cell to that of Burton St. Lazar, in 
Leiceſterſhire). In 1545, King Henry VIII. being in poſſeſſion of 
both, by the ſurrender of the warden and brethren of the ſaid hoſ- 
pital, granted the reQory (with the advowſon of the vicarage) to 
John Dudley Viſcount Liſle“; who, in 1546, conveyed it to John 
Welbeck and his heirs. The fame year it appears, that Andrew 
Bury preſented to the vicarage, as patron pleno jure. In 1547 Sir 
Thomas Cotton was ſeiſed of the rectory. Edward Buſh and 
Thomaſine his wife, preſented to the vicarage, in 1554 and 1555; 
Thomas Hart, leſſee of the rectory, in 1578 and 1584; the execu- 
tors of Hart, (Walter Gibbs and Elizabeth his wife,) in 1593 
Walter Gibbs in 1597 and 1599; Elizabeth, his reli&, in 1616 *. 
The reQory and advowſon became afterwards the property of Lord 
Cottington, and ſince his time have paſſed through the ſame hands 
as the manor, being now veſted in his Grace the Duke of St. 
Alban's. ? 

The rectory was rated in the old valors at 81. 138. 4d. per annum, 
but was exempted from taxation. In 1547 it was valued at 111, 
per annum; in 1650 at 1001, 

The vicarage, which is in the dioceſe of London, and in the

AMPTON lies in the hundred of Spelthorne, being very 
pleaſantly ſituated on the banks of the Thames, about 
13 miles from London. The pariſh is bounded by Tedding- 
ton, Twickenham, Hanworth, Sunbury, and by the river Thames, 
which ſeparates it from Kingſton, Thames Ditton, and Moulſey in 
Surrey. The quantity of land, excluſive of the parks, I was not 
able to aſcertain. It is chiefly arable, and the ſoil a light loam in- 
termixed with gravel. There is a large common, computed at 
about 1000 acres, adjoining to Hounſlow-heath, of which indeed it 
appears to form a part. 

The land-tax in this pariſh is collected in three diſtricts. That 
of Hampton town is aſſeſſed the ſum of 1971. 8 s. 2 d. which is at the 
rate of about 16. 6d. in the pound for land, and a ſhilling for houſes. 
Hampton Court is aſſeſſed the ſum of 2181. 10s. of d. being at the

In the whole, it is valued at 391. per annum, when it came into 
the poſſeſſion of the preſent owner at 20l., in King Edward (the 
« Confefſor's) reign at 4ol. It was then the property of Earl 
« Algar.” About the beginning of the thirteenth century, this 
manor was veſted in Joan, reli& of Sir Robert Gray, who gave it 
to the Knights Hoſpitallers of St. John of Jeruſalem. Lady Gray 
died in 1211. Cardinal Wolſey, who in the early part of King 


Henry VIIL.'s reign, became leſſee under the prior of that convent, 


ſurrendered thę leaſe to the King in 1526". When the order of 
Knights Hoſpitallers was ſuppreſſed, the fee of this manor-became 


veſted in the Crown, to which it has ever ſince continued annexed, 


except during Cromwell's uſurpation, when it was ſold, (July 23, 
1651,) to John Phelps and others, creditors of the State. The ma- 
nerial rights were then valued at 211. 78. gd. per annum. The total 
annual value of the manor and demeſne lands was eſtimated at 
12041. os. 4d. ; the purchaſe-money was 10,7051. 198. 9d. John 
Phelps is deſcribed in the court-rolls as lord of the manor in 1654,

pariſh of Hampton, and ſeveral pariſhes on the Surrey ſide of the 
Thames, all which were incloſed within a wooden paling, and ſtocked 
with deer. This was done for the convenience of King Henry VIII. 
then grown old and corpulent, that he might enjoy his favourite 
amuſement of hunting without the fatigue of going far from home. 
The inhabitants of the villages within the chaſe having been much 
incommoded and aggrieved by its incloſure, after the King's death 
petitioned the Lord Protector and Council for relief, in conſequence 
of which, the following order of Council * was made:

The office of Chief Steward of the Honour and manor of Hampton 
Court, and Feodary of the Honour, has been always held with that 
of Lieutenant and Keeper of the chaſe, and they have always been 
granted to ſome of the firſt nobility, or chief favourites of the Court. 
Sir Anthony Browne, Sir Michael Stanhope, William Marquis of 
Northampton, Charles Earl of Nottingham, and George Duke of 
Buckingham, held theſe offices in ſucceſſion previouſly to 1628, 
when Chriſtopher Villiers, Earl of Angleſey, was appointed“. On 
his death, in 1630, a grant was made to James, Marquis (afterwards 
Duke) of Hamilton. Thomas . Smitheſby Keeper of the Privy 
Seal to Cromwell, and Nathaniel Waterhouſe, Eſq. appear to have 
held theſe offices under his Protectorate General Monk was ap- 


pointed in March 1660, and afterwards (when Duke of Albemarle) 
confirmed by Charles II. After his death they were beſtowed 
upon the Ducheſs of Cleveland, who held them in the name of her 
truſtee, William Young, Eſq. '** The Ducheſs dying in 1709, they 
were granted to Charles Earl of Halifax, and under renewed 
grants **, were held by George Earl of Halifax, his nephew, who 
died in 1739, and hi ſon George, the laſt Earl of Halifax, who 
died in 1771. They were then granted for life to Anne, Lady 
North, afterwards Counteſs of Guildford ; upon whoſe death, in Jan.

After Cardinal Wolſey became poſſeſſed of the leaſe of the manor 
of Hampton, © he beſtowed (ſays Stow) great coſt of building upon 
it, converting the manſion-houſe into ſo ſtately a palace, that it is 
“ ſaid to have excited much envy; to avoid which, in the year 
„1526, he gave it to the King, who, in recompence thereof, 
„ licenced him to lie in his manor of Richmond at his pleaſure; and 
„ ſo he lay there at certain times. It appears that Cardinal 
Wolſey after this occaſionally inhabited Hampton Court (as keeper 
perhaps of the King's palace); for in 1527, when ſome French Am- 
baſſadors were in England, the King willing that they ſhould be 
treated with the greateſt reſpe&, ſent them to be entertained 
by Cardinal Wolſey at Hampton Court. The following account“ of 
the entertainment will give the reader an idea of the magnificence of 
that prelate's eſtabliſhment : © Then was there made great prepara- 
&« tion of all things for this great aſſembly at Hampton Court; the 
« Cardinall called before him his principal officers, as ſteward, trea- 
& ſurer, controller, and clerk of his kitchen, to whom he declared 
« his mind touching the entertainment of the Frenchmen at Hamp- 
« ton Court, commanding them neither to ſpare for any coſt, ex- 
e pence, or travayle, to make ſuch a triumphant banquet as they 
« might not only wonder at it here, but alſo make a glorious report 
« of it in their country, to the great honour of the King and 
“ his realm; to accompliſh his commandment they ſent our caters, 
« purveiors, and divers other perſons, my Lord's friends, to make 
preparation; alſo they ſent for all the expert cookes and connyng 

« perſons in the art of cookerie which were within London or

4 neither gold, ſilver, nor other coſtly thing meet for their purpoſe: 
„the yeomen and groomes of the wardrobe were buſied in hanging 
“ of the chambers, and furniſhing the ſame with beds of ſilk and 
e other furniture in every degree: then. my Lord Cardinall ſent 
© me (Mr. Cavendiſh) being his gentleman uſher, with two other 
« of my fellows thither, to foreſee all thing touching our rooms to 
be nobly garnyſhed : accordingly our pains were not ſmall nor 
„light, but daily travelling up and down from chamber to cham- 
4 bers - then wrought the carpenters, joiners, maſons, and all other 
“ artificers neceflary to be had to glorify this noble feaſt. There 
« was carriage and recarriage of plate, ſtuff, and other rich imple- 
« ments, ſo that there was nothing lacking that could be imagined 
or deviſed for the purpoſe. There was alſo provided two hun- 
* dred and eighty beds furniſhed with all manner of furniture to 
« them belonging, too long particularly to be rehearſed, but all 
« wiſe men do ſufficiently know what belongeth to the furniture 
4 thereof, and that is ſufficient at this time to be ſaid.” 

The day was come to the Frenchmen aſſigned, and they ready 
c aſſembled before the hour of their appointment, wherefore the of- 
&« ficers cauſed them to ride to Hanworth, a place and parke of the 
« Kinges, within three miles, there to hunt and ſpend the day 


4 untill night, at which time they returned againe to Hampton 


Court, and every of them was conveyed to their ſeverall cham- 
« hers, having 'in them great fires, and wine to their comfort and 
« relief, remaining there untill their ſupper was ready. The cham- 
« hers where they ſupped and banquetted were ordered in this ſort : 
« firſt the great wayting chamber was hanged with rich arras, as all 
« other were, and furniſhed with tall yeomen to ſerve. There were 
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ſet tables round about the chamber, banquetwiſe covered ; a cup- 
boord was there garniſhed with white plate, having alſo in the 
ſame chamber to give the more light, four great plates of ſilver 
ſet with great lights, and a great fire of wood and coales. The 
next chamber, being the chamber of preſence, was hanged with 
very rich arras, and a ſumptuous cloth of eſtate furniſhed with 
many goodly gentlemen to ſerve the tables, ordered in manner as 
the other chamber was, ſaving that the high table was removed 
beneath the cloth of eſtate toward the middeſt of the chamber 
covered. Then there was a cupboord, being as long as the cham- 


« ber was in breadth, with ſix deſkes of height, garnyſhed with guilt

plate, and the nethermoſt deſk was garnyſhed all with gold plate, 


having with lights one paire of candleſtickes of filver and guilt, 
being curiouſly wrought, which coſt three hundred markes, and 
ſtanding upon the ſame, two lights of waxe burning as bigge as 
torches to ſet it forth. This cupboord was barred round about, 
that no man could come nigh it, for there was none of all this 
plate touched in this banquet, for there was ſufficient beſides. 
The plates that did hang on the walls to give light were of filver 
and guilt, having in them great pearchers of waxe burning, a 
great fire burning in the chimney, and all other things neceſſary 
for the furniture of ſo noble a feaſt. Now was all things in a 
readineſs, and ſupper tyme at hand, the principal officers cauſed 
the trumpetters to blow to warne to ſupper: the officers diſcreet- 
ly went and conducted theſe noblemen from their chambers into 
the chambers where they ſhould ſuppe, and cauſed them there to 
fit downe, and that done their ſervice came up in ſuch abundance 
both coſtly and full of ſuttleties, and with ſuch a pleaſant noyſe of 
inſtruments of muſicke, that the Frenchmen (as it ſeemed) were 


rapt into a heavenly paradiſe. You muſt underſtand that my 


“Lord Cardinall was not yet comen thither, but they were merry 
« and pleaſant with their fare and deviſed ſuttleties. Before the

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ſecond courſe my Lord came in, booted and ſpurred, all ſodainely 


* amongſt. them, and bade them proface '*; at whoſe coming there

was great joy, with riſing every man from his place, whom my 
Lord cauſed to fit ſtill and keep their roomes, and being in his ap- 
parell as he rode, called for a chayre and ſat down in the middeſt 
of the high paradiſe, laughing and being as merry as ever I ſaw 
hym in all my lyff. Anone came up the ſecond courſe, with 
ſo many diſhes, ſuttleties and deviſes, above a hundred in num- 
ber, which were of ſo goodly proportion and ſo coſtly, that I 
thinke the Frenchmen never ſaw the like, the wonder was no leſs 
than it was worthy indeed. There were caſtles with images, in 


the ſame Paul's church, for the quantity as well counterfeited as 


the painter ſhould have painted it on a cloth or wall. There were 
beaſts, birds, foules, and perſonages, moſt lykely made and 
counterfeited, ſome fighting with ſwords, ſome with guns and 
croſs-bows, ſome vaughting and- leaping, ſome dauncing with 
ladies, ſome on horſes in complete harneſſe, juſting with long 
and ſharpe ſpeares, with many more deviſes. Among all, one 
I noted was a cheſſe-boord, made of ſpiced plate, with men 
there of the ſame, and for the good proportion, and becauſe 
the Frenchmen be very cunning and expert in that play, my 
Lord Cardinall gave the ſame to a gentleman of France, com- 
manding there ſhould be made a goodly caſe for the preſervation 
thereof in all haſt, that he might convey the ſame ſafe into his 


* countrey. Then tooke my Lord a bole of golde filled with Ipo- 


craſſe, and putting off his cap, ſaid, I drinke to the King, my 
Soveraigne Lord, and next unto the King your maſter, and there- 
with did dryncke a good draught; and when he had done, he 
deſired the graund maiſtre to pledge him, cup and all, the which 
was well worth 500 markes, and ſo cauſed all the boords to pledge

Then roſe up my Lord, and went into his privy chamber to pull 
off his bootes, and to ſhift him, and then went he to ſupper, and 
making a very ſhort ſupper, or rather a repaſt, returned into the 
chamber of preſence to the Frenchmen, uſing them ſo lovingly 
and familiarly, that they could not commend him too much ; and 
whileſt they were in communication, and other paſtimes, all their 
liveries were ſerved to their chambers; every chamber had 


a baſon and an ewer of ſilver, a great liverey pot of ſilver, and 


ſome guilt; yea, and ſome chambers had two liverey pots, with 
wine and beere, a boule, a goblet, and a pot of ſylver to drink 
in, both for their wine and beere ; a filver candleſticke both white 
and plaine, having in it two fizes, and a ſtaffe torche of waxe, a 
fine manchet, and a cheat loaf, Thus was every chamber fur- 
niſhed through the houſe; and yet the cupboords in the two ban- 
queting chambers were not touched. Thus when it was more 
than time convenient, they were conveyed to their lodgings, where 
they reſted that night. In the morning, after they had heard 
maſs, they dined with the Cardinall, and ſo departed to Windſor.”

On the 14th of January 1603-4, began the celebrated conference be- 
tween the Preſbyterians and the members of the eſtabliſhed Church, 
held before King James as moderator, in a withdrawing-room within 
the privy chamber at Hampton Court, on the ſubje& of conformity. 
The Divines who appeared on the part of the preſbyterians, were 
Dr. Reynolds and Dr. Sparks; Mr. Knewſtubs and Mr. Chaderton: 
on the part of the eſtabliſhed Church, Archbiſhop Whitgift, Biſhops 
Bancroft, Matthew, Bilſon, Babington, Rudd, Watſon, Robinſon, 
and Dove ; Drs. Andrews, Overall, Barlow, Bridges, Field, King, 
&c. All the Lords of the Council were preſent, and ſpoke occa- 
ſionally on the ſubje& of the conference, which laſted three days. 
In conſequence of this conference a new tranſlation of the Bible was 
ordered, and ſome alterations made in the Liturgy *. 

King Charles I. retired to Hampron Court on account of the 
plague in 1625, when a proclamation was publiſhed prohibiting all 
communication between London, Southwark or Lambeth, and this 
place“. On the 11th of July that year, Paul Rozencrantz, Am- 
baſſador from Denmark, had his audience at Hampton Court 
The Marquis of Bleinville, Ambaſſador from France, about the ſame 
time, being very deſirous of reſiding during his attendance on the 
Court in this palace, his petition, ſupported by the earneſt requeſt 
of the Queen, was at length, with much reluQance, granted ; for 
it was contrary to uſage for an Ambaſſador to be lodged in any of 
the Royal Palaces.

It has already been mentioned, that the Honour and Palace of 
Hampton Court were fold in 1651 to John Phelps and others, cre- 
ditors of the ſtate ; but previouſly to 1657, it came into the poſſeſ- 
ſion of Cromwell, who made the palace one of his principal reſi- Reſidence of 
dences. On the 18th of November in that year, his daughter Eliza- Comwell. 
beth's marriage with Thomas Lord Falconberg was publicly ſolem- 
nized there. His favourite child, Mrs. Claypoole, died there on

This palace was occaſionally inhabited by Charles II. and James Refigence of 
II.: King William, who was very partial to the ſituation, and re- .

contains the ſtate apartments. Queen Anne (being the Princeſs of 
Denmark) was brought to bed of the Duke of Glouceſter at Hamp- 
ton Court, July 24, 1689. She reſided there occaſionally after her 
acceſſion to the Throne, as did her two ſucceſſors George I. and 
George II. but the palace has never been inhabited by his preſent 
Majeſty. His Serene Highneſs the Prince of Orange having quitted 
his own dominions, in the month of January 1795, in conſequence 
of the revolution which then took place in Holland, found an aſylum 
in this palace, where he till reſides with his family. 


Hampton Court Palace, in its preſent ſtate, conſiſts of three prin- 
cipal quadrangles. The annexed ground-plan will give ſome idea of 
its extent, in which, as well as in magnificence, it exceeds any of 
the Royal Palaces. The weſtern quadrangle, or entrance court, is 167 
feet 2 inches from north to ſouth, and 141 feet 7 inches from eaſt to 
weſt, It is divided into ſeveral ſuites of apartments, which are 
occupied by private families, having grants for life from the Crown. 


The middle quadrangle meaſures 133 feet 6 inches from north to 
ſouth, and 91 feet 10 inches from eaſt ro weſt : it is called the Clock 
Court, from a curious aſtronomical clock which is placed over 
the gateway on the eaft ſide. On the ſouth ſide is a colonnade ſup- 
ported by pillars of the Ionic order, deſigned by Sir Chriſtopher 
Wren. This, and the weſt fide of the quadrangle, are occupied by 
private families; the eaſt ſide by the Prince of Orange and his ſuite. 
On the north fide is the great hall. As this room does not appear to 
be deſcribed in Cavendiſh's account of Cardinal Wolſey's reception 
of the French Ambaſſadors, it is moſt probable that it was part of 
King Henry's building. It certainly was not finiſhed till 1536 or 
1537, as appears from the initials of the King and Jane Seymour, 
joined by a truelover's knot, amongſt the decorations. This room is 
106 feet in length, and 40 in breadth. The rich gothic roof, which 
is ſeen in the annexed plate, is ornamented with the arms and cog- 
nizances of Henry the Eighth.

This hall was fitted up as a theatre by George the Firſt in 1718, 
It was intended that plays ſhould have been ated there twice a-week 
during the ſummer ſeaſon, by the King's company of comedians, 
who were commanded to attend for that purpoſe, but the theatre 
was not ready till nearly the end of September, and only ſeven plays 
were performed in it that ſeaſon. It was opened on the 23d of 
September, with the tragedy of Hamlet. On the firſt of October, 
« Henry VIII. or the fall of Wolſey,” was repreſented on the very 
ſpot which had been the ſcene of the Cardinal's greateſt ſplendor. 
The other plays were, Sir Courtly Nice, on the 6th of October ; the 
Conſtant Couple, on the gth ; Love for Money, on the 13th; Vol- 
pone, or the Fox, on the 16th; Rule a Wife and Have a Wife, on 
the 23d. The King paid the charges of the houſe, and the tra- 
velling expences of the actors, amounting in the whole to 5ol. 
a-night ; beſides which, he made a preſent of 200 l. to the managers 
for their trouble“. The theatre was never uſed afterwards, except for 
one play, performed on the 16th of October 1731, for the entertain- 
ment of the Duke of Lorraine, afterwards Emperor of Germany. It 
continued nevertheleſs to block up and deform this fine room till the 
year 1798, when James Wyatt, Eſq. Surveyor General of the Board of 
Works, obtained his Majeſty's permiſſion to remove it, with an in- 
tention of reſtoring the hall to its original form and beauty ; for 
which purpoſe the workmen are now (Feb. 1800) employed in re- 
newing ſuch of the ornaments as have been decayed. 

Adjoining to the hall, at the eaſt end, is a large room now called 
the Board of Green Cloth room: its dimenſions are 61 feet 10 inches

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The ceiling is decorated with pendent ornaments, between which 
are the cognizances of the roſe and portcullis, which occur alſo in 
ſtained glaſs in the window. The walls are hung with ancient 
tapeſtry, repreſenting the Trojan war, the ſtory of Hercules, and 
other hiſtorical and allegorical ſubjects. Over the chimney- piece are 
the arms of Cardinal Wolſey, and of the See of Vork“, in tapeſtry, 
but they furniſh us with no evidence that this room was part of his 
building, fince they appear to have been removed from ſome other 
place ; the hiſtorical tapeſtry has been cut away to receive them, and 
the chimney-piece is not of ſo early an age. 

The eaſtern quadrangle, or Fountain Court, was built by Sir 
Chriſtopher Wren for King William, in 1690. Its dimenſions are 
110 feet 7 inches by 117 feet 3 inches. On the ſouth fide of this 
quadrangle is the King's ſtair-caſe, painted by Verrio, leading up 
to the ſtate apartments. The guard-chamber is 60 feet by 37 feet 
3 inches, and 30 feet in height. This fide of the quadrangle con- 
tains a double ſuite of apartments. Towards the ſouth are the

King's drawing-room ; the ſtate bed-chamber, and ſome ſmall cloſets;

Hampton Court palace is ſupplied with water by a conduit from 
Combe, nearKingſton, and by a canal brought from the Iſleworth river 
near Longford. Both theſe works are faid to have been undertaken and 


finiſhed by Cardinal Wolſey. The conduit from Combe conveys water“, 


which is much eſteemed for its purity, to a ciſtern in the palace, It 
paſſes under the Hogſmill river, near Kingſton, and under the Thames a 
little to the eaſt of the palace.

The pleaſure-gardens, which contain, about 44 acres, were * 
out in King William's reign by London and Wiſe, in the faſhion 
then prevalent, which they ſtill retain. At the entrance of the great 
walk in the front of the palace, are two marble vaſes ornamented with 
bas-reliefs. There is an engraved print of one of them by Vardy. 

The kitchen gardens contain 12 acres. In a grape-houſe, on 
the ſouth ſide of the palace (70 feet by 14), is a vine of the black 
Hamburgh kind, which occupies the whole houſe, and is much 
celebrated for its ſize and produce. It was planted in the year 
1769. The ſtem is about thirteen inches in girth, the principal 
branch having been trained back at the extremity of the houſe, is 
I 14 feet in length. This vine has been known to produce in one 
year 2200 bunches of grapes “, weighing on an average one 
pound each, 

Norden mentions only two parks at Hampton Court ; the deer 
park near the Thames, and the hare park, both of which he 
deſcribes as environed with walls of brick *?. The ſurvey of 1653 ** 
mentions Buſhy old park, which was 183 acres; the new park 
167 acres 3 roods 16 perches ; the middle, or north park, 370 acres 

1 perch; the hare warren 380 acres; and Hampton Court 
courſe 144 acres. If that which is now called Hampton Court park 
then exiſted, as it is moſt probable it did, I ſuppoſe it to have been 
that which is there deſcribed by the name of Hampton Court courſe. 
This park, which extends from Hampton Court to Hampton-wick,

It appears that an attempt to obſtruct 
the road through this park had been made once before in Oliver 
Cromwell's time. In 1662 the jury preſented that the highway for 
horſe and foot, leading from the wick to Hampton Court through 
the hare-warren, was ſtopped up by pales lately erected by Oliver 
Cromwell, and continued then ſtopped up. They preſented alſo, 
that by turning the courſe of the new river water into the ponds 
lately digged by Oliver Cromwell in the hare-warren, and by the 
overflowing of the ſame water, the common highway leading from

Court park excepted) has generally been held by the ſame perſons, 
who have been Chief Stewards of the Honour, &c. and with the 
cuſtody of the parks has been held two other offices, called paler of the 
parks, and mower of the brakes ** (i. e. the fern). In the year 1627 
Sir Richard Graham and Richard Kerry had a grant of the cuſtody of 
the hare-warren only. In 1628 Sir John Hippeſley had a grant of 
the cuſtody of Buſhy Park; and in the ſame year Sir Richard 
Graham was made keeper of the middle park. In 1641 the offices 
of keeper, &c. of the middle park, and of the hare-warren, were 
granted to Thomas Jermyn and Henry Seymour, for the life of 
Rebecca Jermyn ; in 1660 Silias Titus was made keeper of Buſhy 


Park“; and in 1667 Edward Progers, Eſq. keeper of the middle 


park and the hare-warren . Except in theſe inſtances the cuſtody 
of all the parks appears to have been held by the ſame perſons, who 
have been keepers of the chaſe and chief ſtewards of the manor. 


It is probable that moſt, if not of all of thoſe diſtinguiſhed characters, 


have made the Lodge in Buſhy Park at leaſt their occaſional re- 


ſidence. It is certain that there was a lodge there ſo early as 1628,

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preſent lodge appears to have been built by the firſt Earl of Halifax, 
purſuant to the terms of his patent; which, after ſtating that the 
old lodge had gone to decay, and had not then (1708) been inha- 
bited for twenty years, grants him the reverſion of the Rangerſhip, 
and other offices, after the deaths of the Ducheſs of Cleveland and 
the Duke of Northumberland, whoſe life-intereſt he had before pur- 
chaſed, and after that of Edward Progers, who had the cuſtody of 
the middle park and hare-warren . The late Earl of Guildford 
reſided at Buſhy Lodge in the ſummer ſeaſon, during the greater 
part of the time that he was Prime Miniſter. I have already 
mentioned that the offices before enumerated were all granted to 
his Lady, who having ſurvived him a few years, died at Buſhy 
Park in January 1797. Buſhy Lodge is now the reſidence of his 
Royal Highneſs the Duke of Clarence, Ranger of the parks, 
Chief Steward of the Honour, Lieutenant and Keeper of the chaſe, 
&c. &c. | 


In the ſurvey of 1653 mention is made of a piece of paſture- 
ground near the river, called the Toying Place, the ſite, probably, of 
a well known inn near the bridge, now called the Toy. 

In the year 1750 an act of parliament paſſed, enabling James 
Clarke, Eſq. then leſſee of the ferry under the Crown, to build a 
bridge acroſs the Thames at Hampton Court, and to take tolls of 
horſes, carriages, and foot paſſengers. It was opened on the 13th 
of December 1753. It is a light wooden ſtructure, conſiſting of 
eleven arches. The property is now veſted in Lord Brownlow. 
In the year 1708 a leaſe of a houſe on Hampton Court green, for 
50 years, at the annual rent of 1ol. was granted to Sir Chriſto- 
pher Wren. The leaſe was renewed to Chriſtopher Wren, 
Eſq. in 1737, for 28 years and a half from 1758; in 1760

In the month of January 1754 the celebrated David Garrick 
became tenant of a houſe at Hampton, which, in the month of July 
following, he purchaſed of his landlord *, Lacey Primatt, Eſq. (now 
of Hillingdon, in Middleſex). Among many other alterations and 
improvements, he built a new front to the houſe after a deſign by 
Adam, and having made ſeveral ſmall purchaſes to extend his pre- 
miſes, the gardens were laid out with much taſte, under his own 
direction. Near the Thames he ereQed a temple in honour of 
Shakeſpear, in which he placed his ſtatue, by Roubiliac. Hogarth's 
Four Periods of Election, of which Mr. Garrick was the original 
purchaſer, are {till at this villa, which is now the property and re- 
ſidence of his widow. 

The pariſh-church, which ſtands near the water ſide, in the town, is 
dedicated to the Virgin Mary: it is a brick ſtructure, conſiſting of a 
chancel, nave, and two aifles. At the weſt end is a plain ſquare tower. 

On the eaſt wall of the chancel are monuments in memory of 
Richard Bynns, Eſq. *', ſon of John Bynns, prebendary of Cloyne, 
who ſerved as a volunteer in the-Royal army during the civil war; 
and at the reſtoration had the commiſſion of Lieutenant-Colonel in 
the horſe-guards: he married firſt, Margaret, daughter and heir of 
Richard Leek, M. D. afterwards, Efſex, daughter of Arthur Ingram, 
Eſq. of Knottingley, in the county of York ; ob.

The church of Hampton was appropriated to the Abbey of St. 
Waleric, in Picardy, the Abbot of which houſe, about the latter 
end of the fourteenth century, obtaived the King's licence to alien it 
to the warden and ſcholars of Wincheſter college”. In the year 
1544, King Henry VIII. procured this reQory, with the advowſon of 
the vicarage, by an exchange. In 1546 the rectory was leaſed to 
Richard Bennet; and in 1562 to Edmund Pigeon, and Joan his wife, 
at the rent of 51. per annum. King James in 1607 granted it in fee 
(with the advowſon of the vicarage) to Michael Cole and John 
Rowden“, by whom it was conveyed to Edmund Pigeon, the leſſee 
(grandſon of Edmund above-mentioned). Elizabeth and Frances, 
ſiſters and co-heirs of Edmund Pigeon the younger, having married 
Nightingale Kyme, Eſq. and Samuel Dorman merchant, held this 
rectory in moieties. The whole became eventually veſted in the 
Dormans, and was again divided between the two co-heirs of 
Samuel and Frances Dorman, one of whom, Frances the wife 
of Francis Clarke, ſold her moiety in 1675 to John Jones, Eſq. 
who in 1684 purchaſed the other moiety of Mrs. Mary Dorman, 
ſpinſter. Mr. Jones, by his will, bearing date 1692, bequeathed 
the glebe and rectorial tithes to charitable uſes for the benefit of this 
pariſh **, as will be more particularly ſtated in the account of bene- 
factions. The advowſon of the vicarage which was reſerved, came

In the ancient taxations this rectory was rated at 20 marks TV, 
1650 it was valued at 451. per annum. It is now about 1501. 

The vicarage, which is in the dioceſe of London, and in the 
Archdeaconry of Middleſex, in the King's books is rated at 101. 
In 1650 it was valued at 651. per annum, including the penſions 
then payable, and 18 acres of glebe ** 

There was anciently a ſtipend of 361. 18. 8 d. ariſing from cer- 
tain rent-charges on houſes in London, payable to the vicar of 
Hampton *. King Henry VIII. granted a penſion of 21. 15 8. to the 
vicar, in lieu of certain tithes due from the manor of Hampton 
Court“ . King James in 1620 granted to William Maynſton, vicar 
of Hampton, and his ſucceſſors, a penſion of 261. 138. 4d. (40 
marks), in lieu of the tithes of ſome lands then incloſed in the park, 
and for 14 acres and one rood of glebe-land, with ſome cottages 
then alſo incloſed ”., Newcourt mentions another a penſion of 101. 
per annum due to the vicar out of Kennington (now Kempton park), 
for the tithes of incloſed lands, but the vicar receives now only 
21. 28. per annum. The preſent vicarage-houſe was built at the 
expence of Mrs. Suſanna Thomas, who died in 17310 

Samuel Croxall inſtituted to this vicarage in 1714, became after- 
wards Chancellor and canon reſidentiary of Hereford,. and Arch- 
deacon of Salop. He diſtinguiſhed himſelf during the reign of 
Queen Anne as a writer in the Whig intereſt ; he was author alſo

In 1548 there were 2 30 houſlyng people in this pariſh ®, the preſent 
number of houſes is about 350, of which about 190 are in Hampton 
town, about 120 at the Wick, and about 40, excluſive of the palace, 
at Hampton Court. The number of inhabitants may be calculated 
at about 1950, excluſive of thoſe who are reſident in the palace. 


In 1603 there were 121 perſons buried in this pariſh, 99 of Plague 
whom are ſaid to have died of the plague. In 1625 the pariſh wag 
ſo free from this fatal diſtemper, that the King removed hither as 
to a place of ſecurity, and a proclamation was iflued to prevent any 


intercourſe between London and Hampton Court. It appears never-

By the teſtimony of Biſhop Burnet, his preceptor, he had given at 
that early age a promiſe of more than ordinary abilities Memoirs 
of his early years (from his birth to 1697) were publiſhed in 1789 
by Dr. Hayes, the late Profeſſor of Muſic in the Univerſity of 
Oxford, from a MS. of Jenkin Lewis, one of his Highneſs's 
attendants. It is little more than a detail of the amuſements and 
purſuits of his childhood, which were principally of the mili- 
tary caſt, 
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« Sir Algernon May, Kant, buried July 28, 1704.” 

«* Auguſtus, ſon of the Right Hon. Charles and Dorothy Viſcount 
and Viſcounteſs Townſhend, baptized Od. 24, 1716.” He became a 
captain in the ſervice of the Eaſt India Company, and died in 1746.

to have him ſworn one of the Grooms of the Bedchamber to his

« and Lady Carlow, baptized Oct. 6, 1783.” About this time the

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« John Beard, Eſq. buried in the vault Feb. 12, 1791.” This John Beard. 


celebrated actor was bred up at the King's chapel, and was after- 
wards one of the fingers at the Duke of Chandos's chapel at Canons, 
where he took a part in Handel's Oratorio of Heſter. His firſt ap- 
pearance on the ſtage was Aug. 30, 1737, in the character of Sir 
John Loverule, at Drury Lane. In 1739 he married Lady Hen- 
rietta Herbert, daughter of James Earl of Waldegrave, and widow 
of Lord Edward Herbert. Upon this event he quitted the ſtage. 
After a few years he returned to it again, and continued to be a 
great favourite with the public both as an actor and a vocal per- 
former till 1768, when he finally retired from the theatre. Lady 
Henrietta Beard died in 1753; and in 1759 Mr. Beard married a 
daughter of John Rich, Eſq. the patentee of Covent Garden. On this 
occaſion he removed a ſecond time to that theatre, where he had 


ated from 1744 to 1748; and on the death of his father-in-law in

dered to the truſtees by Mr. Jones's executors in 1696. The 


next year his executors very liberally conveyed to the truſtees a 
fourth part of Nando's coffee-houſe, in Fleet-Street, for the main- 
tenance of an able ſchool-maſter to teach the Latin tongue; and, 
by their deed of that date, they direct that he ſhall be © reſident 
“and living in a convenient ſchool, or houſe in the town of Hamp- 
ton ; that he ſhall freely, without any other reward, perſonally, and 
not by deputy or ſubſtitute, or other in his ſtead or place, (unleſs 
4 in caſe of ſickneſs, or other unavoidable diſability or neceſlity,) 
« teach and inſtru all poor children living in Hampton, Latin, 
„ Engliſh, and their catechiſm ; and that if he ſhall neglect ſo to

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ANWORTH, or as it is called in the ſurvey of Domeſday, 
Hanworde, is derived from the Saxon words haen and worth, 
ſignifying a ſmall village. | 

Hanworth lies in the hundred of Spelthorne, about three miles 
from Hounſlow, on the borders of the heath, and nearly thirteen 
from London. The pariſh is bounded by Hampton and Sun- 
bury on the ſouth ; by Teddington and Iſleworth on the eaſt and 
ſouth-eaſt; and by Feltham on the north and weſt. I have not been 
able to aſcertain the quantity of land which it contains. The ſoil is 
for the moſt part a light loam intermixed with gravel. 

This pariſh pays the ſum of 1221. 108. 11d. to the . 
which is at the rate of about 28. in the pound. 

The manor of Hanworth is thus deſcribed in the ſurvey of Domeſ- 
day : © Robert holds the manor, which is taxed at five hides under Earl 
Roger (Roger de Montgomery, Earl of Arundel). The land is three 
© carucates. Four ploughs are kept in employ on the demeſnes, and 
« the villans' lands. One villan holds a hide, five others have each 
« a virgate, and there are two cottars. The meadow-land is equal 
to one carucate, and there is paſture for the cattle of the manor. 
The total annual value is 40 8.; in the reign of King Edward the 
* Confeſſor, it was 60s. It was then the property of Ulf, a 
« domeſtic ſervant of the King.“ In the year 1294 this manor 
was granted by Chriſtina, daughter of Alexander de Hamden, to 
Henry Dayrell and Alice his wife; which Henry died ſeiſed of it 

in 
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in 1304. The total value was then 728. 4d.: the manor-houſe was 
valued at 48. ; 80 acres of arable belonging to the demeſne at 
4d. an acre; 10 acres of meadow at 1 s. : there were fix freeholders, 
who paid quit-rents, amounting to 16s., and 8 villans, whoſe rents 
amounted to 248. ; there was a water-mill valued at 10s. Two- 
thirds of the manor were then held under the honour of Walling- 
ford, the remaining third under the Abbot and Convent of Weſtmin- 


ſter, by a rent of 308%. It appears by the charter of Edward the 
Confeflor, that four hides in Hanworth were confirmed to Weſt- 


minſter Abbey by that monarch ', but no mention is made of their 
property in this pariſh in the ſurvey of Domeſday. The manor of 
Hanworth continued in the Dayrell family till the year 1377, when 
Robert Dayrell conveyed it to Alan Ayette and John Chamber- 
leyne *.. Ayette conveyed to Chamberleyne in 13787, and Cham- 
berleyne the ſame year to Thomas Godlak*, under whom Sir 
Nicholas Brembre was tenant at will. Godlak continued in poſleſ- 
ſion in 1389", After this no certain information is to be obtained 
reſpecting this manor for nearly a century; but as Thomas Roth- 
well preſented to the church in 1451 and 1461 ; Sir John Croſby in 
1471, and John Croſby, Gent. in 1498, as of their own right“; it 
is to be preſumed (the manor and advowſon having always, as far as 
we know by record, paſſed through the ſame hands) that the families 
of Rothwell and Croſby were proprietors of both during a conſider- 
able part of the fifteenth century. How, or at what time the manor 
of Hanworth came to the Crown does not appear, but it is certain 
that King Henry VIII, preſented to the rectory as early as 1519 *.

Towards 
the end of his reign it was ſettled in dower upon Queen Katherine Parr, 
who frequently reſided there after the King's death with her ſecond 
huſband, Sir Thomas Seymour, (the Lord Admiral,) and the Prin- 
ceſs Elizabeth, whoſe education was entruſted to her care.

intending, if he could get the Queen Dowager out of the way, to 
marry her, and ſeat himſelf upon the Throne. The examinations of 
Katherine Aſhlye and others, relating to theſe tranſaQtions, are 
printed in the Burleigh papers. It appears by Mrs. Aſhlye's teſti- 


mony, that whatever were the Lord Admiral's intentions the Queen 
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Dowager was entirely free from any ſuſpicion of the kind ; for her 
Majeſty appears to have been a principal party in the familiarities 
which ſhe deſcribes. © At Hanworth,” ſays ſhe, © he would likewiſe 
come in the morning unto her grace; but as ſhe remembereth at all 
« tymes ſhe was up before, ſavyng two mornyngs, the which two 
„ mornyngs the Quene came with hym, and this examinate lay

Being endowed with 
a brilliant wit, and a great portion of ſocial and convivial talents, he 
ſoon became a favourite with the young monarch, and continued 
after the reſtoration to enjoy ſo great a ſhare of his confidence that 
he was frequently permitted to have acceſs to him when he was 
denied to the firſt peers of the realm, and he could venture without 
offence to ſpeak in his jeſting way bold truths to his majeſty, on 
his neglect of ſtate affairs, which no other of his courtiers would 
dare to hint at.

republic on account of the profligacy of his character. Whilſt at 
Venice he wrote ſeveral plays, to which Sir John Denham alludes 
in the following lines:

Killegrew's plays, eleven in number, were printed in one volume 
in folio in 1664. He died at Whitehall on the 19th of March 1684.

the north-weſt angle of the county of Middleſex, being bounded on Boundaries. 
the north by Rickmanſworth in Hertfordſhire ; on the weſt by the 
river Colne, which ſeparates it from Denham in Buckinghamſhire ; 
on the ſouth by Hillingdon, and on the eaſt by Ickenham and Riſlip. 

The village is pleaſantly ſituated on riſing ground, three miles from 
Uxbridge, and eighteen from London. 

The pariſh of Harefield contains about 4700 acres of land, of 
which about 2000 are arable, about 2000 meadow and paſture, about 
200 wood, and above 500 common and waſte ', By a ſurvey taken 
in 1592 Harefield moor and Cowmoor were found to contain 355 Harefield 
acres, a part of which having been allotted by agreement to Sir — 7 2 
Edmund Anderſon, then lord of the manor, was incloſed. The 
Grand Junction Canal paſſes through theſe moors from north to 
ſouth. ;

The pariſh abounds with 
fine ſprings, particularly one called Gulch well, iſſuing from a vein 
of chalk. It is ſaid that ſeveral attempts were formerly made to 
bring this water to London and Weſtminſter *, 
In the year 1737 Mr. Blackſtone publiſhed an account of in- 
digenous plants growing in and near this pariſh, under the 
title of Faſciculus plantarum circa Harefield naſcentium. Among 
the more rare are Dentaria bulbifera, which is ſtill found in 
abundance, where Mr. Blackſtone deſcribes it in Old-park wood ; 
Lathrea ſquamaria, Aquilegia vulgaris, Cardamine amara, Lathyrus 
Nifſolia, Sambucus ebulus, Inula helenium, Bupleurum rotundifolium, 
Fritillaria meleagris, Orchis militaris, Ophrys muſcifera, Ophrys api- 
fera, Saxifraga granulata, Parnaſſia paluſtris, Mentha pulegium, Dro- 
ſera rotundifolia, Acorus Calamus, Campanula hybrida and Utricularia 
Minor. Extraneous foſſils are found in a chalk pit near the mills. 
Theſe mills *, which are ſituated to the north-weſt of Mr. Cooke's 
park, were purchaſed of Sir Roger Newdigate, by the late George 
Cooke, Eſq. and are now the property of his ſon ; they were for- 
merly uſed for the manufacture of paper, but are at preſent occu- 
pied as copper-mills by the incerporated W of the mines 
royal.

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five villans, who hold a virgate each; ſeven bordars, who have five 
acres each, and one bordar, who has three acres : there are three 
cottars, and three ſlaves, two mills yielding 15s. rent, four 
fiſheries yielding 1000 eels, meadow equal to one carucate, paſture 
for the cattle of the manor, and pannage for 1200 hogs. The 
total annual value is 121. ; it was only 81. when entered upon by 
the preſent owner; in King Edward (the Confeſſor's) time, (be- 
ing then the property of the Counteſs Goda,) it was 141.” —Richard, 


ſon of Gilbert Earl of Briou, was ſometimes called Richard Fitz-Gil- 
bert, ſometimes Richard de Tonbridge, and ſometimes Richard de 
Clare; from him it ſeems to have deſcended to Alice, daughter of 
Geoffrey, and grand-daughter of Baldwin de Clare“. 

By a quo warranto, bearing date 1284, it appears, that Roger de 
Bacheworth was then lord of the manor of Harefield, and that he and 
his anceſtors, had enjoyed it, with all its rights and privileges, 
from time immemorial, paying a ſmall quit-rent to the Ho- 


nour of Clare“. 


From a cartulary, or ancient regiſter of 
evidences, relating to the eſtates of the New- 
digate family, compiled by John Newdigate, 
Eſq. Serjeant at Law in the reign of Henry 
VIII. and now in the poſſeſſion of Sir Roger 
Newdigate, Bart, to whom I have been in- 
. debted for the moſt liberal communication 
of many particulars relating to this pariſh. 
The deeds of Alice de Clare are of uncer- 
tain date, but they appear as ancient 
as the 12th century; and we muſt ſuppoſe 
them to have been executed not later than 
the middle of that century, to render Alice 
de Clare's poſſeſſion of the manor of Hare- 
field conſiſtent with the long poſſeſſion of the 
Bacheworths and their anceſtors, as ſtated in 
the quo warrants mentioned in the text. Alice 
de Clare, as appears by the deeds above 
mentioned, was twice married. Her firſt 
huſband was Hugh de Claghull, her ſecond, 
Remfridus : it does not appear that ſhe had 
any iſſue.

mother, (who was heir of William De Burgh, 
ſon and heir of John De Burgh, by one of 
the co-heirs of Gilbert De Clare, laſt Earl 
of Glouceſter,) in a deed (Sir Roger Newdi- 
gate's Cartulary, f. 21.) by which he ob- 
tained exemption from toll, pontage, &c. 
all over the kingdom for the tenants of the 
manor of Harefield, ſtiles himſelf lord of 
the manor; but the full poſſeſſion of the 
manor, with all its right and privileges, 
was then veſted in the Swanlands, they pay- 
ing to him as lord paramount, by reaſon of 
his poſſeſſing the Honour of Clare, a quit- 
rent of 18s. 8d. and an additional payment 
of 3s. 4d. for being releaſed from ſuit at the 
court of the Honour. This quit-rent was 
paid to the Crown (in which the Honour of 
Clare, as parcel of the Duchy of Lancaſter, 
has been long veſted,) till 1790, when, by 
virtue of an act of parliament paſſed in the 
26th of his preſent Majeſty, Sir Roger 
Newdigate obtained a releaſe and disfran- 
chiſement under the great ſeal of the duchy. 
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granted this manor to Simon de Swanland ', who married the 
elder daughter and co-heir of his brother Roger. This Sir Richard 
afterwards took upon him the habit of the Knights Hoſpitallers, 
and his wife Margaret, who had dower aſſigned her in Harefield, 
took the veil *, William, ſon of Sir Simon de Swanland, had three 
ſons, two of whom died in their infancy, and the third left no iſſue. 
Joanna, the only daughter, married John Newdegate *, who was 
afterwards knighted, and ſerved in the wars in France under Edward 
III. In the year 1585 John Newdegate, Eſq. the eighth in lineal 
deſcent from Sir John, who married Joanna Swanland **, exchanged 
the manor of Harefield with Sir Edmund Anderſon, Lord Chief 
Juſtice of the Common Pleas, for the manor of Arbury in Warwick- 
ſhire *', which has ever ſince been the principal ſeat of the family. Sir 
Edmund Anderſon in 1601, fold Harefield to Sir Thomas Egerton, 
Lord Keeper of the Great Seal; his wife, Alice Counteſs Dowager 
of Derby, and Lady Anne, Lady Frances, and Lady Elizabeth 
Stanley, her daughters.

1655, having bequeathed it by will to his wife Jane. In the month 
of October following, Lady Chandos married Sir William Sedley, 
Bart. Sir William died in 1656; and in 1657 his widow took a 
third huſband, George Pitt, Eſq. of Stratfieldſay in the county of 
Southampton. Having veſted all her eſtates, by a deed bearing 
date 1673, in Mr. Pitt and his heirs, he, in conjunction with his 
truſtees, in the month of February 1675, (his Lady being till liv- 
ing,) conveyed by . bargain: and ſale the manors of Harefield and 
Morehall to Sir Richard Newdigate, Bart. Serjeant at Law, younger 
ſon of Sir John Newdegate, and grandſon of John Newdegate, Eſq. 
who had exchanged them with Sir Edmund Anderſon. Having been 
thus reſtored to the Newdigate family, they have continued in it ever 
ſince, and are now the property of Sir Roger Newdigate, Bart. who 
is the thirteenth in deſcent from Sir John Newdegate firſt mentioned. 
It is remarkable that this manor - (with the exception of a tem- 
porary alienation,) has deſcended by intermarriages, and a regular 
ſucceſſion, (in the families of Bacheworth, Swanland, and Newde- 
gate,) from the year 1284, when, by the verdi& of a jury“, it 
appeared that Roger de Bacheworth and his anceſtors had then held 
it from time immemorial. It is the only inſtance in which I have 
traced ſuch remote poſſeſſion in the county of Middleſex. 

Harefield place, ſituated near the church, was the ancient man- 
ſon-houſe of the lords of the manor, and for many years a ſeat of 
the Newdegate family. After the alienation before mentioned, it 
became the ſucceſſive reſidence: of Lord Chief Juſtice Anderſon; and 
the Lord Keeper Egerton. The Counteſs Dowager of Derby, wife 
of the Lord Keeper, (and with him joint purchaſer of the manor, )

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continued to reſide here during her ſecond widowhood. Here ſhe 
was honoured with a viſit from Queen Elizabeth **, whom ſhe re- 
ceived with all the pomp and pageantry of thoſe days. Sir Roger 
Newdigate was once poſſeſſed of an account in MS. of this viſit, 
with a collection of the complimentary ſpeeches with which, as 
was cuſtomary upon thoſe occaſions, ſhe was addreſſed. The MS. is 
unfortunately loſt ; but Sir Roger Newdigate recollects, that ſhe was 
firſt welcomed at a farm-houſe, now called Dew's farm, by ſeveral 
allegorical perſons, who attended her to a long avenue of elms leading 


to the houſe, which obtained from this circumſtance the name of the 


Queen's walk. Four trees of this avenue ſtill remain, and the greater 
part were ſtanding not many years ago. It was at Harefield-place 
alſo that Milton's Arcades was performed by the Counteſs of Derby's 
grandchildren **. That great poet, during the time that he lived at 
Horton with his father, (viz. from 1632 to 1637,) was, it is pro- 
bable, a frequent viſitor at Harefield. After the death of the 
Counteſs of Derby, Harefield-place was inhabited by George Lord 
Chandos, her grandſon. This Nobleman during the civil war at- 
tached himſelf to the Royal cauſe, and behaved with great gallantry 


at the battle of Newbury, having three horſes ſhot under him. 
When the Republican party had eſtabliſhed themſelves in power, he 


was obliged to pay a heavy compoſition for his eſtates. He then re- 
tired to Harefield, where he ſpent the remainder of his days in great 
privacy. Dr. John Conant, a celebrated preacher and divine, re- 
fided with him as his domeſtic chaplain ; and during his reſidence 
there, preached a voluntary lecture on a week-day to a numerous 
congregation at Uxbridge '*®. Harefield- place was burnt down about 
the year 1660. Tradition ſays, that the fire was occaſioned by the

may be traced at a little diſtance above the ſite of the preſent houſe, 
which was formed by uniting the two lodges with an intermediate 
building. This was done by Sir Richard Newdigate, the ſecond 
Baronet, whoſe widow reſided in it ſeveral years, it being her jointure- 
houſe. It was for ſome years alſo the reſidence of Sir Roger Newdi- 
gate, the preſent Baronet, who in 1743 was unanimouſly choſen 
Knight of the Shire for Middleſex. In 1760, having fixed his reſi- 
dence in Warwickſhire, he ſold Harefield-place (retaining the manor 
and his other eſtates in this pariſh) to John Trueſdale, Eſq. In 
1780 it was purchaſed of Mr. Trueſdale's executors by the late 
William Baynes, Eſq. ** whoſe ſon, Chriſtopher Baynes, Eſq. is the 
preſent proprietor and occupier, 

Evelyn, in his Sylva, mentions a ſilver fir, which, having been planted 
at Harefield-place in 1603, (at two years' growth,) had, in 1679, at- 
tained the height of eighty-one feet, and meaſured thirteen feet girth. 

The manor of Moor Hall, or More Hall, was given by a deed 
without date to the Priory of Knights Hoſpitallers at Harefield, by 
Alice, daughter of Baldwin de Clare“. We have no evidence by 
whom or at what time this Priory was founded: it was no doubt 
a cell to the Priory of St. John Clerkenwell '. Its fite is now a

and exhibits that kind of architeQure which was in uſe in the 12th 
century. The order of Knights Hoſpitallers having been aboliſhed, 
this manor was granted by Henry VIII. in the 34th year of his 
reign, to Robert Tyrwhit, Eſq. ** who the ſame Year conveyed it to 
John Newdegate, Eſq. and John his ſon “. It has ſince paſſed with 
the manor of Harefield. ; 

In the year 1349 Sir Thomas de Samford, or as he 1s called in 
ſome deeds, Saunford, held a meſſuage and lands in Harefield 
under the Swanlands. This eſtate became ſoon afterwards the pro- 
perty of the Swanlands, by the intermarriage of Sir Simon de Swan- 
land with Joan, daughter and co-heir of Sir Thomas de Samford. In 
1356 William de Swanland granted a leaſe of this eſtate to Thomas 
de Brakenburgh, from whoſe occupancy of it, it acquired the name 
of Brakynburgh or Brakenburyes, and in ſome records is called erro- 
neouſly the manor of Brakynburgh. It paſſed with the manor of 
Harefield from the Swanlands to the family of Newdegate, and has 
ever ſince been in their uninterrupted poſſeſſion, not having been 
included in the deed of exchange between Sir Edmund Anderſon 
and John Newdegate. It is now a farm houſe. The ſouth aiſle of 
Harefield church, which 1s the ancient burial place of the Newdegate 
family, is called the Brakenburye Chapel. A MS. account of the 
monuments in Harefield church“, taken by George King, Lancaſter 
Herald, mentions the arms of Brakenburgh (three chevrons in- 
terlaced) as being at the weſt end of this chapel near the roof, —If 
they are now to be ſeen, they eſcaped my obſervation“.

Breakſpears, an ancient manſion in this pariſh, is ſaid by Camden Breakſpears. 
to have taken its name from a family from whom Pope Adrian 
was deſcended **., I find that in the year 1371 William Swanland 
granted a leaſe of 60 years to William Brekſpere, of a houſe and 
lands in Harefield, which had been held by John Grove in 


bondagio. Before the end of the following century it appears to have 
been into the poſſeſſion of the family of Aſhby, who were ſettled at 
Harefield as early as the year 1474. It is now the property and 
reſidence of Mrs, Partridge, reli& of John Partridge, Eſq. daughter 
and ſole heir of Robert Aſhby, Eſq. whoſe family is now become 
extinct in the male line. 

The names of Hammond and Hacket occur in many ancient Belhamonds 
deeds, as holding ſmall eſtates under the manor of Harefield. The Ons 
preſent houſe, called Belhamonds, or Belhacketts, was either built 
or enlarged by Sir George Cooke, Prothonotary of the Court of 
Common Pleas, the firſt of the name who ſettled at Harefield, and 
ſome time Knight of the Shire for Middleſex. It is now the pro- 
perty of his grandſon, George Cooke, Eſq. Captain in the firſt 
Regiment of Foot-guards, and in the occupation of the Lady 
Finch's, ſiſters of the Earl of Winchelſea. 

Harefield Lodge in this pariſh, about a mile from Uxbridge, was Harefield 
built by Sir Roger Newdigate in 1786.— It commands a beautiful * 
and extenſive proſpect, of which Windſor Caſtle and Foreſt are 
prominent features.—It is in the occupation of Mrs. Parker, relict of 
Charles Parker, Eſq. | 

The pariſh church, dedicated to the Virgin Mary, is a gothic pariſh. 
ſtructure of flint and ſtone, conſiſting of a chancel, nave, and two church.

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On the eaſt wall is a very handſome monument, (repreſented in 
the annexed plate,) deſigned and executed by Gibbons, the cele- 
brated carver, in memory of Sir Richard Newdigate, Bart. (eldeſt 
ſon of Sir Richard Newdigate, Bart. Serjeant at Law), who died in 
1710; and Mary, his wife, daughter of Sir Edward Bagot, who 
died in 1692. 

On the north wall are the monuments of Sarah, wife of Richard 
Newdigate, Eſq. (eldeſt ſon of Sir Richard Newdigate, Bart.) and 
daughter of Sir Cecil Biſhop, Bart. 1695 ; Sir Richard Newdigate 
her huſband **, (who had ſucceeded to the title of Baronet, and had 
married to his ſecond wife, Elizabeth Twiſden,) 1727 ; Sir Edward 
Newdigate, Bart. aged 18, 1734; Richard and Charles, his bro- 
thers, and Jane his ſiſter, who all died young. The monument of 
Sir Richard is ornamented with a buſt ; and that of Sir Edward with 
a medallion of the deceaſed, in white marble. 

In the ſouth-weſt corner of the ſouth aiſle, or Brakenbury chapel, 
is an ancient table tomb, which has neither inſcription nor arms. 
In the north-eaſt corner is a table tomb, with figures in braſs, to the 
memory of John Newdegate, Eſq. Serjeant at Law, who died in 
1528, and Amphilicia his wife, daughter. of John Nevill, Eſq. who 
died in 1544; they had ten ſons and four daughters. Againſt the 
ſouth wall is a tabler, with figures in braſs, to the memory of 
Edetha, reli& of William Newdegate, who died in 1444. On the

1685. 

Sir Richard, the ſubject of this Epitaph, was ſecond ſon of Sir 
John Newdegate, and was in great practice as a Serjeant at Law at 
the beginning of the rebellion, when his elder brother died, and he 
became heir to his eſtates at Arbury and Harefield, then much en- 
cumbered. When Cromwell having borne down all oppoſition, and 
diſmiſſed his parliament, was declared Protector, he determined, with 
conſummate policy, to govern by the laws of the land; and for this 
purpoſe ſummoned ſome of the lawyers who were then moſt eminent 
at the bar: among others, the great Sir Matthew Hale, and Serjeant 
Newdegate, who had the honour of living in the habits of friendſhip 
with him. They attended; and he told them his intention to make them 
Judges; but they all declined, declaring they could not act under his 
commiſſion. He turned from them in wrath, ſaying, if you of the red 
robe will not execute the law, my red coats ſhall: upon which they 
all cried out, Make us judges, we will be judges.” On the 25th of

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January 1653-4, Matthew Hale was, by writ, made a Serjeant, and 
one of the Juſtices of the Common Bench. On the 2d of June 
1654, three new Judges were made, Serjeant Pepys, Serjeant New- 
degate, and Serjeant Windham *. Upon the queſtion of the ſale 
of crown lands, the new Judge, Newdegate, declared no title could 
be made to them ; and being ſent the northern circuit, when many 
Cavaliers who had been taken in arms in Scotland were indicted at 
York for high treaſon, he declared from the Bench that he knew no 
law which made it high treaſon to levy war againſt a Lord Protector. 
This drew upon him the indignation of Cromwell ; and, in May 
1655, he and Baron Thorpe were put out of their places for not 
obſerving the Protector's pleaſure in all his commands. Being 
thus honourably diſplaced, he returned to the bar. On the 17th of 
January 1659-60, he was made Chief Juſtice of the Upper Bench, 
and continued till the reſtoration, when his health being much im- 
paired, he retired from public life, deſervedly honoured and reſpected 
by all who knew him. Some years after the reſtoration, at the in- 
ſtance of Lord Grandiſon, the Duke of Ormond, and of Col. Halſey, 
whoſe life he had ſaved at York, he had an audience of the King, 
who received him very graciouſly, and thanked him for his kindneſs 
to his friends in the worſt of times. At the ſame time a warrant was 
iſſued for a patent of Baronetage; © which dignity, ſays the patent, we 
e confer upon him in conſideration of ſeveral good ſervices performed 
* to us, and our faithful ſubjects, in the late uſurpation.” The uſual 


fees were on this occaſion remitted.

The laſt-mentioned 
monument is ornamented with an urn of white marble, on which is 
an elegant deſign of a drooping lily with its ſtem broken. 


On the floor of this chapel is the tomb of John Crugge of Exeter, 


Gent. who died in 1533. He married Barbara, daughter of John 
and Amphilicia Newdegate. 


On the north wall of the nave is a monument (ornamented with 
a buſt of the deceaſed in white marble,) in memory of William Aſhby, 
Eſq. of Breakſpears, 1760. His ſecond wife was Anne, daughter 
of Whitlock Bulſtrode, Eſq. by whom he had three daughters, one 
of whom married the Rev. William Williams, ſon of Sir Gilbert 
Williams, Bart. On the floor are the tombs of Abraham, ſecond

In the church-yard are the tombs of Elizabeth, relict of Sir Tombs in 
Walter Long of Whaddon, in Wiltſhire, (daughter of John Cotes, ud. c. 
Eſq. of Woodcott, in Shropſhire,) 1688 ; Richard Abbott, citizen 
and painter-ſtainer, 1745; Richard, his ſon, citizen and painter- 
ſtainer, 1757; Mrs. Margaret Felton, 1759; Mr. John Nicholas, 

1762 ; John Trueſdale, Eſq. 1780; Mary his wife, 1783; and James 
Hunt, Eſq. 1790. 

The church of Harefield was given to the Knights Hoſpitallers of ReRry- 
St. John of Jeruſalem by Beatrice de Bollers, relict of Baldwin Fitz- 

Geoffrey. The tithes were appropriated to the hoſpitallers, and 
the benefice became a donative or curacy in their patronage. 
After the diſſolution of religious houſes, the rectory and advowſon 
were granted in the 34th year of Henry VIII. to Robert Tirwhyt ©; 
who, the ſame year, conveyed them to John Newdegate, Eſq. and 
John his ſon. The advowſon has ſince paſſed with the manor, to- 
gether with a part of the tithes : the remainder of which not hav- 


ing been included in Serjeant Newdegate's re-purchaſe, has paſſed

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through various hands in a divided ſtate“. In the old valors the 
rectory of Harefield was rated at 81. 138. 4d. but was exempted 
from taxation. In 1548 it was valued at 20 l. per annum“; in 
1650 at 140l.“ . The ancient ſtipend of the curate was 61. 138. 4d. 
In 1636 Alice, Counteſs Dowager of Derby, gave 51. per annum, a 
houſe, and a ſmall piece of ground to the curate, on condition of 
his reading prayers to the poor widows in her alms-houſe twice a 
week. When Lord Chandos compounded for his eſtate during the 
civil war, he was obliged by the committee to allow Mr. Hoare the 
curate 1001. per annum out of the great tithes *, 

In the year 1682 there was a ſuit in Chancery to determine 
whether this pariſh was within the juriſdiction of the Biſhop of 
London, or exempt from it. After the defendants had given in 
their anſwer, Biſhop Compton having inſpected the documents re- 
ferred to, relinquiſhed the ſuit *. Some perſon for want of better in- 
formation, has inſerted a MS. note in the pariſh regiſter, which 
gives a very inaccurate account of this matter, and is wholly founded 
on an erroneous tradition. It appears by the pariſh regiſter that the 
chancellors appointed by the lord of the manor, occaſionally hold 
viſitations at Harefield. In 1633 two perſons did penance by the 
ſentence of Dr. Duck, then chancellor. Dr. Newton was chancellor 


in 1681, The preſent chancellor is Sir William Scott, who ſuc- 


ceeded Sir Thomas Saluſbury. The curate is put in or diſplaced 
at the pleaſure of the lord of the manor of Moor-hall, who fixes his 
ſalary, and has the power alſo of appointing the ſenior churchwar- 
den“. The preſent curate is the Rev. Walter Williams, appointed 
in 1758.

The pre- 
ſent number of houſes is about 150, of inhabitants about 8 30. 

The year 1603 is wanting in the regiſter; in 1625 there were 17 
burials ; in 1665, nine.

Alice, Counteſs of Derby, built a ſet of alms-houſes for fix poor 
widows, and endowed them with 51. per annum each, and 11. for 
the repairs of the building. 

Mrs. Aſhby, in 1622, gave 4ol. to the poor's ſtock. Mrs. Mary 
Aſhby in 1664, gave to the poor of this pariſh the ſum of 100], 
which was laid out in the purchaſe of tithes at Harefield, producing 
at preſent 71. 10s. per annum. Mr. Solomon Burbery, in 1697, gave 
ſome land to the poor, which is now let at 181. per annum, Mrs. 
Baldwin, in 1706, gave the intereſt of 201. to be divided between 
{ix poor widows not receiving alms. 


HARELING TON. 


HIS place in all ancient records is called Herdington, Herd- Etymology. 
yngton, or Hardyngton, a name which it is probable it ac- 
quired from its owner at a very remote period. It was not till 
within the laſt century that it was altered to the modern name of 
Harlington, which is now in general uſe, and adopted in public 
records. 
Harlington lies in the hundred of Elthorne, three quarters of a Situation. 
mile north of the Bath road, and nearly fourteen miles from London. 
The pariſh is bounded on the north by Hayes and Hillingdon ; on Boundaries. 
the eaſt by Cranford ; on the ſouth by Bedfont; and on the weſt 
by Drayton and Harmondſworth. 
It contains 1378 acres of land, of which 712 are arable, 429 Quantity of 
meadow and paſture, and 237 (being a part of Hounſlow-heath,) * 


common. The ſoil is for the moſt part a ſtrong loam. Soil. 
This pariſh pays the ſum of 2021. 108. 1 2d. to the land- tax, which Land- tax. 


is at the rate of about 28. in the pound. 
Harlington gave the title of Baron and Earl to Sir Henry Bennet, Barons and 

(ſecond ſon of Sir John Bennet), who, in 1664, was created Baron — ned 

Arlington, (the aſpirate being dropped in the title, though conſtantly 

written in the name of the pariſh,) of Arlington, in Middleſex. In 

1672 he was made Earl of Arlington. Theſe titles, which were ex- 

tended to female heirs, are merged in that of Grafton, in conſe- 

quence of the intermarriage of the firſt Duke of Grafton with Lady 


Iſabella, only daughter and heir of the Earl of Arlington.

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The manor of Herdington is thus deſcribed in the ſurvey of 
Domeſday :—* It is taxed at ten hides, and held by Alured and Olaf, 


e carucates. There are two ploughs on the demeſnes. There are 
e ſeven villans, who have three ploughs, and might employ a 
„ fourth. There is a prieſt who has half a hide; 12 villans, who 
« have each a virgate, and four villans who have half a virgate 
« each; two bordars who have eleven acres; eight cottars, and 
% one ſlave. The meadow is equal to two carucates. The total 
« value is 1008. per annum. In the reign of King Edward (the 
« Confeſſor), it was 81. It was then held by Wigot, and a ſocman 
« held two hides of this manor, which he could alienate without 
leave of the lord.” It is probable that the manor here deſcribed, 
was at a very early period divided into two, which afterwards 
acquired the names of Hardington, otherwiſe Harlington, other- 
« wiſe Lovells;” and“ Harlington cum Shepiſton,” both now the 
property of the Earl of Berkeley. 

The firſt mentioned manor, to which the advowſon of the church, 
till of late years belonged, was in 1302 the property of William de 
Harpeden, who in that year had a charter of free warren . In 
1335 Roger de Harpeden was lord of the manor. Matilda de 
Mirymanth, who preſented to the church in 1363 and 1365 *, was, 
it is probable, a heireſs of the Harpeden family. Before the year 
1474 this manor became veſted in the Lovells*, (from whom it 
derived one of its names,) and continued in that family till 1558. 
The Ropers were lords of this manor from 1559 till 1583 *, Chriſto- 
pher Bird from 1584 to 1587“; Arthur Langworth in 1589, and

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Ambroſe Coppinger in 1590”. The latter being then Sir Ambroſe 
Coppinger, Knt. died ſeiſed of the manor in 1605 *, In 1607 his 
grandſon, Francis Coppinger, ſold the reverſion after the death of 
his grandmother, (then wife of Sir John Maurice,) to Sir John 
Bennet. It continued in the Bennet family ſo late as the year 1724, 
about which time it was purchaſed of Charles Earl of Tankerville by 
Henry Viſcount Bolingbroke. After Lord Bolingbroke's death it 
was fold to Edward Stephenſon, Eſq. who was in poſſeſſion in 
1748. Before 1757 it became the property of the late Earl of 
Uxbridge. In 1772 it was purchaſed of the preſent Earl by Frede- 


rick Auguſtus Earl of Berkeley. 

The manor of Harlington cum Shepiſton, was granted by Queen 
Elizabeth, in 1599, to Sir Michael Stanhope '*. It came into the 
Berkeley family by the intermarriage of George Lord Berkeley 
(who died in 1658) with Elizabeth, one of the daughters and co- 
heirs of Sir Michael Stanhope. 

There is another manor in this pariſh, of ſmall extent, but of 
very ancient date, called Dalley or Dawley. In the ſurvey of 
Domeſday it is thus deſcribed, under the name of Dallega:—““ Al- 
% nodus holds the manor of Dallega of Earl Roger, (Earl of Arun- 
del,) as three hides. The land is two carucates. There is one 
i plough on the demeſne lands, and the villans employ one. There 
« are four villans who hold a virgate each, and four bordars who 
« have five acres. There is meadow-land equal to ſix bovates ; 
*« paſture for the cattle of the manor, and pannage for 15 hogs. 
% The total value is 30s. per annum. In the reign of King Edward 
the Confeſſor) it was 608. This manor lies within the manor 
« of Colham, which it did not in the reign of King Edward. It

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might diſpoſe of it at pleaſure.” In 1316 this manor was the 
property of Gilbert de Barentone . It afterwards came into the 
poſſeſſion of the Lovells, and was by them conveyed to Robert 
Awbrey, Eſq. in 1450”. The Awbreys continued at Dawley in 
1560”, Sir Ambroſe Coppinger died ſeiſed of this manor in 1605, 
from which time the manors of Dawley and Harlington, alas 
Lovells, paſſed through the ſame hands till 1772, when Dawley 
was fold by the Earl of Uxbridge to Peter De Salis, Eſq. who is 
the preſent proprietor. 

Dawley-houſe having been long a ſeat of the Bennet family, was 
purchaſed of Charles Earl of Tankerville by the celebrated Lord 
Bolingbroke, who, during his ſecluſion from public affairs, amuſed 
himſelf here with rural employments, and the ſociety of his literary 
friends. Pope, writing to Swift from Dawley, (June 28, 1728,) ſays, 
* I now hold my pen for Lord Bolingbroke, who is reading your 
letter between two haycocks, but his attention is ſomewhat 
“ diverted by caſting his eyes on the clouds, not in admiration of what 
« you ſay, but for fear of a ſhower. Now his Lordſhip is run after 
de his cart, I have a moment left to myſelf to tell you, that I over- 
e heard him yeſterday agree with a painter for 2001. to paint his 
« country hall with trophies of rakes, ſpades, prongs, &c. and other 
« ornaments, merely to countenance his calling this place a farm.“ 
editor of the Biographia Britannica obſerves, from his own know- 
ledge, that it was ſo painted in black crayons, and that over the door 
was this inſcription :

The pariſh church, dedicated to St. Peter and St. Paul, is an an- 
cient ſtructure, conſiſting of a chancel and nave. At the weſt end 
is a ſquare embattled tower of flint and ſtone. The ſouth door has 
an arch of Saxon architecture, with zig-zag mouldings, and a mould- 
ing compoſed of cats' heads with long tongues, curled at the end. 
The font, which ſtands on a circular pedeſtal, ſurrounded by four 


ſmall pillars, is ſquare. The ſides are ornamented with rows of 
circular arches, | | 


On the north wall of the chancel is a gothic monument, with an 
obtuſe arch, ornamented with quatrefoils and foliage, (under which 
is the effigies of the deceaſed on a braſs plate,) to the memory of 
Gregory Lovell, Eſq. lord of the manor, and patron of the 
church, who died in 1545. He married Anne, daughter of David 
Bellingham, Eſq. On the ſame wall is a tablet in memory of Robert

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The rectory of Harlington, which is in the dioceſe of London, Reaory. 
and in the Archdeaconry of Middleſex, is taxed in the ancient 
valoys at nine marks per annum“; in the King's books it is rated at 
241. The inquiſition taken by order of parliament, in 1650”, 
ſtates the parſonage of Harlington to be worth 1401. per annum, 
excluſive of the glebe, (36 acres,) valued at 281. It was then in 
the hands of Sir John Bennet, under a leaſe granted (before the re- 
ſtraining act,) by John Allen, who was inſtituted to the rectory in 
1570. Sir John Bennet, as leſſee, allowed the miniſter 421. per annum, 
beſides the ſmall tithes and his dwelling, which made his benefice 
521. per annum. The advowſon of the rectory deſcended with the Advowſon. 
manor of Harlington alas Lovells, till 1748, when Edward 
Stephenſon, Eſq. ſold it to Richard Edwards, Eſq. who conveyed 
it in 1749 to the Rev. John Williams. Mr. Williams in 1761 fold 
it to Miſs Millicent Neate ; who, in 1763, deviſed it to her nephew,

His Lectures, which were publiſhed under 
the title of Prelectionet Poetice, gained him the character of an ele- 
gant ſcholar, and a good critic ; his tranſlations of Virgil and Milton 
were fatal to his reputation as a poet. Mr. Trapp was created D. D.

Lætitia, Lady Poyntz, about the year 1610, gave the intereſt of 
100 l. to be diſtributed among poor widows or widowers. Lord 
Oſſulſton in 1691, gave the intereſt of 200 l. to apprentice poor 
children, or for other charity. Theſe benefactions are now conſoli- 
dated. Eighty pounds of Lady Poyntz's money was laid out (in 
1693) in the purchaſe of ſix acres of land, and 120 l. of Lord 
Oſſulſton's, purchaſed the ſame quantity in 1727. This land in 
1795 was let at 121. per annum. One acre two roods and nine 
perches was then ſold to the Grand Junction Canal Company, for 
the ſum of 841. 18s. producing an intereſt of 41. 10s. per annum, 
the remainder of the land now lets for 111. 2s. per annum. The

money remaining in ſtock produces an intereſt of 51. per annum, 


being in the whole 211. 12s. To this is added 41. per annum re- 
ceived by the pariſh for the rent of an orchard adjoining the poor- 
houſe, which makes it 251. 128. Five pounds of this income are 
diſtributed between widows and widowers, purſuant to Lady Poyntz's 
intentions; the remainder is chiefly appropriated to the ſupport 
of a boys' and girls' ſchool, and ſome caſual relief is given to the 
poor. | | 
Robert Cooper, rector of this pariſh, who died in 1733, gave 
an acre of freehold land to the pariſh-clerk to take care of his tomb, 
keep it clean, and paint the rails when wanted. 

There is an acre of church-land belonging to this pariſh, given by 
a benefator now unknown, before the reformation, 
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HE name of this place in the ſurvey of Domeſday, and other 
ancient records, is written Hermodeſworth. Worth in the 
Saxon, is a manor or farm, and ſometimes a village. —Zermode, it 
is probable, was a proper name, | 
Harmondſworth lies in the hundred of Elthorne, about half a 
mile from the Bath road, and about fifteen miles and a half from 
London. The pariſh is bounded by Drayton, Harlington, Stan- 
well, and by the weſtern ſtream of the Colne, which ſeparates it 
from Iver, in Buckinghamſhire. | 
By a ſurvey made in 1770, it appears, that the pariſh of Harmondſ- 
worth contains (excluſive of gardens and fites of buildings) 2875 
acres of land, of which 1404 were then arable, 295 meadow and 
paſture, and 1176 (being part of Hounſlow-heath, and a greater 
proportion than belongs to any other pariſh,) common *, This 
heath furniſhes the botaniſt with ſeveral ſcarce plants, which, though 
not all the growth of this pariſh, may be here enumerated ;— 
Centunculus minimus; Littorella lacuſtris ; Scirpus ſetaceus ; ſcirpus pau- 
ciflorus, ſcirpus acicularis (in this pariſh, near the Bath road); Pillu- 
laria globifera; Conferva reticularis ; Acorus Calamus (near Baber- 
bridge); Heris nudicaulis ; among the camp-holes in the pariſh of 
Iſleworth ; Dre/ſera Anglica, not far from the former; Carduus pra-

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tenſis; and Lycopodium inundatum, near Hanworth-bridge; Aliſma dama- 
ſonium; Limoſella aquatica; Utricularia major; Utricularia minor; Ly- 
thrum hyſſopifolia; Gentiana Pneumonanthe, towards Hampton, not far 
from the wall of Buſhy Park. The following, though leſs rare, are not 
of very general growth; Draſera rotundifolia; Anagallis tenella; Hyperi- 
cum elodes ; Spergula nodoſa; Sagina erefa; and Mentha pulegium. The 
Cicuta viroſa, a ſcarce plant, ſaid to have been the fpecies of hem- 
lock with which Socrates was poiſoned, grows in the pariſh of 
Harmondſworth, not far from Longford, by the fide of the river. 
The Mygſurus minimus is found in abundance in the fields between 
Sipſon and Harlington. 

The general nature of the ſoil in this pariſh is a rich loam ; to- 
wards Heath-row it 1s rather gravelly, 

The weſtern branch of the river Colne ſeparates the pariſhes of 
Harmondſworth and Iver; Cardinal Wolſey's river, the old river 
or powder-mill river, and another branch of the Colne, run through 
this pariſh between Longford and Colnbrook. 

A little to the eaſt of Heath-row, on Hounſlow-heath, within this a, 
pariſh, are very perfect remains of an ancient camp, fingle trenched, 
about zoo feet ſquare. There is a plate of this camp in the Itinera- 
rium Curioſum of Dr. Stukeley, who aſſerts, but without any other 
authority than conjecture to ſupport the aſſertion, that it was one of 
Cæſar's ſtations after he paſſed the Thames on his route to attack 
Caſhelvan at Watford *. 

Not far from this camp is one of the ends of the baſe, (marked General 
out by an inverted cannon fixed in the ground, ) which was mea- . 
ſured by the late General Roy in his trigonometrical operations for the 
purpoſe of aſcertaining the diſtance between the meridians of the 
Royal obſervatories of Greenwich and Paris. 

This pariſh pays the ſum of 3971. to the land-tax, which kt 7... 
the rate of about 2 8. 6d. in the pound.

The manor of Harmondſworth is thus deſcribed in the re- 
cord of Domeſday: — The Abbot of the Holy Trinity at 
% Rouen, holds Hermodeſworthe of the King for 30 hides ; the 
„ land is 20 carucates. Eight hides belong to the demeſne, on 
„ which are three ploughs. The freeholders and villans have be- 
e tween them ten ploughs, and ſeven more might be employed. 
“ A certain knight has two hides, and two villans have each a hide; 
4 14 villans have a virgate each; fix villans half a virgate each; ſix 
© hordars five acres each; there are ſeven cottars, and ſix ſlaves. 
„There are three mills, which produce 60s. rent, and 500 eels. 
The fiſheries produce 1000 eels. The meadow-land is equal to 
20 carucates ; there is paſture for the cattle of the manor, pannage 
for 500 hogs, and one acre of vineyard. The whole value is 
20 l. per annum; when the Abbot firſt came in poſſeſſion 12 1. 
In the time of King Edward (the Confeſſor) 251. Earl Harold 
was then proprietor of this manor, within which a certain ſocman 
« held two hides, (parcel of the ſaid thirty,) but could not fell it 
e out of Hermodeſworth.” In the year 1340 King Edward the Third, 
being then at wat with Philip de Valois, ſeized this manor into his 
own hands. It was valued at 261. 13s. 2d. per annum, the quit- rents 
amounting to 31. 5s. 7d.; the rents of aſſize to 16l. 178. 9 d.; the

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the Abbot and Convent procured the King's licence to convey it 
to William de Wickham, Biſhop of Wincheſter *, who ſettled it 
upon his newly founded college. In 1544 the warden and ſcholars 
of Wincheſter college ſurrendered this manor to King Henry VIII. 
in exchange for other poſſeſſions *, The ſame year the King granted 
a leaſe of it to Edmund Harman for the term of forty years, to com- 
mence after the expiration of a term of ten years, granted in 1541 
by the warden and ſcholars of Wincheſter college, to William Noke 
and Joan his wife”. King Edward VI. in 1547, granted this 
manor, in fee, to Sir William Paget, Secretary of State *, from 
whom it deſcended to the Right Hon. Henry Earl of Uxbridge, 
whole property it now is. | 
The fines within this manor are at the will of the lord, and pro- 
duce about 1001. per annum ; the tenants have a right of fiſhery in 


all the rivers and common waters within the manor on Wedneſdays, 


Fridays, and Saturdays. 

The rental of the manor of Harmondſworth in 1713 was 631. 
18s. 1d. The quit-rents were then 221. 18s. 1d. 

The ſite of the manor being a farm-houſe, with ſome lands be- 
longing to it, were ſold by Lord Uxbridge in 1774 to John Powell, 
Eſq. and are now the property of Arthur Anneſley Powell, Eſq. 
In the farm-yard is a barn remarkable for its large dimenſions, being 
191 feet in length, and 38 feet in breadth. 

A ſmaller manor in Harmondſworth is thus deſcribed in the re- 
cord of Domeſday :—* Roger, the Earl (of Arundel) holds a manor 
« in Hermodeſworth, containing one hide. The land is one caru- 
„ cate, which is but half cultivated. It is in the tenure of two 
„ villans, and its value has been always 10s. per annum. In the

In the year 1363 John de Padbury granted the manor of South- 
cote, near Colnbrook, to Odo Purchaſe, rogether with all the lands 
in Sibbeſton, (Sipſon,) and Langeforth, (Longford,) in the pariſh 
of Harmondſworth, which he inherited from Thomas de Collee, or 
which he and the ſaid Thomas held jointly by enfeoffment from 
Edward Blakewaye and Iſabel his wife, who was widow of William 
Pycott, or of Dioniſia, relict of John Durant *'. I find no farther 
mention of this manor by the name of Southcote ; but it appears 
that in the year 1402, Thomas Aunger releaſed to John Hore, 
otherwiſe Okebourne, and his heirs, certain lands in Zermodeſworth, 
called Padbury lands. The manor of Padbury is afterwards ſpoken 
of as parcel of the demeſnes of the manor of Harmondſworth, and 
as fuch was conveyed to the Crown in 1541. In 1587 it was de- 
miſed to Sir Chriſtopher Hatton, at the rent of 51. per annum, for 
twenty-one years *; and in 1592, to. John Moyle for forty years, to 
commence from 1608 *. The fee of this manor- farm was granted to 
Thomas Lord Paget, in 1603“. In 1772 it was purchaſed of his 
deſcendant, (the preſent Earl of Uxbridge,) by Sir Thomas Heath- 
cote, Bart.“ and in 1789, ſold to the late George Byng, Eſq. whoſe 
ſon is the preſent proprietor. s 

In the year 1430 Roſe, wife of Robert Tentirden, releaſed to Sir 
John Inn, his right in certain lands in Harmondſworth and Stan- 
well, formerly the property of Godfrey Atte Pirye, or of Mirabel,

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the wife of Richard Edward, reli& of the ſaid Godfrey. The 
manor of Perry Place, (now called Perry Oaks, ) deſcribed as par- 
cel of the demeſnes of the manor of Harmondſworth, was demiſed 
in 1587 to Sir Chriſtopher Hatton for twenty- ane years, at the rent 
of 81. per annum '; and in 1592 to Joan, wife of Richard Tottill, 
and her ſons William and John, for their reſpective lives in rever- 
ſion **. This eſtate was granted to Thomas Lord Paget in 1603 *, 
and is now the property of Thomas Wood, Eſq. of Littleton, 


In the year 1402 Thomas Aunger releaſed to John Hore, formerly 
called Okebourne, all right in certain lands, late Peter Luddington's, 
which after the death of Matilda, mother of the ſaid Peter, would 
revert to him. The manor of Luddington being deſcribed as 
parcel of the demeſnes of the manor of Harmondſworth, was demiſed 
in 1572 (at the rent of 21. 138. 4d.) to Anne Lady Paget, and 
Thomas Lord Paget, for twenty-one years, to commence from 
1582, if the ſaid Lady Paget and Lord Paget ſhould live ſo long“. 
In 1591 it was demiſed to Elizabeth Hayes, widow, and Henry 
Yowle, her ſon, for twenty-one years. The fee of this manor- 


farm was included in the grant to Thomas Lord Paget“, and de- 


ſcended from him to the preſent Earl of Uxbridge, whoſe property 


it was in 1771; but whether it has ſince been ſold, I have not been 
able to aſcertain. 


There was included alſo in the grant to Thomas Lord Paget, a 
manor- farm called Barnard's, which I have not ſeen mentioned in 
any record of a more ancient date. This farm was in Lord 
Uxbridge's poſſeſſion in 1771, but I have not been able to aſcertain

ten years, granted to William Noke, Eſq. and Joan, his wife, in 
1541", In 1592 it was demiſed by Queen Elizabeth to Thomas 
and William Duck, for twenty years, at the yearly rent of 401.” 
In 1603 it was granted in fee to Thomas Lord Paget“. The preſent 
Earl of Uxbridge, in 1772, ſold it to Sir Thomas Heathcote, Bart.“

The vicarage is rated in the King's books at 121.; in 1650 it 
was valued at 40 l. including twenty acres of glebe *. 

The advowſon was annexed to the reQory till 1755, when this 
vicarage was conſolidated with Drayton, and the advowſon of both 
ſold by the late Lord Uxbridge to the Rev. George Booth. It is“ 
now the property of the Rev. Dawſon Warren, M.A. 

Harmondſworth being ſituated in the dioceſe of London, and Dray- 
ton within the peculiar juriſdiction of the Dean andChapter of St. Paul's, 
the juriſdiction of the vicarage has ſince its conſolidation been alternate. 
The preſent vicar is the Rev. John Theodoſius Langhorne, LL. B. 
inſtituted in 1796, on the reſignation of John Hubbard.

N the ſurvey of Domeſday, and other ancient records, this place 

is called Hillendone, meaning, it is probable, the hilly or high 

down. The extenſive proſpe& from Hillingdon-heath towards the 

ſouthern part of Middleſex, and the Surrey hills, ſufficiently indicates 
the elevation of the ground. 

Hillingdon lies in the hundred of Elthorne, on the Oxford road, 
at the diſtance of fourteen miles from London. It includes the 
hamlet of Uxbridge, and is bounded on the north by Harefield and 
Ickenham ; on the weſt by the river Colne, which ſeparates it from 
Denham and Iver in Buckinghamſhire ; on the ſouth by Drayton ; 
on the ſouth-eaſt by Harlington ; and on the eaſt by Hayes. The 
pariſh of Cowley lies inſulated within that of Hillingdon. 

The pariſh of Hillingdon contains about 3600 acres. About one 
third of the cultivated land is arable. In a ſurvey of the manor, 
bearing date 1636, the commons are ſaid to contain about 350 acres, 


namely, Northolt common, 150; Hillingdon-heath, and Gould's- 


green, about 100; Peel's-heath, and Colham-green, about 3o ; Col- 
ham-moor, about 20; Cowley-moor, and Hogs'-moor, about 60 
acres. The extent of the commons in this ſurvey appears to have 
been much under-rated, ſince they are now calculated to contain 
about 600 acres ; namely, Hillingdon-heath, about 200; Peel's- 
heath, or Colham-green, 15; Wewſley-moor, about 60; Gould's- 
green, 20; Uxbridge, or Hogs-moor, about 100; and Northolt,

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* others who hold two virgates jointly. The prieſt has one hide. There 


are ten bordars, each of whom has five acres; there are four 
cottars, and eight ſlaves. There are two mills of 41s. rent; the 
moiety of a third mill, which produces 58. ; meadow equal to 
three carucates ; paſture for the cattle of the manor, pannage for 
400 hogs, and one acre of vineyard. The whole value is 81. per 
annum. When it came into the Earl's poſſeſſion it was 61.; in 
e the reign of King Edward (the Confeſſor) 101. It was then held 
“of the King at that rent by Wigot.” It appears by this ſurvey, 
that in the time of William the Conqueror the whole of the pro- 
perty of this pariſh was veſted in Roger de Montgomery, Earl of 
Arundel, or at leaſt held under him, he being poſſeſſed of two diſtinct 
manors, called Hillingdon and Colham. The latter was then of 
N the greater extent, and that of Hillingdon ſeems at length to 
have merged into it; its name as a manor being now unknown, 
though it may be traced in records for ſome centuries as will be here- 
after ſeen. 
Aer of The manor of Colham, which, in the reign of Edward the Con- 
Colham- feſſor had been the property of Wigot de Wallingford, appears to 
have deſcended to Milo Criſpin, who married Maud, daughter and 
heir of Robert Doiley, by the daughter and heir of the ſaid Wigot. 
This Milo gave lands parcel of the demeſnes of the manor of Col- 
ham, to the Abbot of Eveſham*. It is probable that under ſome 
pretext William the Conqueror took away this manor, and gave it 
to his kinſman Roger de Montgomery Earl of Arundel, who was in 
poſſeſſion when the ſurvey of Domeſday was taken. On the rebellion 
of his ſon Robert de Beleſme, Earl of Arundel, Henry the Firſt ſeized 
all his lands in 1102. It is probable that this manor was reſtored 
to Milo Criſpin, who died in 1106; it is certain at leaſt, that it was 
the property of Brien Fitzcount, who married his widow * Upon 
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I Newcourt's Repertorium, vol. i. p. 647. * Dugdale's Baronage, vol. i. p. 30. 
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the event of BrienFitzcount's betaking himſelf to a religious life, the 
King ſeized upon the Honour of Wallingford,of which this manor was 
part. When the manor of Colham was granted away again by the 
Crown does not appear, but in 1246 it was the property of William de 
Lngeſpee Earl of Saliſbury *. Henry de Lacy Earl of Lincoln, having 
married Margaret Counteſs of Saliſbury, eldeſt daughter and co-heir of 
William Langeſpee, the laſt Earl of that name, became poſſeſſed of this 
manor*, Alice, his only daughter and heir, married Thomas Earl 
of Lancaſter, (who was beheaded in 1322,) and after his death Eubulo 
L'Eftrange. The laſt marriage having taken place without the 
King's conſent, all the lands which ſhe held in capite became for- 
feited to the Crown. She ſurrendered this manor to the King in 1324, 
but ſoon afterwards procured a new grant of it“; and in 1331, it was 
confirmed by Edward the Third to herſelf and her huſband, Eubulo 
Le Strange, and their heirs . Eubulo dying in 1335, Sir Roger 
Le Strange, his nephew and heir, granted the reverſion of this 
manor, after the death of the Counteſs of Lancaſter, to Sir Nicholas 
de Cantilupe, with remainder to himfelf and his heirs. The Coun- 
teſs died in 1349, and Sir Nicholas in 1356 **, when this manor 
reverted to Roger Le Strange, (ſon of the above-mentioned Sir 
Roger); from him it deſcended to John Lord Strange of Knockin, 
whoſe only daughter and heir Jane, married George Lord Stanley, 
eldeſt ſurviving ſon of 'Thomas Earl of Derby. Lord Stanley died 
in his father's lifetime, having from the time of his marriage been 


ſummoned to Parliament as Lord Strange. His eldeſt ſon Thomas,

who 
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who ſucceeded his grandfather as Earl of Derby, died at the manor- 
houſe of Colham in 1521. This manor continued in the Derby 
family till the death of Alice Counteſs Dowager of Derby, in 
1637, when it paſſed by her bequeſt to George Lord Chandos, her 
grandſon (being the ſon of Grey Lord Chandos, by her eldeſt 
daughter and co-heir Lady Anne Stanley). Lord Chandos died in 
1654, having bequeathed this manor to his ſecond wife Jane, and 
other truſtees for the purpoſe of ſale **. Jane, Lady Chandos, hav- 
ing married to her ſecond huſband George Pitt, Eſq. of Stratfield- 
fay, they, in conjunction with William Lord Chandos, (brother and 
heir-at-law of George,) aliened the manor of Colham in 1669, to 
Sir Robert Vyner, Bart. In 1700 Thomas Vyner, Eſq. deviſee of 
Sir Robert, conveyed it by ſale, to Richard Webb, Eſq. and 
Samuel Dodd, Eſq. (afterwards Sir Samuel Dodd, and Lord Chief 
Baron of the Exchequer,) in equal moieties. The Chief Baron's 
family afterwards became poſſeſſed, by purchaſe, of Mr. Webb's 
moiety ; and in 1782 the whole was ſold by John Dodd, Eſq. of 
Swallowfield, in Berkſhire, to Fyſh De Burgh, Eſq. of Weſt 
Drayton, who died in the month of January 1800, having be- 
queathed this manor to his daughter Catherine, wife of James 
Godfrey Lill, Eſq. who is the preſent proprietor, and is to take the 
name of De Burgh. 

In an extent of the manor of Colham, bearing date 1311, the 
rents of aſſize are ſaid to amount to 311. 6s. 34 d. per annum; the 
rents called © cope ſelver” to 36s. the warren was valued at 3s. 4d. 
per annum ; the arable land, of which there were 300 acres in 
demeſne, was valued at 4d. 3d. and at 1d. an acre; the meadow

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at 18. 6d. the paſture at 8 d. In an extent of the manor taken 

in 1328 % the whole value (including the demeſnes,) is ſtated to be 

601. 13s. 8d. per annum. 

The manor of Colham extends over almoſt the whole of the 

pariſhes of Hillingdon, Cowley, and Ickenham. It was formerly 

of much greater extent, having alſo within its juriſdiction the 

manors of Hatton and Dawley, and a manor in Harmondſworth, 

as appears by the record of Domeſday. 

The old manſion-houſe belonging to this manor was for many Manor- 
years the occaſional reſidence of the Derby family. © Colham, the ®*: 
« Erle of Darby's houſe, ſays Leland, ſtondith on the hither ſide of 
“e Colne ſtream, about a mile above the bridge“ (that is the bridge 
between Longford and Colnbrook). Colham-houſe was pulled down 
before the memory of any one now living. It was ſituated in Pat- 
cott-field, through which the Grand Junction canal paſſes. 

By a ſurvey of the manor of Colham made in 1636, it appears $,q,,,. of 
that lands deſcend by common inheritance, excepting that in caſe of che manor, 
co-heirs, the jury may divide the meſſuages, lands, and tenements 
of the deceaſed, and the eldeſt daughter has the firſt choice. The 
fines within this manor are certain, being two years quit-rent on 
death or alienation. The freeholders and copyholders of inherit- 
ance have a right of fiſhing in all the common waters and rivers 
within the manor on Wedneſdays, Fridays, and Saturdays. The 
little river running by Colham mill belongs to the lord of the 
manor, ſubject to the tenants right of fiſhery. The tenants are ſaid 
to have cuſtomarily laved and fiſhed the ponds on the commons 
againſt Fambula, or ſuch meetings of neighbours ; the lord of the 
manor having a right of laving them at all times, The tenants are 
ſaid alſo to have had the liberty of taking turf from the commons 
for neceſſary uſes, and for making butts time out of mind.

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The manor of Colham has a court-leet and court-baron, with 
right of free warren. The courts are held annually at an ancient 
public houſe in Hillingdon, called the Red Lion, which in the year 
1646 was in the occupation of John Tiſdale, as appears by the court- 
rolls, which confirm the following anecdote, printed in Peck's 
Defiderata Curioſa '*, from Dr. Michael Hudſon's examination before 
the committee of parliament, (in the year above mentioned,) relating 
to King Charles's eſcape from Oxford to the Scots at Southwell. 
After we had paſſed Uxbridge, at one Mr. Tiſdale's houſe, a 
* tavern in Hillingdon, we alighted and ſtaid to refreſh ourſelves 
© between ten and eleven of the clock, and there ſtaid two or 
e three hours, where the King was much perplexed what courſe to 
e reſolve upon, London, or northward ; about two of the clock we 
took a guide towards Barnet.“ 

The ancient mills mentioned in the ſurvey of Domeſday, now 
called Colham mills, being fituated at Wewſley in this pariſh, were 
ſeparated from the manor before Mr. De Burgh's purchaſe, having 
been ſold by Mr. Dodd in 1771 to John Hubbard, mealman : they 
are now the property of his ſon, the Rev. John Hubbard, reQor 


of Sheperton. a 
The Charlton family, as early as the year 1337, were poſſeſſed of 


an eſtate called the manor of Hillyngdon, which before that time had 


been the property of Sir Roger de Brok“. It is probable that this 
was the ſame manor which is mentioned in the ſurvey of Domeſ- 
day. Among the eſtates forfeited by the attainder of Sir Richard 
Charlton in 1486, were the manors of Great Hillingdon and Little 
Hillingdon, which were granted by Henry VII. in the ſame year, 
to Sir Thomas Bourchier, to be held by him jointly with Elizabeth, 
the widow of Sir Richard above mentioned, and after her death to 
him ſolely, and to his heirs male, After this date nothing appears

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upon record of the manor of Hillingdon, except that Thomas Earl of 
Derby died ſeiſed of it in 1521, and Ferdinand Earl of Derby in 1 594. 
As the manor of Hillingdon is not mentioned in the inquiſitions taken 
after the death of the Stranges, it is probable that it was purchaſed 
by Thomas Earl of. Derby of Sir Thomas Bourchier's heirs, and that 
it has ſince merged in that of Colham. The manor of Little Hilling- 
don“, which it is probable lay near the hamlet of that name, ſeems 
to have been always annexed to another eſtate held in like manner 
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by the Charltons and Bourchiers, called the manor of Hercies. This Manor of 


manor appears to have paſſed through the ſame hands as that of Hercies. 


Swakeleys in Ickenham, till after the death of Sir Edmund Wright, 
about the middle of the laſt century, when his eſtates being divided 
between his daughters and co-heirs, this manor fell to the ſhare of 
Elizabeth, who married Sir John Trott, Bart. of Laverſtock, in 
Hampſhire. Catherine, daughter and heir of Sir John Trott, mar- 
ried Sir Hugh Stukeley, Bart. (of Hinton in Hampſhire,) whoſe 
daughter and heir married Sir Charles Shuckburgh, Bart. of Shuck- 
burgh, in Warwickſhire. Sir John Shuckburgh (ſon of Sir 
Charles) ſold the manor of Hercies, in 1709, to Edward Gibbon, 
merchant ; from him it paſſed, in 1713, to Sir Thomas Hardy, 
Knt. who died in 1732. Sir Thomas's only ſon dying without 
iſſue, and inteſtate, his daughter Conſtance, wife of George Cham- 
berlayne, Eſq. (who afterwards took the name of Denton,) became 
his heir. In 1778 the manor of Hercies was purchaſed of Mrs. Den- 
ton's repreſentatives by the truſtees acting under the will of 


Thomas Bridges, Eſq. On the death of Mrs. Darby, wife of the 


late Admiral, it devolved to the Rev. Thomas Clarke of Swakeley, 
as deviſee in remainder under Mr. Bridges's will, and is now the 
property of his ſon, Thomas Clarke, Eſq.

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Manor of The manor of Tykeham, or Tykenham, which is mentioned as 
Veennam. part of the poſſeſſions of the Charltons in 1348 *, was determined 
in a trial between the rector of Ickenham and the vicar of Hilling- 
don, in 1453, to be in this pariſh. The lands, which conſiſted of 
nearly three hundred acres, are deſcribed in Newcourt's Repertorium“. 
They are on the north ſide of the pariſh adjoining to Ickenham, 
but the eſtate has long loſt its ancient name, nor can I find who is 
the preſent proprietor. 


Manor of The manor of Colham Garden in this pariſh was the property of 
OINAam 


Garden, William Weynsford alias Wandesford, who was attainted in 1461. 
It is deſcribed in an inquiſition, bearing date 1465, as conſiſting of 
65 acres of arable land, 18 of paſture, and 6 of meadow, valued 
altogether at 4 marks per annum. In the laſt mentioned year it 
was granted to Sir Thomas Burgh and his heirs male“; ſince which 
time it has paſſed through the ſame hands as the Biſhop of London's 
manor in Drayton “, being both veſted in that ſee. The manor 
has been retained by the Biſhops of London in their own hands; the 
lands are leaſed out for lives, and have had the ſame leſſees as the 
Biſhop's demeſne lands in Drayton, being now in the occupation of 
Mrs. Gill, relict of William Gill; Eſq. late Alderman of London. 


Manor of The manor of Cowley Hall, which is held under the manor of 
Ha.” Colham by a quit-rent of 51. per annum, is called in old records 
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Couele Hall, or Coveleſhall. The firſt mention of it by that name 
is in the year 1462, when it was the property of Sir Thomas Charl- 
ton“; but I ſuppoſe it to have been the ſame manor which (by the 
name of Couelie only) was conveyed in 1337 by John de Charle- 
ton to John Atte Pole, for this was long before the Charltons became 
poſſeſſed of the manor of Cowley Pecche. The manor thus con- 
veyed by Charlton to Atte Pole (which it is probable was only a

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family conveyance,) is ſtated to have been formerly the property of 
Sir Roger de Brok. Sir Thomas Charlton died ſeiſed of the manor 
of Cowley Hall in 1466”. After the attainder of his ſon, Sir 
Richard, it was granted to Sir 'Thomas Bourchier in the ſame manner 
as Great Hillingdon *. . In 1585 it was the property of Drugo, or 
Drew Saunders. In 1613 it was conveyed by Henry Chapman, 
and Sarah his wife, (daughter and heir of the ſaid Drew,) to Walter 
Pritchett *; and, in 1639, by Walter Pritchett to Peter Goffright, 
Gent. and John Woodward“. In the year 1669 Lancelot Johnſon 
was proprietor of this manor; Mary Johnſon in 1741; and in 
1742, Mr. Tower *, father of Chriſtopher Tower, Eſq. the preſent 
proprietor. CEE 

There is a conſiderable farm at Wewſley in this pariſh, belongin 
to St. Thomas's Hoſpital. 

At Little Hillingdon, a hamlet of this pariſh, is a ſeat of the 
Marchioneſs of Rockingham. In 1688 it belonged to Sir Philip Car- 
teret; and it appears to have been for ſome time the reſidence ** of 
that family. In 1698 it was purchaſed of Lady Carteret by Meinhardt, 
the laſt Duke of Schomberg, who reſided there many years, and in 
1717 built the preſent manſion ”, The Duke died in 1719. In 
1738 this houſe appears to have been the property and reſidence of 
John Viſcount Chetwynd *, whoſe daughter married John Talbot, 
Eſq. and reſided at this houſe, which became her property, and was 
ſold after her death (in 1785) by her ſon, John Chetwynd, then 
Earl Talbot, to the Marchioneſs of Rockingham. At Little

De Burgh, Eſq. How it paſſed from the 
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Hillingdon alſo, is a manſion belonging to the Hon. Mrs. Chet- 
wynd. 

Richard Boyle, the brave Lord Shannon, who diſtinguiſhed him- 
ſelf at the taking of Vigo in 1702, had a ſeat on Northolt common, 
called Blue-houſe, or Belmont, where he appears to have reſided 
occaſionally, from 1705 to 1712 *, It afterwards belonged ſucceſ- 
ſively to Col. Francis Alexander, his widow, (Lady Aubrey Beau- 
clerk,) and the Lethieulliers. It is now the property and reſidence 
of Mrs. Newton. Near this common alſo is the ſeat of Eliſha 
Biſcoe, Eſq. who poſſeſſes conſiderable landed property in this 
pariſh, 

Near the church at Hillingdon, is an ancient manſion, commonly 
called the Cedar-houſe, from the celebrated cedar tree which grew 
in the garden. This tree was planted by Samuel Reynardſon, Eſq. 
who appears to have reſided at this houſe from 1678 till his death, 
in 1721. The firſt introduction of the cedar into England 
was in 1683“; and, it is probable, as Mr. Reynardſon was a na- 
turaliſt, and had a curious garden of exotics, that this was 
one of the earlieſt planted. In September 1789, one of the 
largeſt branches was broken off by a high wind, in conſe- 
quence of which the tree was cut down. Mr. Lightfoot, who 
meaſured this cedar in 1779, found its dimenſions as follows: The 
perpendicular height 53 feet ; the diameter of the horizontal extent 
of its branches from eaſt to weſt, 96 feet; from north to ſouth 8g z 
the girth of the trunk cloſe to the ground, 15 feet and a half; at 
three feet and a half above the ground 1 3 feet 6 inches ; at ſeven feet, 
12 feet 6 inches; at twelve feet, 14 feet 8 inches; at fourteen feet 
and a half, juſt under the diviſion of the principal branches, 15 feet 
8 inches. The girth of the larger branch, at a foot and a half from 


its diviſion, was 12 feet; it then divided into two ſecondary branches,

one 
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one of which was 8 feet 6 inches in girth, the other 7 feet 10 inches. 
The other principal branch at its diviſion, meaſured 10 feet in girth, 
and ſoon dividiag formed into two ſecondary branches, each 5 feet 
6 inches in girth. Benjamin Way, Eſq. of Denham meaſured the butt 
as it lay on Hillingdon common, and found the girth the ſame as de- 
{ſcribed by Mr. Lightfoot, 18 inches from the butt, it was 14 feet 6 inches. 
Above 80 years growth were diſcernible beyond the centre piece. 
The tree produced 450 feet of timber; fix loads and three quarters of 
ſtack-wood, and one hundred and a quarter of faggots. Mr. Lovett, 
a carpenter of Denham, who purchaſed the tree of the proprietor for 
10 l. retailed it for 221. 178. ; a part of the timber was bought by 
the late Lady Ducie, (then Mrs. Child,) and a part by Mr. Way“. 


The Cedar-houſe was the ſeat of General Rich Ruſſell, who died 
in 1735. It is now the property of Thomas Heming, Eſq. and in 
the occupation of Lacey Primatt, Eſq. 


On the north ſide of Hillingdon heath, is a houſe built by the late 
Admiral Drake, now the property of Peter De Salis, jun. Eſq. who 
married his daughter Sophia; and farther on, is a houſe which was 
formerly parcel of the demeſnes of the manor. It was inhabited for 
ſeveral years by the Duke of Buccleugh, and afterwards by General 
Columbine, who died in 1746. Mr. Dodd ſold it to John Blen- 
cowe, Eſq. It is now the property of the Rev. William Blen- 
cowe, and was lately in the occupation of Mrs. Hallifax, reli& of the 
late Biſhop of St. Aſaph. On the ſouth ſide of the heath is a large 
manſion, lately built by Peter De Salis, Count of the Holy Roman 
Empire. It ſtands on an eſtate called Coomes alias Little London, 
formerly the inheritance of the Walker family, and lately belonging 
to the Green woods“.

Conley Cowley Grove, on that ſide of the pariſh which adjoins to Cowley, 
: is ſaid to have been the reſidence of Booth the tragedian. It was in- 
habited for many years by John Rich, Eſq. patentee of Covent 
Garden theatre. This houſe was for ſeveral generations the pro- 
perty of the Lane family, from whom it devolved to the Rev. 
Richard Harrington, the preſent proprietor, nephew of the late 
Thomas Lane, Eſq. It is now in the occupation of Mrs. Evans, 
relict of Henry Michael Evans, Eſq. 
Pariſh- The pariſh-church, dedicated to St. John the Baptiſt, ſtands by 
En. the road ſide. It is a gothic ſtructure of flint and ſtone, conſiſting 
of a nave, chancel, and two aiſles, ſeparated by octagonal pillars and 
pointed arches. At the weſt end is a ſquare tower, embattled ; on 
the weſt ſide of which is a coat of arms much worn, (ſuppoſed to be 
Stanley,) impaling Spencer, and the arms of Harbie, with the initials 
T. H. 


Monument On the north ſide of the chancel is a handſome monument of 
— Vebridge. white and figured marble, in memory of Henry Paget Earl of 
Uxbridge, whoſe effigies is repreſented in a recumbent attitude 
habited in the Roman ga. This Earl married Mary, daughter and 
co-heir of Thomas Cateſby, Eſq. of Whiſton, in Northamptonſhire. 
His ſecond wife was Elizabeth, daughter of Sir Walter Bagot“. The 
Earl of Uxbridge died at Drayton, Aug. 30, 1743, aged 83 ; Eliza- 
beth, his Counteſs Dowager, died in 1749, aged 75. On the ſame 
Various mo- wall is the monument of Thomas Harbie, Eſq. * of Adſton in 
numents.

Sir Edward is repreſented in armour, 
with piked beard and whiſkers, and a laced band; his Lady is 
habited in a gown with puckered ſleeves, and a kerchief richly orna- 
mented with lace. Sir Edward Carr married Jane, daughter of Sir 
Edward Onſlow, Knt. by Elizabeth, daughter of Sir Thomas 
Shurley of Wiſſon, in Suſſex. This monument was repaired in 
1775 by the Hon. George Onſlow. On the ſame wall are the

There are alſo two other figures in braſs of a larger ſize, under a 
Gothic canopy, repreſenting a man in armour, and a female with 
a gown and hood. I ſuppoſe this to have been the tomb of John 
Lord Strange of Knockin, and Jane his wife, daughter of Richard 
Woodville Earl Rivers, and ſiſter of Elizabeth, Queen of Edward 
IV. It is certain that ſuch a tomb was placed for them in Hillingdon 
church, (in 1509,) by their daughter Jane, who married George 
Lord Stanley“, heir apparent of Thomas Earl of Derby. The 
following inſcription (ſince removed) was to be ſeen on the tomb in 
Weever's time *' :—© Sub hic tumba jacet nobilis Joannes Dominus 
« Le Strange, Dominus de Knocking, Mohun, Waſſet, Warnell et 
Lacy, et Dominus de Colham ; una cum picturà Jagnettz quon- 
* dam uxoris ſuæ, quæ quidem Jagnetta fuit ſoror Elizabethæ Re-

In the north-eaſt corner of the nave (over the manor pew,) is a 
circular braſs plate (fixed in the wall,) with the arms and quarter- 
ings of Stanley **, ſurrounded by the order of the garter—and on an 
eſcutcheon of pretence, a lion rampant. 


On the eaſt wall is the monument of Lady Anne Scott“, daughter 
of the Duke of Buccleugh, 1737. On the ſouth wall a memorial 
for Sarah Frances, daughter of Hugh Joſiah Hanſard, and wife of 
Edward Ford, ſurgeon, 1783; and an elegant monument (with a 
medallion of the deceaſed in white marble,) in memory of Thomas 
Lane, Eſq. of the family of Lane of Cowley Grove (no date).

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The church of Hillingdon was given by Brien Fitz Count to the 
Abbot and Convent of Eveſham, in the early part of the 12th cen- 
tury, together with a third of the tithes of his demeſne, a hide of 
land, with a manſion and orchard at Uxbridge®. In the year 
1281 (in conſequence it is probable of ſome exchange,) the church 
of Hillingdon was appropriated to the Biſhop of Worceſter and his 
ſucceſſors ©, A vicarage was at the ſame time endowed". The 
reaſon aſſigned in the endowment for the appropriation was, that the 
Biſhop of Worceſter being often ſent for by the Archbiſhop, and by 
the King to London, had not in his way any inn in this neighbour- 
hood, where upon unavoidable and prefling occaſions he might 
ſleep and lodge as he ought. During a vacancy of the ſee of Wor- 
ceſter, the cuſtody of the rectory was reſerved by the Dean and Chap- 
ter of St. Paul's“. In the year 1453 John Carpenter, Biſhop of 
Worceſter, had a law-ſuit with the rector of Ickenham concerning 
the tithes of an eſtate called Tykenham, which the rectors of Icken- 
ham had for ſome time received as belonging to them. The cauſe 
was adjudged in favour of the Biſhop, the lands in queſtion being 
determined to be in the pariſh of Hillingdon. It appears by the ac- 
count in Newcourt's Repertorium, that they conſiſted of about 300 
acres. This rectory was held under the biſhop of Worceſter about 
the beginning of the laſt century, by the family of Carr, and before 
that, it is probable, by the Harbies. Thomas Harbie, whoſe monu- 
ment is in the chancel, died in 1598. The rectory-houſe appears 
to have been built by the Carrs in 1604, their arms“ occurring in

co-heir of Sir Edward Carr, jun. married John Clerke, Eſq. who 
was created a Baronet in 1660. Sir John Clerke became poſſeſſed of 
the leaſe of this rectory, which deſcending to Francis Clerke, Eſq. 
who died in 1715, was ſold by his executors in 1721 to Henry Lord 
Paget“, afterwards Earl of Uxbridge. The Earl died in 1743, hav- 
ing bequeathed his intereſt in this eſtate to Sir William Irby, (after- 
wards Lord Boſton,) whoſe ſon, Frederick Lord Boſton, is the pre- 
ſent leſſee. The rectorial eſtate at the beginning of this century, 
and for ſome years afterwards,was in the occupation of the Harring- 
ton family, who were ſucceeded by the Popes. The preſent occupier 
William Pope, Eſq. reſides at the rectory. 

Adjoining to the church-yard is a field belonging to.the parſonage, 
which was formerly a rabbit-warren, and is ſaid in the ſurvey of 
Colham manor, bearing date 1636, to have been originally granted 
in 1427 for life only, by Richard Lord Strange to Thomas Bolton 
Biſhop of Worceſter. 
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In ſome of the old valors the rectory of Hillingdon is rated at 30 yauations, 


marks; in 1548 it was valued at 331. 6s. 8d. which is the reſerved 
rent now paid to the Biſhop, yet in the King's books it is rated only 
at 141. In 1650 the rectory was valued at 3ool. per annum“. In 
old records it is ſtyled the rectory and manor of Hillingdon, or the 
capital meſſuage, manor, rectory, &c. *? 

There is a portion of tithes in this pariſh iſſuing out of the 
demeſnes of the manor of Colham, which was formerly parcel of 
the poſſeſſions of the Abbot and Convent of Thame, and are now 
held on leaſe by Lord Boſton, under the Dean and chapter of 
Chriſt's Church, (in Oxford,) to whom they were granted on the 
diflolution of Monaſteries ”.

HILLINGDON. 


The vicarage, which is in the dioceſe of London, and in the 
Archdeaconry of Middleſex, was taxed in the old walors at 8 
marks. In the King's books it is rated at 161. The return of 
the Commiſſioners appointed to inquire into the ſtate of eccleſiaſtical 
benefices in 1650 ſtates, that the vicarage with two acres of glebe, 
two joggs of hay, and 13s. 4d. rent out of the reQory, with the 
ſmall tithes, was worth 351. per annum “. 


The advowſon has been veſted in the Biſhops of London ever ſince 
the vicarage was endowed in 1281“. 

Samuel Reynardſon, Eſq. who died in 1721, by his will bearing 
date 1715, gave the mortgage of an acre of land (which mortgage has 
been paid off, and the money produces an intereſt of 19s. per 
annum,) for a preparation ſermon on Good Friday. Mr. Reynard- 
ſon gave alſo by his will, all his printed books both at Hillingdon 
and in London, for the uſe of the Vicar of this pariſh, and his ſuc- 
ceſſors. He directed likewiſe that all his plants, whether in pots, 
tubs, or caſes, ſhould be ſold, and the money ariſing from the ſale 
laid out in building a room over the veſtry, or over Munſey's porch, 
and furniſhing it with ſhelves, a table, a Turkey carpet, or a green 
cloth, and chairs; and that the remainder ſhould be appropriated to 
the purchaſe of books to add to the library, which he directed ſhould 
be kept according to the rules contained in an act of parliament, 
paſſed in 1708, for the preſervation of parochial libraries. The room 
was built over the veſtry, where Mr. Reynardſon's library is ſtill pre- 
ſerved: it conſiſts chiefly of books in divinity, natural hiſtory, 
medicine, voyages and travels, poetry, and hiſtory ; among which 
are ſeveral valuable and ſcarce works, particularly Hiſtoria de Ethio- 
pia, 1557; Peter Martyr's Hiſtory of the Eaſt and Weſt Indies, 
(by Eden and Lok, ) 1612; Acoſta's Hiſtory of the Eaſt and Weſt

Lady Winford, who died in 1735, gave the ſum of pol. to pur- 
chaſe land, the produce of which ſhe directed to be applied to the 
purpoſe of keeping her tomb in repair, the overplus to be diſtributed 
among poor houſekeepers not receiving alms. The land purchaſed 
with this money, fince the late incloſure of Cowley field, produces

find from contemporary authority that the commiſſioners treated at

« at the fartheſt end of the town, in which houſe was appointed 
e them a very ſpacious room, well hanged and fitted with ſeats for 
e the commiſſioners. The Earl of Northumberland was quartered

«© market”.” The treaty-houſe, or as it is ſometimes called, the 
place-houſe, is an ancient btick-manſion (now let out in tenements) 
at the weſt end of the town, near the canal. It was formerly the 
ſeat of the Bennets. Leonora, Lady Bennet, died there in 1638. 
In 1689 it became the property of Wentworth Garneys, Eſq.” 
whoſe co-heirs, in 1724, making a partition of his property, this 
houſe fell to the ſhare of Charles Goſtlin, Eſq. having been then 
lately in the occupation of Sir Chriſtopher Abdy, Knt. deceaſed. 
After Sir Chriſtopher Abdy's death it was many years the reſidence 
of Dr. Thorold ??; it afterwards became a lodging-houle,

The head- quarters of the parliamentary army were fixed at Uxbridge 
on the 25th of June 1647. The General (Sir Thomas Fairfax) 
lodged at Mr. Henes, the Major-General at Mr. Gettins, the Lieut. 
General (Cromwell) at the Crown, the Commiſſary General (Ireton) 
at Mr. Matthew Bakers, Col. Lambert at Richard Stiles's, Col. 
Fleetwood at the Chequer, Col. Lilburn at William Nichols's, Col. 
Rich at Philip Brabourn's “, &c. &c. The army was quartered at 
Watford, Riſelip, Ickenham, Hillingdon, Cowley, Drayton, Har- 
mondſworth, Stanwell, and Staines, making a line of about ſixteen 
miles“ . The head-quarters were removed to Wickham on the 
29th "*. The army was quartered at Uxbridge again on the 3oth 
of July“. 

The manor of Uxbridge was annexed to that of Colham till the 
year 1669, when George Pitt, Eſq. reſerving Uxbridge, ſold Col- 
ham to Sir Robert Vyner. In 1695 George Pitt, Eſq. the younger, 
for the ſum of 5501. conveyed the manor of Uxbridge with the tolls of 
the market, and all other appurtenances, to John Dunſtall, William 
James, and others, inhabitants of the town. A ſubſequent deed of 
truſt declared the profits of the manor, markets, &c. to be appro- 


+ priated to charitable uſes '**, The truſt is renewed as often as the 


number of truſtees, originally ſeven, is reduced to three. The pre- 
ſent truſtees, who are ſtiled lords of the manor in truſt, are Mr.

Newcourt is under a miſtake when he aſſerts that the chapel at 
Uxbridge, was firſt built in 1447 by Robert Oliver and others“. 
Theſe perſons founded, as the King's grant expreſſes it, a guild 7» 
the chapel of St. Margaret at Woxbridge '””. The words of this 
grant ſufficiently imply, that a chapel exiſted here before, and it 
appears from other evidence that there was a chapel at Uxbridge at

leaſt as early as 1281, In the endowment of the vicarage of Hilling- 


don, which bears that date, the offerings made in the chapel at 
Wyxbrug on the feſtival of St. Margaret, being the fair-day, are de- 
clared to be the property of the vicar . The chapel, nevertheleſs, 
was not mentioned in the inſtrument of inſtitution to the vicarage 
till a later date“. 

Uxbridge chapel, dedicated to St. Margaret, is a gothic ſtructure, 
conſiſting of a chancel, nave, and two aiſles, ſeparated by octagonal 
pillars and pointed arches. The font is octagonal, ornamented 
with roſes and quatrefoils. At the weſt end is a low ſquare tower.

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George Townſend, Eſq. by his will bearing date 1682, gave 
certain tenements in Cradle Alley, Drury Lane, to Ralph Hawtrey, 
and others, in truſt for the purpoſe of appropriating one moiety of 
the rents towards the maintenance of a miniſter to reſide in or near 
Uxbridge, and the other for the maintenance of a miniſter to reſide 
in or near Colnbrook, and to officiate in thoſe chapels **', He after- 
wards directs that the donatives, as he calls them of Uxbridge and 
Colnbrook, when void, ſhall be conferred on his exhibitioners at 
Pembroke college, in Oxford, who had been educated in Crypt 
ſchool at Glouceſter. In the year 1706 a houſe was built by the 
inhabitants of Uxbridge for the leQturer, to be enjoyed by him and 
his ſucceſſors, on condition of their inſtructing ſix poor boys, (to be 
nominated by the vicar of Hillingdon and the churchwardens of 
Uxbridge,) in reading and writing, or in default of fo doing, paying 
the ſum of 61. per annum to the churchwardens . 
Urbuidge 4 Mr. Lightfoot the botaniſt, of whom mention has been already 

made, was miniſter of Uxbridge from 1767 till his death in 1788. 
He was ſucceeded by the Rev. John Hoſkins, M. A. who is the pre- 
ſent miniſter, on Mr. Townſend's foundation. The afternoon 
lecturer is the Rev. Thomas Mills vicar of Hillingdon. 

In the year 1447 Robert Oliver, Thomas Mundy, John Palmer,

51. 48. to be diſtributed weekly (being 28. a-week) among the poor. 

Sir George Garrett gave 41. per annum, to be divided among

Mr. John Garrett gave by will a „ of 31. 68. 8 d. to 
the poor of this pariſh. = THe dates of theſe benefactions could not 
be procured. 

George Pitt, Eſq. (lord of the manor of Uxbridge) anno 1693, 
gave by will the ſum of 201. (charged upon the tolls of the market,) 
to be divided in equal ſhares between ſix poor men or women. 

Michael Pearce, apothecary, who died in 1699, bequeathed the 
rents and profits of ſeveral houſes in Uxbridge (now let at 361. 1s. 
24, per annum) to be diſtributed among the poor of the ſaid town at 
the diſcretion of the truſtees ating under his will. 

John Lord Offulſton, who died in 1695, a few years before his 
death gave the ſum of 1001. to purchaſe lands for the purpoſe of 
apprenticing poor children. With this money was purchaſed a 
piece of land at Wewſley, in this pariſh, containing three acres, let 
at 41, per annum, afterwards exchanged for land at Norwood, which,

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to accommodate the late Lady Ducie, was again exchanged very 
beneficially for the charity, for thirteen acres of land in that pariſh, 
now producing 101. per annum, clear of all deductions; and from the 
circumſtance of the Grand Junction canal paſſing through it, the cha- 
rity is likely to be hereafter very materially benefited. 

In the year 1729, Edmund Baker, Edmund Blount, and others, 
lords of the manor of Uxbridge, executed a deed of truſt, by which 
the remainder of the manerial profits, the tolls of the market, &c. 
(after deducting 201. charged to a ſpecific uſe by Mr. Pitt, and 10 l. 
by Mrs. Clarke,) was appropriated to ſuch charitable purpoſes as the 
truſtees for the time being ſhould direct and appoint, for the benefit 
of the inhabitants of the borough of Uxbridge only. Among other 
charities maintained by this fund, are two ſchools, one for boys, in 
which there are now twenty, and the other for girls, in which are 
twenty-two. The profits of the market, &c. are now upwards of 
4001. per annum,

It is moſt probable 
alſo that the eſtate called Tykenham, adjudged in 1453 to, be within 
the pariſh of Hillingdon *, was comprehended in the foregoing de- 
ſcription. The heirs of Geoffrey de Magnaville, or Mandeville, had 
a fee in Ickenham as late as the year 1400 *. 

In 1316 the manor of Ickenham was veſted in Peter le Botiler *. 
In 1348 it was conveyed by John, ſon and heir of William de 
Brock, to John de Charlton, jun. citizen and mercer, for life, with 
remainder to Nicholas Shorediche, Ivetta his wife, and their heirs *. 
This manor has continued ever ſince in the family of Shordich, being 
now the property of Michael Shordich, Eſq. | 

In the year 1350 Boniface Lapyn releaſed to John de Charlton, 
all right in thoſe lands in the pariſh of Ickenham, which had been

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Robert, who, it is probable, was of Swalclyve, or Swallowclive, in 
Kent, I ſuppoſe that the manor of Swalclyve, Swallcliff, Swaclyff, 
or as it is now called Swakeley, took its name. This manor con- 
tinued in the Charlton family till the attainder of Sir Richard Charl- 
ton in 1486, when it was granted with the manors of Great Hilling- 
don, &c. and upon the like conditions, to Sir Thomas Bourchier *. 
In 1532 Henry Bourchier, Marquis of Exeter, granted this manor, 
together with the park, and certain lands in Great Hillingdon, 
Little Hillingdon, Uxbridge, Herſies, and Coppid Hall, with Pyn- 
cheſter farm, to Ralph Pexall and his heirs'. After this it ſeems to 
have been divided among ſeveral co-heirs in the Pexall family, for it 
appears that Margaret, daughter and co-heir of Sir Richard Pexall, 
who had been twice married, namely, to Francis Cotton and Oliver 
Becket, Eſq. died in 1582 ſeiſed of a fourth of a third part of this 
manor, John Becket her ſon, aged nine years, being her heir“. 
Bernard Brocas, Eſq. who died in 1589, was ſeiſed alſo of a fourth 
of a third part of this manor; Sir Pexall Brocas his ſon, aged 
twenty-one years, being his heir. Norden in his Speculum Bri- 


tanniæ, publiſhed in 1596, calls Swakeley, © ſome time a houſe 


„of the Brockeyes, now Sir Thomas Sherleyes '*;” by which it 
appears that the Brocas's reſided there. Whether Sir Thomas Sher- 
ley had any ſhare in the inheritance, or was only a tenant, does not 
appear. In 1612 eight out of twelve parts (into which the manor 
had been long divided) were aliened by John Cotton to John (after- 
wards Sir John) Bingley '*', who ſoon after became poſſeſſed of the 
remainder ; and in 1629 ſold the whole to Edmund (afterwards Sir 
Edmund) Wright, Alderman of London **, by whom the -prefent 
manſion was built in 1638. In 1641 Sir Edmund Wright was made 
Lord Mayor of London by the parliament, after they had diſplaced

Mayor of London, who entertained Charles II. at Guildhall. Swake- 
ley is now the property and reſidence of Thomas Clarke, Eſq.

The pariſh-church, dedicated to St. Giles, is a ſmall ancient 
ſtructure, conſiſting of a nave, chancel, and north aiſle. At the 
weſt end is a boarded ſpire. The font is octagonal, ornamented 
with quatrefoils. In the ſouth window of the chancel is the coat of 
Swanland “. 

On the ſouth wall are monuments in memory of Michael An 
dich, Eſq. '* 1623; Richard Shordich, his ſon, 1660; and Robert 
Shordich, Eſq.

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ALEHAM, or as it is written in ancient records Leleham, 

lies in the hundred of Spelthorne, being ſituated on the banks 

of the Thames, two miles from Staines, and about ſeventeen miles 
from London. The pariſh is bounded by Staines on the north, by 
Aſhford on the eaſt, by Littleton and Sheperton on the ſouth, and 
on the weſt by the river Thames, excepting where a part of Laleham 
pariſh extends on the Surrey {ide of the river, and forms a cow- 
paſture of about 200 Acres, called Laleham Burrway, divided into 
portions, called Cowfarrens. The adjoining pariſhes on the Surrey 
ſide, are Chertſey, Thorpe, and Egham.

I000 are arable. The ſoil is for the moſt part a mixture of loam 
and gravel. There is a common of conſiderable extent called Green- 
field, on which are the remains of an ancient encampment. Dr. 
Stukeley in his Itinerary aſſerts, that it was the camp where Cæſar 
halted the day after he paſſed the Thames. He tells us that it was 
the ſpot where he received an embaſſy from the Londoners, for whoſe 
accommodation he formed an additional camp round his prætorium; 
and he adds, that for the reception of the Cenimani, and other people 
who came to ſeek his alliance, he ordered a ſecond appendix to be 
made to the camp '. By the plate which accompanies Dr. Stukeley's

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work, this ſecond appendix, of which I could not perceive the traces, 
appears to be nearly as large as the areas of the original camp, and 
its firſt enlargement. The form of the two other camps, whoſe 
foſſes are very diſcernible, is that of an irregular parallelogrami. 
Their dimenſions, as meaſured with a line, are nearly as follows :— 
North fide of the outward camp about 4oo feet ; ſouth ſide about 
390; eaſt ſide about 420; weſt fide nearly 500. North fide of 
the inner camp about 245 feet; ſouth fide about 230; eaſt 
ſide about 285; weſt fide about 290. Suppoſing Cæſar to have 
croſſed the Thames at Coway-Stakes, a point on which antiquaries 
much differ *, this camp is not out of the line of his progreſs towards 
Hertfordſhire, but his reception of the Ambaſſadors here, as Stukeley 
deſcribes, or indeed that it was Cz/ar's camp, reſts ſolely upon 
conjecture. 

This pariſh is aſſeſſed the ſum of 2191. 148. to the land-tax, which Land-tax. 
is at the rate of about 2s. 11d. in the pound. 

The landed property in this pariſh is thus deſcribed in the record Manors. 
of Domeſday :—* Earl Morton” (Robert Earl of Mortain in Nor- 
mandy, and of Cornwall in England,) © holds two hides in Lele- 
“ ham, which are held under him by the Abbot of Fiſcamp” (in 
Normandy). © The land is one carucate and a half. There are

then held it, and could diſpoſe of it at pleaſure.” | 

The Abbot and Convent of Weſtminſter had an exemplification of 
their privileges and liberties in Laleham in the year 1254. The 
ſite of the manor of Billets (in Laleham), deſcribed as late parcel 
of the poſſeſſions of Weſtminſter Abbey, was demiſed in 1585 to 
John Kaye for 54 years*. In 1606 the leaſe was renewed to Henry 
Spiller, Eſq. for 40 years*, In 1622 the manor of Laleham and 
Billets (formerly parcel of the poſſeſſions of Weſtminſter Abbey, and 
afterwards annexed to the honour of Hampton Court *,) was granted 
in fee (ſubject to a rent of 381. per annum,) to Sir Thomas Middel- 
ton and John Williams, Eſq. * truſtees, it is probable, for Sir Henry 
Spiller, whoſe daughter Catherine, brought this manor in marriage 
to Sir Thomas Reynell, or as the name is ſpelt in ſome records, 
Reynolds. It was purchaſed of a deſcendant of the ſame name in 
1746, by Sir James Lowther-of Whitehaven, Bart.“ of whom it was 
inherited (in 1755) by the preſent proprietor, then Sir James 
Lowther of Lowther, Bart. now Earl of Lonſdale.

The pariſh church, dedicated to All Saints, has a double chancel, 
a nave, and north aiſle, ſeparated by round pillars, with Saxon capi- 
tals, and circular arches. The chancel is of brick. At the weſt end 
is a ſquare tower of the ſame materials, much out of repair.

The great tithes of Laleham were granted in 1602 to Guy Godol- 
phin and John Smyth. In 1650 they were valued at 1001. per 
annum, being then in the occupation of Mr. Thomas Stapley, as 
tenant of George and Robert Homes. Towards the latter end of 
the century, they became the property of John Phillips, Eſq. whoſe 
grandſon Phillips Gibbon, Eſq. had a daughter Elizabeth, married 
to Joddrell, Eſq. Mrs. Joddrell ſold the great tithes of Lale- 
ham to Mrs. Mary Jefferſon, who in 1773 aliened them to Samuel 
Freeman, Eſq. They are now the property of Capt. John Coggan of 
the India Houſe, who married his daughter. 

The benefice of this place was anciently a vicarage. About the year 
1439 it became a chapel of eaſe to Staines '*, and ſo continued till 
the diſſolution of the Convent of Weſtminſter. Henry VIII. granted 
the advowſon of the vicarage of Laleham to the Dean and Chapter 
of that Church . In the chantry roll“ bearing date 1548, Sir 
John Wylles is ſtyled vicar of Laleham, and the vicarage valued at 
81. per annum. In 1560 Queen Elizabeth confirmed, or renewed

The 
pariſh is bounded by Aſhford, Sunbury, Sheperton, and Laleham, and 
by the river Thames. It is of no great extent, not exceeding, as I 
have been informed, 1000 acres. The proportion of arable and graſs

The Middleſex fide of Chertſey bridge ſtands in this pariſh. The 
preſent bridge, which is toll free, was built at the expence of the 
counties of Surrey and Middleſex, and finiſhed in 1785, after a deſign 
of Payne. It conſiſts of five principal and two collateral arches. There 
had been a wooden bridge on the ſame ſite in Leland's time.

It is probable that it had been long in the poſſeſſion of 
the Lambells, as Mr. Lambell, who died in 1783, at the age of 86, 
is called on his tomb the laſt of that ancient family, 


The manſion in which Mr. Wood reſides has been the property 
of his family for ſomewhat more than a century, a conſiderable 
eſtate having been annexed to it. 


The pariſh-church, dedicated to St. Mary Magdalen, conſiſts of Pariſh 
a nave, chancel, and two aiſles, ſeparated by circular pillars and 2 91728 
pointed arches. At the weſt-end is a ſquare brick tower, embattled. 
The chancel, which is paved with black and white marble, has lancet 
windows. On the north fide are ſome buildings communicating 
with each other, appropriated as burial places for the family of 
Wood. Over the door of one of them, on the outſide, is the follow- 
ing inſcription :—* Deo & Memoriæ ſacrum. M, DCC, VI.” 

On the chancel floor is a braſs plate in memory of Blanche, wife 


of Sir Hugh Vaughan, who died in 1553 (She was daughter of 
Caſtell. —Sir Hugh's firſt wife was Lady Anne Percy, daugh- 
ter of Henry Earl of Northumberland, who was ſlain at St. Alban's 


in 1455, and reli of Sir Thomas Hungerford, and of Sir Laurence 
Rainsford *). |

The rectory of Littleton, which is in the dioceſe of London, and 
in the Archdeaconry of Middleſex, was rated in the old valors at 
14 marks*; in the King's books at 141. per annum. In 1650 this 
rectory, to which about 50 acres of glebe are ſaid to have belonged, 
was valued at gol. per annum. John Leare was then rector“, having 
been put in, it is probable, on the ejection of Edward Weſtley, who 
was reinſtated in 1660, and died in 1673, Edmund Taylor was ap- 
pointed by Oliver Cromwell in 1655. 


About the year 1335 the advowſon of this rectory was veſted in 
Edmund de Wynton“. In 1372 it was given by Sir Guy de Bryen 
to the priory of Hounſlow *. Edward Wyndſor was leſſee of the 
manor and rectory in 1545. In 1609 the advowſon was granted 
to William Hughes“.

The preſent number of houſes is 27 ; of inhabitants about 150. 

In 1603 there were ten burials, ſix of which were out of one — 
family. It is moſt probable, therefore, that the perſons then interred 
were victims to the plague. In 1625 there were two burials; in 
1665, five.

HIS village, which in ancient records is called Riſelepe, Rou- Name. 


ſlep, Rueſlyppe, Ruyſlippe, Ruyſlyp, Ruſlip, and Ryſlep, 
lies in the hundred of Elthorne, four miles north of the Uxbridge 
road, and ſeventeen miles from London. The pariſh is bounded by 
the Pinner diviſion of Harrow on the eaſt, by Northall on the ſouth, 
Ickenham on the ſouth-weſt, Harefield on the north-weſt, and Rick- 
manſworth, in Hertfordſhire, on the north. It contains about 4020 
acres of land, according to cuſtomary meaſure (18 feet to the pole). 
Of theſe about 800 are wood. A large diſtrict of the cultivated 
lands (compriſing the Eaftcott and Norwood eftates) was meaſured 
in 1788, and found to contain 2631 acres 3 roods 38 perches; of 


which 1822 acres 3 roods 38 perches were in common fields, and 808 


acres 2 roods incloſed. Of the incloſed lands 245 acres 1 rood 34 
perches were arable, and 557 acres 2 roods 6 perches meadow; of 
the common fields 1295 acres 1 rood 28 perches were arable, 
527 acres 2 roods 10 perches meadow. The Southcote diſtrict, 
which was not then meaſured, is computed to contain about 600 
acres, of which about 3o acres are woodland, 60 arable, and the re- 
mainder meadow, The ſoil is a ſtiff clay. 


* This is ſaid to be the only pariſh in is in uſe: the ſtatute meaſure is 16 feet and 
Middleſex in which the cuſtomary meaſure a half to a pole. 
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This pariſh is aſſeſſed the ſum of 5301. to the land-tax, which is 
at the rate of about 28. 44 d. in the pound. 

There was anciently a religious houſe at Riſelip, of which Richard 
de Flammavil was prior in 1259*. It was then a cell to the Abbey 
of Bec Harlewin, in Normandy ; but it appears that the monks were 
not long afterwards removed, and the houſe, with the manor of 
Riſelip, became parcel of the priory of Okeburn (in Wilts), which 
was a cell to the ſame Abbey *. 

The manor is thus deſcribed in the record of Domeſday :—© Ernul- 
« fus de Heſding holds the manor of Riſlepe, which is taxed at 30 
* hides, The land is 20 carucates. There are 11 hides in de- 
„ meſne, on which are three ploughs. The freemen and villans 
« have twelve ploughs between them, and five more might be em- 
« ployed. The prieſt has half a hide; two villans hold a hide joint- 
e ly; there are 17 villans who have a virgate each; 10 who hold 
half a virgate each, and ſeven bordars who have each four acres. 
There are eight cottars, and four ſlaves. Four foreigners hold 
three hides and a virgate. There is paſture for the cattle of the 
„ manor, and a park for beaſts of the foreſt. Pannage for 1500 
« hogs, and 20 pence rents. The total value is 201. per annum, 
« When entered upon by the preſent owner it was 12 J.: in 
« King Edward (the Confeſſor's) time 30 l. It was then the 
« property of Wlward Wit the King's Thane, who might diſpoſe 
« of it to whom he pleaſed.” Ernulfus de Heſding above men- 
tioned, gave this manor to the Abbot and Convent of Bec Harlewin, 
in Normandy *. In 1253 the Abbot of Bec had a charter of free- 


warren in this manor *, which became not long afterwards (as has 


been already mentioned) annexed to the priory of Okeburn. Henry 
the Fourth having ſeized all the poſſeſſions of the alien priories,

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granted Okeburn, with all its appurtenances, to his third ſon John 
Duke of Bedford, for life. The Duke, in conſequence of this grant, 
died ſeiſed of the manor of Riſelip in 1436. It was then valued at 68 1. 
per annum. King Henry VI. gave the manor of Riſelip, with a 
place called Northouſe, or Northwood, to John Somerſet for lite ; 
and ſoon afterwards (in 1442) granted it in perpetuity (after the 
death of the ſaid John Somerſet) to the Univerſity of Cambridge. 
It appears nevertheleſs that King Edward IV. in the firſt year of his 
reign granted this manor to the Provoſt and Fellows of King's collegein 
that Univerſity *; and it till continues to be their property. It was 
held under the College by the Aſhby family for many generations, 
They were in poſſeſſion as long ago as the reign of Queen Elizabeth, 
and probably at a much earlier period. The Marquis of Saliſbury 
is the preſent leſſee. | 

The celebrated Alice Perrers who was attainted by act of parlia- 
ment in 1378, was found by an inquiſition of that date, to be ſeiſed 
(jointly with William Smith) of an undivided moiety of the manor 
of Southcote, in this pariſh, held under the prior of Harmondſworth, 
the Prior of Okeburn, and other lords, by certain rents amounting 
altogether to 55s. To this moiety belonged 100 acres of arable 
land, valued at 3d, an acre; 10 acres of meadow, valued at 1od. an 
acre; 2 acres of wood ; ſervices of the tenants, valued at 73s. rents 
of aſſize 358.“ In the year 1407 William Smith, alias Southcote, 
releaſed to Thomas Arthington, and his heirs, all his right in what- 
ſoever lands had belonged to Robert or Richard Southcote in Riſe- 
lip, Harmondſworth, Stanwell, &c. After this I find nothing re- 
lating to the manor of Southcote ; but it appears that in 1719 Henry 
Seymer, Eſq. of Hanford, in Dorſetſhire, ſold a capital meſſuage

Lady Banckes is celebrated in hiſtory for her courageous defence 
of Corfe caſtle againſt the parliamentary army. When the Lord 
Chief Juſtice went to join the King in 1642, his Lady, with her 
family, retired to this caſtle, which was her huſband's property. 
She remained unmoleſted till May 1643, when the caſtle was at- 
tacked by a ſmall party of the enemy. It was ill ſupplied for a ſiege, 


they had only four pieces of ordnance, and a flender ſtock of pro- 


viſions ; yet with five men only, affiſted by her ſervants, did Lady 
Banckes defend herſelf, till at length being ſtraightened for proviſions, 
ſhe agreed to deliver up her guns, upon condition of being per- 
mitted to remain peaceably with her family in the caſtle, The 
enemy now became remiſs, thinking the caſtle thus diſmantled, of 


" Arms—S. a feſſe A. between three eſcallop ſhells O. 
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little conſequence, by which means Lady Banckes had an oppor- 
tunity of completely victualling it; and having the aſſiſtance of a 
ſmall garriſon, commanded by Captain Laurence, in the month of 
July following ſhe was enabled to defend herſelf againſt five or ſix 
hundred of the enemy's forces, who after ſeveral unſucceſsful at- 
tacks, in the laſt of which they had 100 men killed and wounded, 
were compelled to raiſe the ſiege. She herſelf, with her daugh- 
ters and maid- ſervants, aſſiſted by five men, took her poſt at the 
upper ward. In one of the attacks the beſiegers made uſe of a 
machine, called a ſow made of boards, lined with wool : but on its 
advancing towards the caſtle, the beſieged aimed their ſhot at the 
legs of the men who ſupported it, one of them was killed, and nine 
ran away. The charge for making this machine is thus entered in 
the accounts of the Treaſurer of the county.

John Duke of 
Bedford having had a grant for life of the poſſeſſions of that priory, 
gave his intereſt in this and other rectories, &c. to the Dean and 
Chapter of Windſor. The grant was confirmed by Henry V. and 
Edward IV. who having granted alſo the perpetuity**, the Dean 
and Chapter have been ever ſince impropriators of the rectory, and 
patrons of the vicarage. | |

Sheperton lies in the hundred of Spelthorne, by the banks of the 
Thames, at the diſtance of four miles and a half from Staines, and 
ſeventeen from London. The pariſh is bounded by Sunbury, Walton, 


Weybridge, and Littleton. 


A ſmall part of Walton is on the Mid- 


dleſex fide of the river, and a ſmall part of Sheperton on the Surrey 
ſide. The pariſh of Sheperton contains about 2000 acres of land, 
of which about 300 are arable, and 24 oſier ground. There are no 
commons of any extent, but the inhabitants have a cow-paſture of 
58 acres, which is half year's land. The right of this paſture is divided 
into 117 parts, called Cow Farrens, each of which entitles the owner 


to keep one cow.

About a furlong to the weſt of Walton bridge ', which connects 
this pariſh with Walton, in Surrey, are the celebrated Coway Stakes, 


. * Walton bridge was firſt built of wood, 
at the expence of Samuel Dicker, Eſq. 
of Walton, purſuant to an act of parliament 
paſſed 20 Geo. II. It was finiſhed in 1750, 
under the direction of William Etheridge, the 
architect. The centre arch, 130 feet in 
breadth, was eſteemed a very remarkable 
piece of mechaniſm. In 1780 the bridge hav- 
ing become ruinous, Michael Dicker Sanders, 


Eſq. in whom the property was then veſted, 
obtained an act of parliament to rebuild it, 
and an increaſe of tolls.

to preponderate, and it appears much more probable that they are

among others Sheperton, and Upper Halford, which he gave to Sir 
Robert Cranker '. In the year 1297 the manor of Sheperton be- 
longed to the Beauchamps of Hacche in Somerſetſhire; a record of 
that date ſpeaks of it as held under the King, but an inquiſition 
bearing date 1343 ſtates, that John Lord Beauchamp of Hacche, who 
died that year, was ſeiſed of the manor of Sheperton, held of the 
Abbot and Convent of Weſtminſter, by the rent of 101. to be paid 
in money. The annual value of the manor is thus ſtated; a meſ- 
ſuage 3s. 4d. 163 acres and 3 roods of land at 6d. an acre, 41. 1s. 
10=d.; 41 acres of meadow 31. 18. 6d. ; 20 acres of paſture 3s. 4d. ; 
quit-rents 61. 5s. gd. ; copyhold rents gl. 28. 4d.; 5 quarters of 
barley 158.; 19 hens and a cock 28. 5d.; beſides certain labour due 
from the tenants*. John Lord Beauchamp of Hacche (ſon to the 
laſt mentioned Lord Beauchamp), died without iſſue in 1361 *, 
when this manor appears to have been inherited by Cecilia his ſiſter 
and co-heir (the wife of Turberville), who preſented to the 
rectory in 1386. Before the year 1430 the manor and advow- 
ſon appear to have been veſted, in John Lord Tiptoft, who died in 
1443, being ſeiſed, among other poſſeſſions, of the rents and profits 
of the manor of Sheperton, valued at 20 marks per annum, and 
held under the Abbot and Convent of Weſtminſter . The feoffees 
of John Tiptoft Earl of Worceſter, who was beheaded in 1471, 
appear to have been in poſſeſſion of this manor the year after his 
execution '*, In 1494 the manor and advowſon were the property 
of Bartholomew Read, citizen of London, afterwards Sir Bartho-

1540, (when Henry VIII. preſented to the rectory, by reaſon of the 
minority of John Read ,) and perhaps later. In 1574 Charles 
Lord Howard of Effingham preſented to the rectory as of his own 
right”, In 1638 the manor and reQory were veſted in Sir Henry 
Spiller, whoſe daughter and heir Katherine, brought them in mar- 


riage to Sir Thomas Reynell. From him the manor of Sheperton 


deſcended to Henry Reynell, Eſq. who aſſumed his maternal an- 
ceſtor's name of Spiller in addition to his own. In 1741 it was pur- 
chaſed of certain truſtees acting for Mary, reli&t of Brent Reynell 
Spiller, Eſq. (ſon of the above Henry), and her ſon Henry Reynell 
Spiller by Francis Stratford, Eſq. of Merewell, in the county of 
Warwick, and Joſeph Aſhton '*, who were truſtees for Penelope, 
the infant daughter of Mr. Stratford, now wife of Richard Dug- 
dale, Eſq. of Blyth Hall“, in Warwickſhire, who is in her right 
lord of the manor. 

In ſome fields adjoining to Sheperton, called the Wall Cloſes, are 
ſome veſtiges of buildings, being the ſite, as I was informed, of the 
old manor houſe, the reſidence of the Reynells. They are deſcribed 
by Gale and Stukeley as a Roman camp, to which they ſeem to 
have little reſemblance. There is a plate of the fields and the vil- 
lage of Sheperton in Stukeley's Itinerary. 

The pariſh-church, dedicated to St. Nicholas, conſiſts of a chancel, 
nave, and two tranſepts. At the weſt end is a ſmall ſquare tower, 
embattled.

The rectory of Sheperton, which is in the dioceſe of London, and 
in the Archdeaconry of Middleſex, was rated in the old walors at 
22 marks, out of which the Abbot and Convent of Weſtminſter had 
a portion of 408. In the King's books it is rated at 261.; in 1548 
it was valued at 40 l.“; in 1650 at 130l. as appears by the return 
of the commiſſioners appointed to inquire into the ſtate of eccleſiaſti- 
cal benefices ; by which return it appears, that there was in this 
pariſh a farm called Halford (in the occupation of William Weſt- 
brook), the tithes of which were worth 2ol. per annum, out of 
which 16s. only was paid to the rector; and that there were 26 
acres of meadow in the poſſeſſion of William Styles and Clement 
Gregory, the tithes of which were worth 24s. per annum, no part 
of which was paid to the miniſter. The glebe is ſaid to be 19 acres, 
John Doddridge was then incumbent * 

The patronage of this rectory was annexed to the manor till about 
the year 1683, when Henry Hawley, Eſq. appears to have preſented 
to it as of his own right *. Early in the following century it be- 
came veſted in the Harwoods, of whom it was purchaſed a few years 
ago by the preſent rector“. 

William Grocyn, inſtituted to this rectory in 1504, is ſuppoſed to 
have been the ſame perſon who about that time diſtinguiſhed himſelf 
as a learned divine, and was the intimate friend and correſpondent of 
Eraſmus. He wrote on Grammar, and ſome other ſmall treatiſes, 
beſides epigrams, &c. This William Grocyn was a native of

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Bohun, Earl of Hereford, heir of the Mandevilles. Thomas de 
Leuknore, his ſon, had a grant of free-warren in South Mims anno 
1313. The ſame Thomas in 1316, is called lord of the manor of 
South Mims*. His deſcendant Sir Roger Leuknore died ſeiſed of 
this manor in 1479*. The ſame year it was aliened by Thomas Leuk- 
nore, Eſq. to Giles Daubeny and others. Soon after this it be- 
came veſted in the Crown, and was granted in 1484 by Richard the 
Third to Richard Scrope, as a recompence for his good ſervices in 
ſuppreſſing treaſons and rebellions, and ſupporting his right to the 
Crown ®, The manor was then valued at 441. per annum, the fee- 
farm rent to the Crown was 31. After this I find nothing relative 
to the manor of South Mims till 1575, when Edward Lord Windſor 
died ſeiſed of it, being then held under the King, as of his caſtle of 
Hertford *. How long it continued in the Windſor family, or by 
what means, or at what time it came into the poſſeſſion of the an- 
ceſtors of the Marquis of Saliſbury, who is the preſent proprietor, I 
have not been able to aſcertain ; but it appears that it was their pro- 
perty as early as the year 1661, when it was comprized in a ſettle- 
ment made by William Earl of Saliſbury, upon the marriage of his 
grandſon, Lord Cranbourn, with Lady Margaret Manners *,

Henry Frowyk, who was ſettled at London 
in 1329, was ſixth in deſcent from Thomas Frowyk of the Oldfold, the 
firſt perſon mentioned in the pedigrees of the family. This Thomas 
married the daughter and heir of John Adrian. Thomas Frowyk, a 
younger brother of Henry above mentioned, inherited the Oldfold 
eſtate, which continued in the family till his grandſon's time. In 
the year 1397 the manor of Oldfold was the property of Thomas 
Charlton“. It now belongs to Thomas Allen, Eſq. whoſe anceſtor 
Sir Thomas Allen became poſſeſſed of it about the middle of the 
ſeventeenth century, by marrying the daughter and heir of Sir 
Thomas Vernon. 

In the year 1479 Henry Kyghley and Thomas Bartelot, were 
found by an inquiſition to be ſeiſed of a meſſuage, 80 acres of arable 
land, 44 of paſture, 48 of wood, and 11. rent, which eſtate was 
called Wylyottys, and was held under the manor of South Mims ©, 
Theſe perſons appear to have been truſtees for the family of Leuknore, 
or Lewknor, who it is probable had long enjoyed this eſtate, of 
which they continued in poſſeſſion a conſiderable time after they had 
ſold the manor of South Mims. In the year 1562 Thomas Lewknor, 
Eſq. aliened this eſtate, then deſcribed as the manor of Williotts, to 
William Doddes and Katherine his wife. In 1575 they conveyed it to 
Robert Staniford of Pury-Hall, in the county of Stafford ; in 1594

James Hickſon, by his will bearing date Feb. 16, 1686-7, be- 
queathed this eſtate to the Brewers' Company“ in truſt, for the pur- 
poſe of endowing and keeping in repair certain alms-houſes founded 
by him in this pariſh. 

A rent-charge of 201. per annum iſſuing out of the manor of 
Williotts, was ſold by the Lewknors in 1568 to William Larke, and 
after ſome intermediate aſſignments, was purchaſed by Robert Tay- 
lor, who was proprietor of the manor from 1594 to 1603. It has 


ſince paſſed with the manor. 

Thomas Frowyk (grandfather of Henry Frowyk, who. was of Manor of 
London in 1329,) having married Margaret, daughter and heir of John —— 
Derham, Eſq. became poſſeſſed of an eſtate in this pariſh, ſince called 
the manor of Derhams, or Durhams, which continued to be the pro- 
perty of his deſcendants in 1475 ; and it is probable long after- 
wards. John Lacye, citizen and cloth-worker of London, (who 
had a villa at Putney, in Surrey, where he frequently entertained 
Queen Elizabeth,) was proprietor of Derhams in 1593. In 1683 
this manor was the property of Thomas Auſten, Eſq. ; in 1733 it

On the floor are memorials of the following perſons : Richard 
Keterich, Eſq. 1621 ; Prudence, his wife, daughter of Henry Dyne 
of Haidon, in the county of Norfolk, 1602 ; Dame Mary Turner, 
daughter of Henry Ewer (no date); George Terry, Eſq. 1741; 
Edward Terry, many years phyſician to the Engliſh faQtory at Aleppo, 
1760; and Mr. Richard Maddocks, 1745. 

The north aiſle appears to have been rebuilt in 1526. The win- 


dows were made at the expence of certain inhabitants of the pariſh, 


whoſe portraits are repreſented in ſtained glaſs, with their names and 


the date abovementioned. Some of theſe inſcriptions are mutilated ; 


but it appears by a note in the pariſh regiſter, bearing date 1621, 
that the firſt window, abutting weſtward, was made by Richard 
Walter and John Bowman ; the ſecond by the young men and maids 
of the pariſh ; the third by Robert Hunt; the fourth by Thomas 
Francis ; and the fifth by the good women of the pariſh. One of the 
windows of the nave (as it appears by. the ſame note) was made in 
1541 at the expence of Edward Jones, citizen and merchant-taylor. 

On the north wall of the north aiſle, is the monument of Anne, 
wife of Charles Roſs, 1768; in the north-eaſt corner that of Mr. 
Richard-Maddocks, 1750. On the floor are the tombs of Martha, 
daughter of Henry Ewer, 1628 ; Mary, relict of Daniel Luddington, 
1731; and Jane Roſs, their daughter, 1765. 

In the porch beneath the belfry is a tomb (with figures in braſs 
of the deceaſed, his wife, fix ſons, and twelve daughters,) in me- 
mory of Thomas Frowyk.

The rectory of South Mims was given by Geoffrey de Mande- Reder) 


ville Earl of Eſſex, to the Abbot and Convent of Walden. After 
the diſſolution of religious houſes it was granted by Henry VIII. 
(anno 1539,) to Thomas Lord Audley ”. Before the year 1546 it 
became the property of William Staunford, Eſq. who by an in- 
denture of that date, aliened it to Lord Wriotheſley **. The ſame 
year the King granted it to John Voyſey, or Harman, Biſhop of 
Exeter. In 1547 this rectory was conveyed by Richard Sampſon 
| Biſhop of Litchfield and Coventry, to Thomas Fiſher, who in 1 549, 
procured a confirmation from the Crown. The next year he de- 
miſed it to William Clarke for ſixty years. In 1552 the fee of 
this rectory being veſted in Sir William Cavendiſh, he exchanged it 
with the King for other eſtates ®, In 1558 Sir Thomas Pope, then 
proprietor of the rectory, procured an exemplification of Lord Audley's 
grant. Queen Elizabeth (it being again veſted in the Crown, ) de- 
miſed it in 1576 for twenty-one years, at the rent of 211. 1s. 6d. 
to James Conyers, he undertaking to diſprove the validity of former 
leaſes**. In 1606 King James granted the rectory of South Mims 
to William Harriſon, Thomas Bulbeck, and their heirs “. It has 
for a conſiderable time been united to the manor, and is now the pro- 
perty of the Marquis of Saliſbury. 

In the old valors this rectory is rated at 22 marks“; in 1548 it 
was valued at 20l.“; in 1650 at 1141. Steven Ewer was then leſſee 
at the reſerved rent of 601.” |

in 1650 it was valued at 30 J.“ 


The preſent vicar is Peter Aſhton Hamond, M. A. inſtituted in 
1790, on the reſignation of the Rev. John Heathfield. 


There was a chantry in the church of South Mims, founded 
about the year 1448, for Thomas Frowyk, and Elizabeth his wife, 
and endowed with a houſe and lands of conſiderable value. This 
eſtate was granted by Henry VIII. in 1547 to his phyſician, 
Walter Cromer, or Abercromer, ſubje& to a rent of 168.“ In 
1561 Thomas Abercromer had the Queen's licence to convey the 
chantry, with three meſſuages, 200 acres of arable land, 50 of 


meadow, 200 of paſture, and 80 of wood, in South Mims, to Thomas 
Blackwell, his heirs, and aſſignss. I cannot find who is the 
preſent proprietor of theſe chantry lands. 


There is a Quakers' meeting-houſe in this pariſh, now deſerted ; 


a chapel for the independents, lately built ; and a methodiſts' meet- 


ing-houſe near the town of Barnet.

In 1548 the number of hou/lyng people in this pariſh was 340 
Within the laſt 5o years the population ſeems to have diminiſhed, 
but the decreaſe of baptiſms is in this pariſh no certain criterion, 
ſince many of the pariſhioners whoſe houſes lie contiguous to Hadley 
and Barnet, being ſo far diſtant from their own church have their 
children baptized in thoſe pariſhes. The preſent number of houſes is 
about 230; that of inhabitants about 970. 

In 1603 there were 32 burials; in 1624, 52; in 1625, 54. In 
1665 the names of ſeven perſons only are entered; of thoſe who died 
of the plague there is no mention, excepting in the following extra- 
ordinary note: beſides above 100 more who died of the plague 
the ſame year.” |

James Hickſon, Eſq. who died in 1689, 3 in his lifetime 
built a ſet of ſix alms-houſes for poor widows, at Dancer's-Hill in 
this pariſh, by his laſt will, bearing date Feb. 16, 1686-7, bequeathed 


the manor of Williots (already deſcribed **,) to the Brewers' Company 


in truſt, for their endowment, directing that a penſion of 41. per 


annum ſhould be allowed to each widow, with a load of fire-wood ; 
and every other year a gown ; the remainder of the income being 


appropriated to keep the houſes in repair. The women are now 
allowed 11. per annum in lieu of the fire-wood. 

The alms-houſes adjoining to the church-yard were built for five 
poor widows, by John Howkins, Eſq. and endowed with 20s. per 
annum iſſuing out of Wrotham Park, the ſeat of George Byng, Eſq. 

There is no endowed ſchool, but the children of the poor are 
taught by a voluntary ſubſcription of the inhabitants. 


Mr. Paul Jervis, who died in 1718, gave 20s. per annum to the 


vicar, for a ſermon on Chriſtmas eve, and 40s. to be diſtributed in 
bread among ſuch poor perſons as ſhall attend divine ſervice on that 
day. : | 

Mr. Ewer gave 10s. per annum to the vicar for a ſermon on Good 
Friday, charged on a houſe, now the Black Horſe. 

The Chantry Roll in the Augmentation Office, which bears date 


1548, ſpeaks of 12 acres of land belonging to the church, the gift of 
ſome perſon then unknown.

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N ancient records this place is called Stana, which is the Saxon Etymology. 
I word for a ſtone. The name of Stana was common to many 
places in the kingdom, moſt of which are now called Stone. Cam- 
den ſuppoſes this place to have derived its name from a boundary 
ſtone in the river marking the juriſdiction of the city of London“. 
The modern way of ſpelling the name is Staines. 

Staines is a market-town in the hundred of Spelthorne, ſituated Situation. 
on the banks of the Thames, ſixteen miles from London, on the 
great weſtern road. The pariſh is bounded by Stanwell on the north, Boundaries. 
by Aſhford on the eaſt, Laleham on the ſouth, and by the River 
Thames on the weſt. It contains 748 acres and 16 perches of 
cultivated land, of which 666 acres 1 rood 20 perches are arable *. 
The foil is principally black mould, covering a ftratum of loam ; Soil. 
in ſome parts gravel prevails. 

This pariſh is aſſeſſed the ſum of 4601. 158. 9d. to the land-tax, Land-tax. 
which is at the rate of about two ſhillings in the pound. 

The town of Staines is governed by two conſtables and four head- 
boroughs. The market is on Fridays. In the year 1228 an annual Market and 
fair at this place was granted to the Abbot and Convent of Weſt. .

The Bridge. Staines bridge appears to have been one of the moſt ancient in the 
county: three oaks out of Windſor-foreſt were granted by the 


Crown for its repair in 1202 *, 


Various grants of pontage, or a 


temporary toll to defray the expence of repairs, were made from 
time to time, as appears by records at the Tower *. 

In 1509 an act of parliament paſſed, by which the Chancellor 
of England, or the Lord Keeper for the time being, was autho- 
riſed to depute certain perſons of the town of Staines to receive 
ſuch tolls as had aforetime been accuſtomed to be paid, and employ 
them in repairing the bridge. Another act paſſed in the year 1597, 
empowering the Chancellor, or Lord Keeper, to appoint two per- 
ſons of Staines, and two of Egham, to receive tolls as aforeſaid for the 
repairs of Staines bridge and Egham cauſeway. In 1791 an act paſſed 
appointing commiſſioners for the purpoſe of building a new bridge; 
under this act, certain tolls are allowed to be taken, on which the 
money raiſed for building the bridge is charged. In purſuance of 
this act a ſtone bridge of three arches was begun in the month of 
Auguſt 1792, and opened in the month of March 1797 ; but in con- 
ſequence of one of the piers having ſunk, two of the arches are now 
taken down for the purpoſe of being rebuilt. 7 

The river Colne falls into the Thames near Staines church. 


Dr. Stukeley ſuppoſes a Roman road, which he calls the Via T; Tino-

Weever mentions a priory at this town, founded by Ralph de Staf- 
ford. The priory he deſcribes was at Stone, in Staffordſhire, in 
ancient records called Stane. Speed has fallen into the ſame error. 

The manor of Staines was given, or confirmed to the Abbot and 
Convent of Weſtminſter by Edward the Confeſſor, in 1066*. It is 
thus deſcribed in the ſurvey of Domeſday :—* The Abbot of St. 
“ Peter holds the manor of Stanes, which is rated at 19 hides. The 
&* land is 24 carucates. Eleven hides belong to the demeſne, on 
* which are 13 ploughs. The villans have eleven ploughs. There 
are three villans who hold half a hide each; four who have a hide 
© between them; eight who have half a virgate each; 36 bordars 
« who have three hides between them; a villan who has one vir- 
« gate; four bordars who have between them 40 acres ; ten bordars 
© who have five acres each; five cottars who have four acres each; 
eight bordars who have a virgate between them; and four cottars 
« who have nine acres. There are 12 ſlaves, and 46 burgeſſes, 
« who pay rents amounting to 40s. per annum. There are fix 
“ mills yielding 64s. and one wear which yields 6s. 8d. and more. 
There is pannage for 30 hogs, and two acres of vineyard. To this 
« manor belong four berewicks, or hamlets, which belonged to it 
“ jn the reign of King Edward (the Confeſſor). The total value is 
« 351. per annum. In King Edward's time it was 401. This manor 
« is parcel of the ancient demeſnes of the church of St. Peter.” 
Chriſtian, wife of Robert de Pynkney, who died in 1276, was ſeiſed 
of the cuſtody of the manor of Staines, which had been before that

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time enjoyed by Thomas de Pynkney and by Henry de Pynkney. 
After the deceaſe of the ſaid Chriſtian, the reverſion was veſted in 
Thomas de Arderne ®, Upon the diſſolution of religious houſes this 
manor, then valued at 331. 18s. 1od. per annum **, became veſted in 
the Crown. It was granted by James the Firſt in 16143 to Thomas Lord 
Knyvet'. In 1629 Thomas Knyvet, Eſq. conveyed it to Sir 
Francis Leigh, from whoſe family it paſſed in 1669 to Sir Wil- 
liam Drake. In 1678 it was purchaſed of Sir William Drake by 
Richard Tayler, Eſq. '* and is now in the poſſeſſion of Mrs. Tayler, 
relict of the late Richard Tayler, Eſq. 

Andrew de Guildford, who died in 1351, held 60 acres of land, 
and 40s. rent in Staines, under Richard de Lovel, the reverſion of 
which, on the death of the ſaid Richard was veſted in Muriella, 
wife of Richard Seymour, couſin and heir of Richard de Lovel **. 
William Wortham, who died in 1424, held for the term of his life 

Manor of the manor of Grovebarnys, in this pariſh, by leaſe from Sir Richard 
— de Santo Mauro, (Seymour) ſen. the reverſion of which was found 
by the inquiſition then taken, to belong to Alice, wife of Sir William 
Zouch, (Lord Zouch of Harringworth,) daughter of Sir Richard de 
St. Maur, jun. (being then 14 years of age). It was valued at 
458. per annum“. William Lord Zouch, (ſon of the ſaid Alice,) 
died ſeiſed of this manor in 1469 ; John Le Zouch his ſon and heir, 
being then eight years of age. After this period I find nothing of 
it upon record. It appears from deeds in the poſſeſſion of the pre- 
ſent proprietor, that William Knowles ſold the manor of Grove- 
barnes, in 1634, to James Chapman, by whom it was aliened -in

Thomas Walyngton, by whom it had been again aſſigned to the 
Abbot and Convent of Weſtminſter. Theſe lands were confirmed to 
the Convent by the King in 1397". It ſeems probable, that this 
was the ſame eſtate which was called afterwards the manor of Manor of 
Yeveney, Yeovney, or Iveney, which manor having been parcel of — s 
the poſſeſſions of the Abbot and Convent of Weſtminſter, came into 
the hands of the Crown, and was granted to the Dean and Chapter, 
who for many years appear to have kept it in their own hands. The 
family of Dolben were leſſees under the Dean and Chapter as early 
as the year 1667. The leaſe was purchaſed of Sir William Dolben, 
Bart. in 1775 or 1776, by the late William Gill, Eſq. Alderman of 
London, and is now veſted in his widow. 

Richard Rook in the year 1366, gave to the Abbot and Convent 
of Weſtminſter 56 acres of arable land, and 4 acres of meadow i in 
Staines and Laleham *. 

Edmund de Waſtell, vicar of Heſton, anno 1366, gave a will, 
34 acres of land, and 58. rent in Staines and Stanwell to the priory

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The pariſh- church, dedicated to the Virgin Mary, ſtands about a 
quarter of a mile weſt of the town. It is a gothic ſtructure, conſiſt- 
ing of a chancel, nave, and north aiſle, ſeparated by circular columns 
and pointed arches. The door of the chancel is of Saxon architec- 
ture, and one of the windows is of the lancet form. The nave has 
been in part rebuilt with brick. At the weſt end is a ſquare em- 
battled tower, built in 1631 by Inigo Jones, as appears by an inſcrip- 
tion on the ſouth ſide. The font is ſquare; its ſides are ornamented 
with plain circular arches. 

On the eaſt wall of the chancel is a monument in memory of 
Thomas Eyre“, (ſon of Stephen Eyre, Gent. of Hartlebury in 
Worceſterſhire,) 1713; and the Rev. Joſeph Eyre, who died the 
ſame year. On the floor are the tombs of Anne, wife of Samuel 
Vicars, vicar of Staines, (daughter of John Monger, Gent.) 1681; 
John Chaſe, Eſq. apothecary to the Queen, 1690; Elizabeth, his 
wife, daughter of Thomas Some, D. D. Canon of Windſor, 1683; 
Thomas Heames, Gent. 1706; and Tillam Hammond, 1724. 

On the north wall of the nave is the monument of Charlotte, wife 
of Samuel Hartley, Eſq.“ 1785; on the floor are the tombs of Mr.

In the endowment of the vicarage of Staines, Yeveney is men- 
tioned among the chapelries to which the vicar was to preſent. The 
chapel at this hamlet has been long ago dilapidated. 


In the year 1456 a licence was granted to John Lord Berners, Sir 
John Wenlock, and other pariſhioners of Staines, to found a guild 
or fraternity in honour of God and the Virgin Mary, in the chapel 
of the Holy Croſs, in the church of Staines, which guild ſhould con- 
ſiſt of two wardens and a certain number of brethren and ſiſters, who 
were incorporated by the King's letters patent of that date. The 
lands belonging to this guild were valued in 1548 at 11. 178. 6d. 
per annum, including 6s. 8d. for a chamber, called the chantry prieſt's 
chamber. Theſe lands paid quit-rents to the manors of Grove- 
barnes and Iveney Court. 

The Quakers have a meeting-houſe in this town; there is 
another belonging to the Anabaptiſts, and a third to the Me- 
thodiſts. 

The regiſter of baptiſms, burials, and marriages in this pa- 
riſh commences in 1538, but at various periods it is very im-

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ment was accordingly provided. The King then informed him that 
he liked his place ſo well, that he was reſolved to have it, though 
not without a beneficial exchange. Lord Windſor made anſwer, 
that he hoped his Highneſs was not in earneſt, ſince Stanwell had 
been the ſeat of his anceſtors for ſo many generations; the King with 
a ſtern countenance replied, that it muſt be, commanding him on 
his allegiance to repair to the Attorney General, and ſettle the buſineſs 
without delay. The Attorney General ſhowed him a conveyance, 
ready prepared, of Bordeſley Abbey, in the county of Worceſter, 
with all its lands and appurtenances, in exchange for the manor of 
Stanwell. Being conſtrained, through dread of the King's diſplea- 
ſure, to accept of the exchange, he conveyed this manor'to his Ma- 
Jjeſty *, being commanded to quit Stanwell immediately, though he 
had laid in his Chriſtmas proviſions for the keeping of his wonted 
hoſpitality there, all which he left in the houſe, ſaying they ſhould 
not find it bare Stanwell*. Edward the Sixth having granted a leaſe 
of the capital meſſuage and ſite of the manor of Stanwell, with the 
demeſne lands, in the tenure of Sir Philip Hobby, to Sir Thomas 
Paſton for 50 years, at the rent of 391.

Lady Paget, and fiſter of Lord Knyvet. Elizabeth Leigh was 
daughter of Sir Francis, and Dame Chriſtian his wife, which Chriſ- 
tian was daughter of Lady Thynne, another ſiſter of Lord Knyvet. 
An award in Chancery after the death of Lord Knyvet, determined 
that if John Cary and Elizabeth Leigh ſhould intermarry, which was 
much wiſhed by their friends, this manor ſhould be ſettled on them 
and their heirs; otherwiſe that it ſhould remain in moieties. It appears 


way, in Glouceſterſhire. In 1678 John Cary being then ftill liv- 
ing, a deed of partition was executed, by which he became ſole pro- 
prietor of the manor of Stanwell. By his will, bearing date 1686, 
he bequeathed his eſtates for life to his great niece, Elizabeth (only 
ſurviving daughter of George Lord Willoughby of Parham, ſon 
of William Lord Willoughby, by Anne daughter of Sir Philip Cary,) 
provided that ſhe ſhould within three years after his deceaſe marry 
Lord Guildford, with remainder to her ifſue-male by him; in failure 
of which condition to the Falkland family. Elizabeth Willoughby 
married the Hon. James Bertie ; but a decree of the Houſe of Lords 
in 1697, determined in favour of her life-intereſt in this manor, ad- 


judging the reverſion to be veſted in Lucius Henry Lord Falkland. 
Mrs. Bertie died in 1715; and in 1720 Lord Falkland ſold the

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manor of Stanwell to John Earl of Dunmore, who died in 1752. It 
was purchaſed of his truſtees in 1754, by John Gibbons, Eſq. 
(afterwards Sir John Gibbons, Bart. and K. B.) father of Sir William 
Gibbons, Bart. the preſent proprietor. 

In the deed of exchange between Henry VIII. and Lord Windſor, 
the manor of Stanwell is deſcribed as extending into the counties of 
Bucks, Berks, Surrey, and Hants. The pariſhes are enumerated in 
the deed ©. 

The inquiſition taken after the death of William de Windſor in 
1279, deſcribes the value of this manor thus: go acres of land 
worth 6d. an acre; 34 acres of moor land, worth 4d. an acre; 55 
acres of meadow, worth 12d. an acre; 6 acres and a half of wood, 
which, with the curtilage of the manor, are valued at 28.; the 
rents of aſſize at 111. 158. 5d.; the labour due from the tenants, 
and the manerial profits, are valued at 33s. 6d. The manor was 
held of the King by the rent of 16s. 8d. and the ward of Windſor 
caſtle once in 40 days. 

The ſurvey of Domeſday thus deſcribes the manor of Weſt Bed- 
font, in this pariſh : * Walter de Mucedent holds the manor of 
«© Bedefont under Walter Fitzother. It is taxed at eight hides. The 
„ land is four carucates. There is one plough on the demeſne 
% lands, and the villans employ three. There are two villans who 
« hold four hides; two others who have two virgates; two who 
« have one virgate, and one bordar who has five acres. The 
« prieſt has one virgate; there is a cottar who has five acres, 
« and there are two ſlaves. The meadow-land is equal to two 
« oxgangs, and there is paſture for the cattle of the manor. The 
« whole value is 31.; in the reign of King Edward (the Confeſſor) 
« it was 61. It was then divided into two manors of four hides 
each; one held by Brithmar, a ſervant of Earl Harold, who could

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« alienate at pleaſure; the other by two ſocmen, ſervants of Azor, 
« who could not diſpoſe of it without his leave.” In the year 1235 
James, ſon of William de Haverhull, granted to Andrew Bukerell 
his homage and ſervice of the whole manor of Weſt Bedfont, in the 
county of Middleſex, and whatſoever right the ſame James had or 
could have in the ſaid manor : this was confirmed by the King's 
charter. Andrew Bukerell, ſon of Andrew above mentioned, 
gave this manor to the Prior of New Place“, who held it under 
Brian de Windſor, at the death of the ſaid Brian in 1399 *. In the 
year I415 this manor was veſted in the Abbot and Convent of Chert- 
ſey, who by their deed of that date, exchanged it with Richard de 
Windſor for the rectory and advowſon of Stanwell*, The ſaid 
Richard de Windſor died in 1428 ſeiſed of the manor of Weſt Bed- 
font, then valued at 408. per annum“. This manor was included 
in the exchange between Andrews Lord Windſor and the King. In 
I570, being then deſcribed as the manor of Weſt Bedfont, alias Bed- 
font Court, parcel of the manor of Stanwell, it was demiſed to Wil- 
liam Spark for 21 years. I find no ſubſequent mention of this 
manor z it appears to have merged in that of Stanwell, which extends 
over the hamlet of Weſt Bedfont. 

John de Tytchburn held the manor of Shipcote (called in other 
records Hamondys,) under Richard de Windſor in 1421 *'. Nicholas 
Tichborne, who died in 1556, was ſeiſed of the manor of Hamons, 
otherwiſe Shipcotts, near Staines ; Francis his ſon and heir, being 
then twenty-five years of age. The ſaid Francis died in 1563 ſeiſed 
of this manor, 6 meſſuages, 6 tofts, 400 acres of arable land; 60 of

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meadow, 100 of paſture, 50 of wood, and 31. rents in Staines 
and Stanwell, held under the Crown as of the manor of Stan- 
well; Juliana his ſiſter, (thirty-four years of age,) the wife 
of Thomas Crofswell being his heir. The manor of Ha- 
monds continued in the family of Tichborne, or Tichbourn, till 
1638, when it was conveyed by Sir Richard Tichbourn, Bart. to 
John Hyde, who had at that time a mortgage upon it. After paſ- 
ſing through the hands of various mortgagees, it became the pro- 
perty of John Maculloch, Eſq. who, in 1735, conveyed it to John 


Earl of Dunmore. It was purchaſed in 1754 of the truſtees acting 


under the Earl's will, by John Gibbons, Eſq. afterwards Sir John 
Gibbons, Bart. and K. B. father of Sir William Gibbons, Bart. the 
preſent proprietor. 

Lands in Stanwell were held by William de la Poyle in the year 
1267. William de Langele conveyed the manor of Poyle, or de 
la Poyle, in this pariſh, to John de la Poyle, Iſabel his wife, and 
their heirs. John de la Poyle died in 1318, having demiſed this 
manor, (after the death of his wife,) to Richard de Waledon for 
life. The reverſionary intereſt, after the death of the ſaid Richard, 
who was then living, was veſted in Elizabeth, only daughter and 
heir of John de la Poyle, twenty- four years of age at the time of her 
father's death. This manor was then valued at 5 l. 14s. 4d. per 
annum. It continued in the family of De la Poyle for ſeveral gene- 
rations. Sir Thomas De la Poyle died ſeiſed of it in 1424. In 
1452 this manor was the property of John Geynesford, Eſq. who 
held it under the Windſors by the ſervice of half a Knight's fee, and 
the payment of 48. gd. every 24 weeks. In 1481 it was conveyed

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to John Cateſby and others. In 1543 it was veſted in the Windſor 
family, and was included in the exchange between Andrews Lord 
Windſor and Henry VIII. The ſite was demiſed in 1575 to Robert 
Holmes for 21 years, at the rent of 111. 3s. 4d.; and in 1587 to 
Nicholas Hilliard, her Majeſty's portrait painter, for the ſame term, 
and at the ſame rent”. In 1613 the manor of Poyle was granted in 
fee to Thomas Lord Knyvet *. From this period it deſcended in 
the ſame manner as that of Stanwell till 1678, when, in conſequence 
of the partition then made, Poyle became veſted in the Leigh family, 


of whom it was purchaſed by the late Sir John Gibbons, Bart. In 


1781 it was conveyed by Sir William Gibbons, Bart. to John and 
Henry Bullock ; and in 1799 was fold by Henry Bullock, Eſq. to 
Edmund Hill, Eſq. who is the preſent proprietor“. 

The inquiſition taken after the death of Sir Thomas de la Poyle in 
1424, deſcribes this manor as conſiſting of 100 acres of arable land, 
valued at 1d. an acre; 40 of paſture of the ſame value; 40 of mea- 
dow valued at 8d. an acre; three of heath at 4d.; a water-mill valued 
at 108. per annum; rents of aſſize amounting to 41. 128. 8+d; a roſe 
paid as a quit-rent on the feſtival of St. John the Baptiſt, and four 
capons on Hocday. No courts are held for this manor. There are 
now two mills at Poyle; the one a paper mill, the other uſed for the 
manufacture of leather. ; | 

William de Windſor in the year 1203 granted a virgate of land 
in Stanwell to Jocelin Fitzhugh, rector of Stanwell, and his heirs **. . 

Ralph Jocelin in 1267, gave rents in this pariſh, amounting to 
128. to the Prior and Convent of Ankerwyke *. William Paſſa- 


vaunt in 1285 gave 50 acres of OE in this pariſh, held aner Richard

Sir Peter Ardern and others, anno 1476, conveyed lands and tene- 
ments in Stanwell to Richard Bulſtrode “. | 

The pariſh-church, dedicated to the Virgin Mary, is a gothic 
ſtructure of flint and ſtone, conſiſting of a chancel, nave, and two 
aiſles, divided by octagonal and circular pillars, ſupporting pointed 
arches. At the weſt end is a ſquare tower (of flint and ſtone in 
checquer work,) on which ſtands a lofty ſpire, partly covered with 
ſhingles, and partly with lead. 

On the north {ide of the chancel is an altar-tomb, over which 1s 
a canopy, having an obtuſe arch ornamented with quatrefoils. Be- 
neath the arch were placed, upright in the wall, braſs plates with 
the effigies of the deceaſed and his wife, and an inſcription, all long 
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ago removed. This is the monument of Thomas Windſor, Eſq. | 


(father of Andrews the firſt Lord Windſor,) who died in 1486. 
Monuments of this form frequently occur, and are generally to be 
found in chancels. They were intended for a double purpoſe, both 
as memorials of the deceaſed, and for the convenience of performing 
certain ceremonies of the Roman Catholic church, for which, in de- 
fault of theſe altars, temporary ſtructures were ſubſtituted. That 
theſe tombs had ſuch a twofold uſe, is evident from the laſt will of 
Thomas Windſor here interred, made in the year 1479. After 
directing that his body ſhall be buried “ on the north fide of the 
« quer of the church of our Lady of Stanwell, afor the ymage of 
* our Lady, wher the ſepulture of our Lord ſtondith;“ he adds, 
« I will that there be made a playne tombe of marble of a competent 
height, to th'entent that yt may ber the bleſsid body of our Lord,

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« and the ſepulture at the time of Eſtre to ſtand upon the ſame, and 
e with myne armes, and a ſcriptur convenient to be ſett about the 
« ſame tombe, by th' advice of myne executors and overſeers under- 
« wrytten.” He then directs that four tapers and twenty-two 
torches of wax (the tapers to weigh ten pounds, and each of the 
torches ſixteen pounds,) ſhall be uſed at his burial, and at his month's 
mind, and be borne by twenty-four very poor and well-diſpoſed men, 
who ſhall have at each time 8 d. a-piece, and a gown of frieze ; the 
poor of Stanwell to be preferred. The four tapers after being uſed 
as above mentioned, he bequeaths to the church ; two of them to 
burn before the ſepulture of our Lord at Eaſter as long as they will 
endure, and the others © to help the light that ſtandeth upon the 
branch before the image of the Virgin Mary.” He bequeathed 
alſo four of the twenty torches to the church of Stanwell, and the 
others to ſixteen of the neareſt pariſhes in Middleſex. He directed 
that three prieſts and three clerks ſhould ſing by note Placebo, 
Dirige, and maſs of requiem for thirty days next enſuing his deceaſe, 
in the church of Stanwell; and that a hundred children within the 
age of ſixteen years, ſhould be at his month's mind to ſay for his 
ſoul within the church of Stanwell, our Lady Pſalter, and each of 
them to have for their labour four-pence; and that againſt his 
month's mind the candles ſhould burn before the rood in the ſaid 
church, with all other lights before our Lady, the Trinity, or any 
other ſaints in the ſaid church, to be renewed at his own coſt. Alſo 
that at his month's mind, his executors ſhould provide twenty 
prieſts beſides the clerks that were to come to ſay Placebo, &c. and 
that they ſhould be rewarded at the diſcretion of his executors ; and 
that there ſhould be provided a convenient dinner to the pleaſure of 
God, and the comfort of his lovers and friends, which ſhould like 
them to be there at that time, with all other his tenants at Stanwell. 
He directed, moreover, that 1ol. ſhould be diſtributed among poor 
houſeholders of Stanwell, and the adjoining pariſhes, in ſums of one 
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ſhilling and eight-pence to pariſhioners of Stanwell, and one ſhilling 
to thoſe of other pariſhes. He directed alſo that an honeſt and well- 
diſpoſed prieſt ſhould be provided to ſing and ſay divine ſervice in 
the church of Stanwell, or in the chapel of his manor-houſe, for the 
term of twenty years after his deceaſe, to have for his wages 61. 138. 
4d. without his diet, or 35 8. 4d. with his diet, and a gown to be 
provided by his wife, or next heir, to the intent that the faid prieſt 
ſhould pray for his ſoul, the ſouls of his father and mother, his aunt, 
Dame Alice Wyche, and all chriſtian ſouls. Laſtly, he willed that 
his widow, or his heirs, ſhould keep his obit for forty years, ſolemnly 
by note, with ſix prieſts and three clerks, to pray for his ſoul, the 
ſouls of his father and mother, John Andrews and Elizabeth his 
wife, Dame Alice Wyche, his friends, and all chriſtian ſouls *. 

To return to the deſcription of Stanwell church. — On the 
north wall of the chancel is a handſome monument of veined 
marble, ſupported by columns of the Corinthian order, in me- 
mory of Thomas Lord Knyvet* and Elizabeth his wife, whoſe 
effigies are repreſented as large as the life, in kneeling atti- 
tudes. On a tablet is the following inſcription : — Thomas

Saunders, Eſq. fon of Dr. Saunders, 1794. 

On the ſouth wall of the nave is the monument of Elizabeth, 


wife of William Lardner, Eſq.” and daughter of Henry Bullock, 
Eſq.

Cotton, Eſq. (heir-male of the Cottons of Ridware, in Staffordſhire,) — 
wife of James Burgh, ſon of John Burgh of Troy, in Monmouth- 
ſhire, and grandſon of Ulyſſes Burgh of Ardagh, in Ireland,) 1735 
Alice, her ſiſter, 1736; James Burgh, Eſq. (huſband of Mary,) 
1739; Jonathan Stevens, Eſq. 1744; John Rowlls, Eſq. his 
nephew and heir, 1779 ; Sarah, daughter and heir of Benjamin 
Curtis, Eſq. of Barbadoes, firſt wife of John Rowlls, and mother 
of John Rowlls, jun. Eſq. 1747 ; the Rev. Mr. Matthew, vicar of 
Stanwell, 1759; Henry Bullock, Eſq. 1762; John Bullock, Eſq. 
1782; Richard Blunt, Eſq. Alderman of London, 1763; James

for the manor of Weſt Bedfont *?®. The rectory was about that time 
appropriated to the Abbey of Chertſey and a vicarage endowed, to 
which the Abbots of that Convent preſented till the diſſolution of re- 
ligious houſes, when both the rectory and advowſon became veſted 
in the Crown ©.

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The rectory had been leaſed by the Abbot and Convent of 
Chertſey to John Darke and Richard Parker, for 60 years, unexpired 
when the poſſeſſions of that monaſtery were ſurrendered to the 
Crown“. It was afterwards demiſed to Sir Philip Hobby, at the 


rent of 30 l. per annum, and paſſed through the ſame hands as the 
manor of Stanwell, till the deed of partition in 1678, when the 


whole of the manor became veſted in John Cary, Eſq. but a moiety 
of the rectory remained in the Leigh family. This moiety was pur- 
chaſed in 1767 of Francis Leigh, Eſq. by Sir John Gibbons, Bart, 
and K. B. then lord of the manor of Stanwell. Sir William Gib- 
bons in 1797 ſold the great tithes of this pariſh, excepting thoſe of 
his own demeſnes, to Edmund Hill, Eſq. 

In the old valors this rectory was valued at 60 marks“; in 1650 
it was valued at 2601. per annum, including 60 acres of glebe“. 

The vicarage, which 1s in the dioceſe of London, and in the 
Archdeaconry of Middleſex, is rated in the old wvalors at 8 marks“; 
in the King's books at gl. It appears by the return of the Commiſ- 


ſioners, who were appointed to inquire into the ſtate of eccleſiaſtical 


benefices in 1650, that the vicarage of Stanwell, with 6 acres of glebe, 
was valued at 35 l. per annum. Edward Richardſon, who was then 


incumbent, is deſcribed as a pious miniſter, obſerving all the com- 
mands of parliament “. | 


The patronage of the vicarage has been in the Crown ever ſince 


the ſuppreſſion of religious houſes, except during Fitzgarret's leaſe, 
and the interregnum in the laſt century.

Sir John Bankes, who is ſtiled by Clarendon a man of great 
abilities and unblemiſhed integrity“, was made Attorney. General 
in 1634, and Lord Chief Juſtice of the Common Pleas in 1640. He 
was a zealous Royaliſt, but ſo highly eſteemed by all parties, that 
among the propoſitions made by the parliament in 1642, was a re- 
queſt that Sir John Bankes might be continued Lord Chief Juſtice 
of the Common Pleas *. His conſtant adherence to the King, how- 
ever, and probably his Lady's gallant defence of Corfe caſtle, ren- 
dered him afterwards ſo obnoxious to the Republicans, that his 
eſtates were confiſcated, and it was voted that he ſhould be ex- 
cepted from pardon. Chief Juſtice Bankes died in 1644, at Oxford, 
and was buried in the Cathedral of Chriſt's church“.

“ land is fix carucates. Four hides are in demeſne, on which there 
« js one plough. The villans have four ploughs. The prieſt has 
« half a virgate; eight villans have a virgate each; two other villans 
« a virgate between them ; five bordars have a virgate jointly ; there 
are five cottars, and one ſlave. The meadow-land is equal to fix

« whole value is now 61. per annum. In the reign of King Edward 
“(the Confeſſor) it was 71. This manor is parcel of the ancient

In 1702 Sir John Tyrwhitt ſold it 
to John Croſſe, merchant, by whom it was aliened the next year to 
Iſaac Guquett St. Eloy, Eſq. Mr. St. Eloy in 1718 ſold it to Roger 
Hudſon, Eſq. afterwards Sir Roger Hudſon, Knt. On the death of 
his only ſon, Vanſittart Hudſon, Eſq. without iſſue, it was inherited 
by Edmund Boehm, Eſq. in right of his wife Martha, ſurviving 
daughter and co-heir of Sir Roger Hudſon. It is now the property 
of their ſon Roger Boehm, Eſq. who reſides at Sunbury houſe, a 
large manſion built by Sir Roger Hudſon before he purchaſed the 
manor.

The manor of Col Kenyngton, or Cold Kennington, (now Kempton,) 
is in the Survey of Domeſday called Chenetone, and is thus deſcribed:—

It muſt be obſerved that where Kennington i 
occurs in the date of Royal charters *, it has hitherto, I believe, been i 1 
always underſtood of Kennington, near Lambeth, where alſo was a 
palace; for I cannot find that even tradition has preſerved the memory 
of the palace which once ſtood in Kempton park, but on the contrary 
ſuppoſes the traces of ancient buildings which occur there to have 
been the remains of a religious houſe, of whoſe exiſtence there are 
no proofs either from hiſtory or record. The exiſtence of the palace 
is proved by the following document, being an inquiſition of the 


ſtate of the palace and park of Kenyngton in Middleſex, taken by 
order of Edward the Third in the year 1331, tranſlated from the 
original, which is extant among the records at the Tower .

Warter, at the nomination of Geoffrey Blower and John Aylmer, 
citizens of London, for 20 years. In 1463 a ſimilar grant was 
made to Sir Thomas Bingley and Robert Sheffield, jun. for eleven 
years, at the rent of 19]. 11s, 8d. per annum“. In 1475 the 
manor was granted to William Mulſo for life, at the ſame rent“. In 
1477 the cuſtody of the manor was granted to Thomas Windſor, 
Eſq. at the nomination of Benedict Barnard and Thomas Alberton 
for twenty years at the ſaid rent. The manor of Col Kennington, 
alias Kempton, in Middleſex, with the manor of Hanworth, and 
the two parks, both together of the yearly value of 311. 16s. 8d. 
were granted in 1558 to Anne Ducheſs of Somerſet, widow of the 
Protector, to be held by fealty for life. In 1594 the manors of 
Cold Kennington and Hanworth were demiſed to William Killi- 
grew and his heirs for eighty years. In 1631 Kennington, or 
Kempton, was granted in fee to Sir Robert Killigrew.— Francis 
Phelips, Eſq. died ſeiſed of this manor in 1674, and his only ſon, 
Francis, in 1679, without ifſue, leaving his three ſiſters, Anne, 
Dorothy, and Elizabeth, co-heirs. Anne afterwards married Sir 
Cane James, Bart. and Dorothy, the Hon. Henry Frederick Thynne. 
In 1690 an act of parliament paſſed enabling the co-heirs of Francis 
Phelips to ſell this manor, which was ſoon after purchaſed by Sir 
Thomas Grantham, and ſettled in marriage with his daughter Judith 
on Jonathan (afterwards Sir Jonathan) Andrews. In 1721 Gran- 
tham Andrews, Eſq. ſon of Sir John, ſold it to Sir John Chardin, 
Bart. (fon of the traveller,) who in 1746 gave it to Sir Philip 
Muſgrave, Bart. father of Sir John Chardin Muſgrave, Bart.

The manor of Charlron, in this pariſh, anciently called Cerden- Manor of 
tone, and Cherdyngton, is thus deſcribed in the Survey of Domeſ- Cn 
day: —“ Roger de Rames holds the manor of Cerdentone, in the 
“ hundred of Spelthorne, which is taxed at five hides. The land is 
* four carucates. Four hides and a half are in demeſne, on which 
«* is one plough. The villans keep one plough, only half in employ, 
* but they might employ three. There is one villan who holds 
* half a hide; a bordar who has eight acres, and ſix ſlaves. The 
« meadow land is equal to four carucates. There is paſture for the 
&« cattle of the manor. The annual value of this manor is 30s 
When it came into the preſent owner's poſſeſſion it was 60s. ; in 
e the reign of King Edward (the Confeſſor) it was 1008s. Two 
brothers then held it; one was a ſervant of Archbiſhop Stigands 
e the other of Earl Lewin. They could diſpoſe of the manor as 


“they pleaſed.” This manor was given at an early period (but 
when or by whom I have not been able to diſcover) to the prior and 
convent of Merton, in Surrey, to which Convent the tenants of 
Cherdyngton paid quit-rents, amounting to 6s. 8d. as appears by 
an ancient rental of the priory '?. The manor of Cherdyngton, or 
Charlton, became veſted in the Crown upon the ſurrender of the 
Convent in 1538; at which time Nicholas Hoozlyn was leſſee “. 
In 1550 it was granted in fee to Sir John Maſon, Knt.“; who in 
1565 gave it to Nicholas Thorpe, Eſq. of Wanſwell Court, in 
the county of Glouceſter, who had married his niece. In 1615 
George Thorpe conveyed it to Matthew Paleſon; and in 1626 
Matthew Paleſon to George Cole, Eſq. whoſe deſcendant of the 
ſame name ſold it in 1676 to John Grice, Eſq. It ſtill continues in

Dart ſays that King Edgar gave lands at Haleghfort to Weſtminſter 


Abbey . It appears that the manor of Halgford, in this pariſh, (called 
alſo Halughford, Hallowford, or Halliford, and Halford,) was granted 


to Sir Robert Cranker, by Gervaſe Abbot of Weſtminſter, (natural 
ſon of King Stephen,) who alienated conſiderable property belong- 
ing to the Convent“. In 1285 it was reſtored to the Abbot and 
Convent by Geffrey de Haſpale *. In 1537 it was leaſed by the 
Abbot and Covent to Gabriel Pawlin““; being ſoon afterwards 
veſted in the Crown by the diſſolution of religious houſes, the ſite 
was demiſed by Queen Elizabeth, in 1565, to William Fuller for 21 
years, at the rent of 71.; and 1597 to George Chriſtopher for 30 
years, at the rent of 181. 68. 8d.“ In 1637 this manor having 
been ſettled on Queen Henrietta Maria, the ſite and demeſne lands 
were leaſed by her to Robert Sharpe for 18 years, to commence from 
1654. The widow of Sharpe ſold her intereſt in the leaſe to William 
Weſtbrook, who, when the Crown-lands were put up to ſale in 16 50, 
bought the ſite of the parliamentary commiſſioners at 15 years pur- 
chaſe, and the manor and royalties (valued at 31. 13s. 4d. per 
annum) at 20 years' purchaſe *', Upon the reſtoration the Queen 
Dowager became again poſſeſſed of this manor, which was after- 
wards part of the dower of Queen Catherine, conſort of Charles 
the Second. Matthew Johnſon, Eſq. was leſſee under the Queen 
as early as the year 1680; and had a renewal of his leaſe for 31 years 
in 1697. The leaſe was again renewed to Matthew Johnſon, (or

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perhaps a ſon of the ſame name,) in 1710 and 1723. In 1740 it 
was renewed to Jeffrey Johnſon, Eſq. for 16 years, to commence 
from 1754; and in 1755 to Edward Palmer, Eſq. executor and 
deviſee of Mrs. Elizabeth Johnſon, (ſiſter and deviſee of the ſaid 
Jeffrey,) for 13 years from 1770. In 1761 Mr. Palmer aſſigned 
his intereſt in the leaſe to John Rayner, Eſq. who, in 1769, pro- 
cured from the Crown a leaſe of 31 years from that date, which has 
not been ſince renewed. The reverſion of the leaſe, ſubje to the life- 
intereſt of Mrs. Elizabeth Rayner, being veſted in Mr. Chriſtie of Pall- 
Mall, was aſſigned by him a few months ago to Edmund Hill, Eſq. 
The reſerved rent to the Crown is 181. 10s. 


In the year 1301 an eighth part of a Knight's fee, in the pariſh 
of Sunbury, held by William de Stanton and Arabella his wife, was 
aſſigned in dower to Margaret Counteſs of Cornwall“. 


Sir Thomas Grantham built © a fair houſe” at Sunbury in 
1697. Martin Bladen, Eſq. one of the Lords of Trade, (author 
of a tranſlation of Czſar's Commentaries, and ſome dramatic pieces,) 
was of Sunbury, in 1723. 

The pariſh-church, dedicated to the Virgin Mary, is a modern 
ſtructure, of brick, having been rebuilt in 1752, principally by the ſub- 
ſcriptions of the principal inhabitants *', aided by a bequeſt of 12701, 
from Mrs. Elizabeth Taylor. The old church was pulled down on 
Eaſter Monday 1751; the new building, deſigned by Mr. Wright 
clerk of the works at Hampton Court, was opened Nov. 26, 1752. 
It conſiſts of a chancel, nave, and north aiſle. At the weſt end is a 
ſquare tower with a cupola.

On the ſouth wall is the monument of Lady Jane, eldeſt daughter 
of Thomas Marquis of Wharton, (by Lucy, daughter of Adam 
Loftus, Baron Liſborne,) ſiſter of Philip Duke of Wharton, and the 
laſt of that noble family. She married firſt, John Holt, Eſq. of 
Redgrave, in Norfolk ; her ſecond huſband was Robert Coke, Eſq. 
of Longford, in Derbyſhire. She died in 1761. The monument 
was put up by Anna Maria Draycot, (afterwards Counteſs of Pom- 
fret,) to whom ſhe bequeathed a conſiderable forrune, and her ſeat

The rectory was rated in the old valors at 22 marks per annum“; 
beſides which the hoſpital of St. Bartholomew had a portion of tithes 
valued at 2 marks per annum, and the Abbey of Greſtein, in Nor- 


mandy, another portion of the ſame value“. Thomas Lake, Eſq. 


(afterwards Sir Thomas) was leſſee of the rectory in 1622. It ap- 
pears by a ſurvey of the rectory of Sunbury, made by order of par- 
liament in 1649, that Lancelot Lake, Eſq. was then lefſee of the 
great tithes, (valued at 13ol. per annum,) and that his leaſe bore 
date 1637; the reſerved rent was 131. 6s. 8 d.“ It is probable 
that when the Dean and Chapter lands were ſold about that time, 
Mr. Lake purchaſed this rectory. In the return to the parliamentary 
inquiries into the ſtate of eccleſiaſtical benefices in 1650, he is called 
impropriator *. At the reſtoration the Dean and Chapter recovered 
the poſſeſſion of the reQorial tithes (excepting the portions above 
mentioned). In 1799 they were ſold by the Dean and Chapter to 
Edmund Hill, Eſq. under the act of parliament which enables 
eccleſiaſtical bodies to alienate a part of their landed property for the 
purpoſe of redeeming the land-tax of the remainder. The leaſe had

A leaſe of theſe 
tithes, at the rent of 10s. per annum, was renewed in 1581 to Her- 
cules Turner, whoſe family had for many years been leſſees. In 
the return to the parliamentary inquiries in 1650, this portion is ſaid 
to be rented by Mr. George Phip at 141. per annum“. It now be- 
longs to the proprietor of the manor. | 
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It is probable that the portion of tithes formerly belonging to the 


Abbey of Greſtein, in Normandy, after being veſted in the Crown, 
as the property of an alien priory, were granted to the Dean and 
Chapter of Chicheſter, who have ſtill a portion of tithes in this 
pariſh, The return of the commiſſioners appointed to inquire into 
the ſtate of eccleſiaſtical benefices in 1650 ſtates, that Mr, Gall held 
a portion of tithes in Sunbury, (late parcel of the poſſeſſions of the 
Dean and Chapter of Chicheſter,) at the rent of 111. per annum ** 
The leaſe of this portion of tithes being veſted in Mr. Greathead, 
was lately aſſigned by him to Edmund Hill, Eſq. 


The vicarage of Sunbury, which is in the dioceſe of London, and in vicarage. 


the Archdeaconry of Middleſex, is rated in the old walors at 
6 marks; in the King's books at 131. 6s. 8d. The return of the 
commiſhoners appointed to inquire into the ſtate of eccleſiaſtical 
benefices in 1650 ſtates, that there were 44 acres of arable land, and 
4 acres of meadow and paſture belonging to this vicarage, and that 
its value was then 40 l. per annum.

There is no endowed ſchool in this pariſh, but there is a fund ſet 
apart for the education of poor children. The ſum of 131. 10s. per 
annum, being part of an annuity charged on the poors' rates, in lieu 
of the intereſt of Fool. given to the poor of this pariſh in 1761, by 
John Turner, Eſq. (which ſum was uſed for building the pariſh 
workhouſe,) is appropriated to the purpoſe above mentioned. The 
remainder of this rent-charge being gl. per annum, is appropriated 
to the putting out apprentices, and the relief of ſick and aged poor 
during the winter. The intereſt of 250l. (3 per cents.) veſted in 
truſtees for the benefit of this pariſh, is ſet apart for the education of 
twelve poor children“. It is not known how this money became 
veſted in the pariſh, but it is probable that it is the aggregate of 
ſeveral ſums given at various times to the poor's ſtock. Such a ſtock 
amounting then to 841. is mentioned in the pariſh regiſter in 1704. 
Some of it was given for leave to incloſe pieces of waſte. In 1722 
the pariſh ſtock was 200]. 

There are three Sunday Schools in this pariſh, ſupported by vo-

Mrs. Dorothy Wood, who died in 1765, gave by will, the ſum 
of 200 l. bank annuities to this pariſh, directing that the intereſt 
ſhould be diſtributed weekly in bread, among ſuch poor perſons 
as ſhould attend divine ſervice on Sundays in the afternoon. 

About the year 1767 the late Earl of Pomfret covenanted for 
himſelf, his heirs and ſucceſſors, to pay the annual ſum of 61. to this 
pariſh, for leave to incloſe a common-field, called Court Field. This 
rent-charge is now paid by William Blake, Eſq. proprietor of the 
houſe, late Lord Pomfret's, and it is diſtributed in bread by the mi- 
niſter and churchwardens, among ſuch poor perſons as attend divine 
ſervice on Sundays in the afternoon. 

There are about two acres and a quarter, the rent of which f is re- 
ceived by the churchwardens for the repairs of the church. 

The following ſingular benefaction to the poor of this pariſh, long 
ago loſt, is copied from the regiſter. 

November the firſt day, 1636. I do give unto the vicar and 
churchwardens, and vicars and churchwardens ſucceſſively, the 
white mare and mare colt with a white ſtar in the forehead, which 
I bought of Walter Evans, for the uſe of the poor of the ſaid pariſh 
of Sunbury for ever, intreating and appointing the ſaid church- 
wardens to ſee to them as their owne, and what iſſue it ſhall pleaſe 
God to give them, to ſell the male iſſue at the fitteſt time of age, 
and pay the money to the poor of the ſaid pariſh, and keep the 
female for breed; and I appoint the good man Piper the elder, and 
George Blundell, and whom they ſhall name in their room when 
they die, to ſee this to be duly executed according as I have ap- 
pointed; and if the churchwardens ſhall be negligent to do as Ido 
appoint, they for to admoniſh them to amend, and if they do not 
amend after reaſonable warning, then I do give the ſaid Piper and 


Blundell leave to ſell them, and give the money to what poor they
